-XELSOX, Oct. 23. — The criminal 
part' of the fall a.s.si;!es closed tonight 
with the acnulltal of the Indian 
cluu'ged .with nnirdc^..and of Ijockhurt. 
of Forrile, charged with hie theft of 
$1,000 of thOiVT^er'nie- reii^ funds. 

The Indian- hiui^lfet cali«>^ad several 
sensational features. The- chief justice 
shut out, no lesSi.than four alleged con- 
fessions, chiefly oh the ground tliat no 
cure had been taken to get an inter- 
pieler by the authorities at the pre- 
liminary hearing. The learned judge 
remarked that In this case the pro- 
ceedings, so far as tile accused uifdei-- 
staiuling ilieni, were farcical. Accord- 
ingly the statements made by accused 
to Chief (.:onstable Devltt at Xakusp 
when arrested and later to tho same 
oflicial, as well as those made to tho 
coroner and tho magistrates, were all 
ruled out. 

' A. M. Johnson, for the defence, then 
placed the stalwart accused Indian In 
tho box. and the latter dramatically 
loUl, through tho priest Interpreter, 

I'^Ulier (.'oldl, how the deceased had 
purchased whiskey from a Chinaiuaii 
on August 15; how lie and d<>eeased 
had drunk the l|(iuor, and linally how 
the decea.sed h;id picked a (luarrel with 
lilm on the bank of the Columbia river, 
tlie lierce struggle that ensued, anil 
how he had killed his partner and lite- 
long chum In self-defence by clubbing 
hi'n with the loaded rtflo he had 
wresUed away from him to save his 
own life. 

Graphically and fully the accused 
Indian told the story to a den;iely 
packed courtroom, Illustrating through 
ills counsel how it all hapiiened. The 
alleged cutting up of tho body turned 
out to be a out four Inches long In the 
stomach ni.ade by tlie Indian in tliu 
body to make it sinlc in the river. 

Tlio story w;is evidently ladieved by 
the Jur,\', as after t\vo liours' deliber- 
ation liiey brought in .a verdict tonight 
of acquittal on tin? ground of killing 
In seU'-Uefence, adding a rider that tho 
law should be changed so that those 
who sold or gave llqjor to Indians 
should be sent to jail for a lung term 
without llie option of line.

"I am convinced that the railway 
policy enunciated by Hon, Biehard Mc- 
Brlde Is the most important forward 
move and the best ever made in tho 
history cjf the province." remarked Mr.

•xyhlch the city's share will amount to 
'mqre titan 915,000 can be included In 
one bylaw. As the cost of the present 
work Is estimated in the neighborhood 
of ?90,000 of wlilcli the citv's share 
will be one-tliird, S;!0,00fl, it will be 
inipei-ative to do the work in two sec- 
tions, one froni Humboldt street to 
\'li-w street and the other from View 
street to c:orinorant street. Provision 
will also doubtless be made that all 
lateral sewer and w.'iter connections 
to v.'icant iiroperties be had before the 
pavement bo put down. In the case 
of water connections the city has no 
authority to force' the owners to pa>' 
for such laterals but if the owners 
agree to pay the cost the laterals 
can be laid.

THANKSGIVING DAY. 

Tomorrow Is Thanksgiving Day, and 
as the Colonist -will ndt.pe l.SSUed in 
tho morning:, we take this occasion to 
speak oC It, and what It implies. 
The Idea of a day oC thanksgiving 
that there ought to be one day in tlio 
year spncially set ajjart for notional 
recognition that there l.s a God, who Is 
immanent in ttte affairs oC men, and 
froHi whom we receive tho mercies wo 
enjoy.

It has been 9no 
of ' the best yesijs in" thV'Klstory of cnir 
land: perhaps we might say, the best 
year; and the man whose heart is not 
stirred by a fooling of gratitude as he 
looks back over the past ton month.n 
and notes the benefit which Canada 
has enjoyed, must be exceedingly un- 
;) ppreciative, 

liut the great benelits we have re- 
ceived carry with them their respon- 
BlbilitlQs. Canadians are stewards of 
what Is a heritage unsurpassed by any 
which any people have ever enjoyed. 
It is not ours alone. We hold ii In 
trugt for the development of nation- 
hood; in trust for tho benefits of gen- 
erations that will come after us. 
Therefore it Is our duty to develop 
the highest possible ideals of citizen- 
ship, and endeavor to give them effect 
In our everyday life. A sense of grati- 
tiide that does not carry with It a 
sense of duty to be done, is only half 
developed. Therefore while wo praise 
God from whom all blessings flow, let 
us not forget tliat with these bless- 
ings come duties, which as true men

THE SECURITY. 

What is the security which tho 
province h.-is for tlie guarantee which 
It gives to the Canadian Northern 
Railway comp-anj'.' 

This Is a reasonalilf niirslinn. II I 
i.q the duty of those who upliold the j 
contract to answer it. The security ] 
is two-fold. .It is a first mortgage 
upon the/ company's line within the 
{province, which is itself ample for 
Etssistanco amounting to loss than two- 
thirds of its cost; but In addition it 
It Is tho whole Canadian Northern 
Railway sy.stcm. 

Reference bus been made to the fact 
that British Columbia guafanioed the 
bonds of three railways in the prov- 
ince and haa been compelled to r);iy 
a considerable sum on account there- 
of. These ro.ads are the \'i('t<iria 
Sidney, the Sliuswap (fi Olcanagan and 
tho Nakusp & Slocan. These roads 
are all short, neither of them origin - 
,illy foi'mhig a iMi-t of .■in\- .system, 
imd each lun-|ng no nthcr n x-enue <'X- 
copt wliat could lie derived from what 
ia earned -over their own rails. There 
was no other security behind thorn. 
'I'herefore when they def.-iuIliMl in 
their intiTtst tlicrc was notliiiig to 
fall buck iiijon except the railways, 
and they could . not be made to earn 
enough as Independent lines to meet 
the clKirges. If they had formed 
parts of a traiisccjut ini'n l:i 1 s\stein, 
Siiy for example thi' Canaiiiaii I'luMlle 
the interi'st would ha\'r lii'..n lui'l li.v 
that comi)any from Hp- outsi't. 'I'heir 
cnac Is ill no way parallel to that of 
the Cnnndlan Northern. Speaking of 
the guaranteeing of railway conijian- 
^lOS' bonds, Preltller Itulherfnril, (if 
Alberta, said to the Colonist that his 
government would not untlertake to 
give its guhranteo, to isolated rail- 
ways, for tho reason .that no such

great system was quite another mat- 
ter, tor tho whole system was respon- 
sible. These views, which .Premier 
Rutherford held, wore carried out In 
his railway policy and the legislature 
of Alberta passed a law guarantee- 
ing the bonds of tho Canadian North- 
ern for a llttlo over 900 mlloa. Acting 
on the same, principle the provlnpe,,of 
Saskatchewan has guaranteeJ ' the 
bonds of tho same company for 423 
•.alles within tho province, and tho 
Province of Manitoba has guaranteed 
tlie bonds of the company for between 
1,100 and 1,500 miles within the prov- 
ince, for over 300 miles of railway 
between the eastern boundary of the 
province and Lake Superior and 
$;i,00O,OeO Trymlnal bonds for the city 
of AVlnnipeg. The Dominion soverii- 
ment has guaranteed the bonds of 
the Canadian Northern for about 1,400 
miles of railway in Alberta and Sas- 
l^atcliewan. The guarantees of the 
Dominion and the provinces of Sas- 
Icatciiewan and Aiberta were given by 
Liberal administrations, and wo think 
the greater part of the guarantees of 
IManltoba were made under .a Liberal 
administration. Therefore if, as the 
opponents of the McBride govern- 
ment say, the latter has done wrong, 
they can hardly deny that it has 
sinned in excellent company. 

The nature of the guarantee which 
the i)rovlnce will be asked to give 
will be indentical with those given 
by the province of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and -Mberta. with such 
c hnn.ges as local conditions may secni 
to reciuire. We havr not tho Domin- 
ion act ])ro\'iding for the guarantee 
given by that government but un- 
derstand that It is in no material 
way different from that of the prov- 
liu-e. Therefore the case stands this 
way :

earn during the three autumn irionths, 
with its present incomplete system. 

The-fe figures show that tho jiroba- 
liility of the Canadian Northern de- 
faulting on its interest is exceedingly 
remote, and this is further shown by 
the fact that neither the Dominion 
.government nor cdtherof the provincal 
governments luis ever liceii railed U])on 
to pay a single dollar in Interest by 
reason of the guarantees. 

But the operations of the Canadian 
Northern an: not wlioly conllned to 
that part of the Dominion wliich lies 
west of the Great Lakes. Us sub- 
sidiary company, the Canadian .N'ortli- 
ern and Ontario Railway company, re- 
ceives 4,000 acres of land, and a guar- 
antee of terminal bonds from tho prov- 
ince of Ontario. This lin<^ is to be 500 
miles long. Tlie Ontario government 
did not think it necessary to require 
the covenant of the Northern Railway 
company before giving its guarantee. 
Then th<>re is tlie Canadian X(uthcrn 
and Quebec Itailway, wliirli ctxeiids 
from Quebec to iloiitreal and Ottawa, 
and the Canadian Northern is now con- 
structing a railway from Toronto to 
Ottawa. In all then' .-ire .some L'.nod 
railes of r.-illway in the eji.'^tfrn ]irn\-- 
inces forming part of the (,'anadlan 
Northern's system, and they' will, 
doubtless by tho time the British Co- 
lumbia portion of the line is completed, 
liU't Is in four years from the passage 
of the guarantee by the Legislature, bo 
linked to form ,a romplete transcon- 
tiiuMital railway system. 

As we have shown above the total 
fixed charge, which tho Canadian 
Nortliern will have to meet in oriler to 
])rotpct the guarantei'lng government, 
will be 577S per mile jier annum, or a 
little over $2 per mile per day. If a 
transcontinental railway system, with 
t<'rmln;ils In the lOast at Toronto, 
Monti ral iiiid (.2u(>bi'C, opening the 
sph'iulld hinterland of Xew (intarln.

A quite unforsoen incident; termin- 
ated the North Word-Vlctorte.iWeBt 
soccer game yesterday • afternoon at

Tho current number of the Delinea- 
tor shows tliat tho women of ICLMitucky 
liavu to n large uxte.nt boon Instrumen- 
tal In bringing about a bonolieont i-c- 
volution, the good results uf wlilch it 
is inii;os.slblo to (.■alculale. 

'J'luTo is in Kentucky, as in most 
otlivr .-rtali'S in. the Union, a l'"edcratlon 
of TiVonien's Clubs. SpeakinK under 
correction, it may be said that this 
body corresiionds to soiviu degree, at 
least, to our Woiricu'c Council, for it 
may be assumed that eucli of the Fed- 
erated Clubs had its own aims and 
objects. 

It is poasibic that iinnual meetings 
of the Federation were, at llist, diil! 
enough, but this lias not been the case 
since the census of I'JUO was publish- 
ed. The statement made there that 
JCentucky was one of the most llliler- 
ali; slates in the Union, standing thirty 
suventh on the list, and that nearly 
three hundred thousand children over 
ten years of age In flie .state could not 
read or write, aiTosted the attention of 
tho women. 

They were themselves, for the most 
jiiirt. women of wealth and culture 
Tholr own children were carefully edu- 
cated In private schools, and they did 
not dream of the widespread ignorance 
around tlieni. A commiltec was form- 
i-d to ln\ esti.yate the matter. Lettwrs 
wi re sent to Washington and to the 
state eaiutal, u.sking if there was not 
some mistake In the tlgures. The an- 
swer showed that they were only too 
tnii;. 

Then other encpilrioa w<n'e made, 
which showed that the condition of the 
stale, educationall.v, was far more dc- 
ploi-able than the olllclal llgiires indi- 
cated. In very iiian.v districts the 
schoolhouses were miserable log build- 
ings, live thousand oi tin.' school trus- 
tee's could neither read nor write, and 
11 very large pr0])(n'tlon of the electors 
could not read their ballot iiaiiei's. 

Tills Illiteracy was not conlined to 
tile reinoto mountain distrU:ts, but iirc- 
vallod in othersnoteil for the in-osperity 
of the pi'ople. When the women began 
lo make these tacts pubiic, and io Uy 
to aiouse public opinion, they were ac- 
cused of disloyalty lo the state. Tlieir 
answer was that tho statements were 
true, and that llio disgrace of llliter- 
ac.v must be wiped out, not conceuled. 

From 190B to 1007, eight thousand 
livi! hundred women in Kentucky urged 
the claims of the children upon every 
one over whom they had any iniliience, 
until public opinion was aroused to tho 
necessity of action. In 1906 two sclioul.'s 
were established for the training of 
tcauhei's, but It was felt that this was 
merely a step in the right direction. 
At their meeting in 1907 the delegates 
to tho Federation formed a pj«n of re- 
form to be submitted to the Legisla- 
ture. This was endorsed by a. society 
(if college riicn, and con fe^rcrioe.s were 
lield with many educational and char- 
itable bodies. 

To further tlieir campaign the ladles 
enlisted the lielij of preachers and t'di- 
lors, and sent a delegation to press 
the claims of the children on the. mem- 
bers of the government ami on the 
go\-ernor of the state. A bill was car- 
ried granting a \'i'ry large sum for ecUi. 
cational purjioses. 

Hul still the women were iifit satis- 
fied. They knew that iinli?ss the peo- 
ple of the districts were aronseil to a 
sense of their duty the money granted 
would not do much good. So twenty- 



seven men and women were chosen to 
hold meetings In the school district-i, 
and urge the people to 8iij>ploment tho 
government grants, and what was even 
more important, to send tlieir children 
to school,. In town halls and court- 
houses, on .lawns and ''In schoolhouses, 
the meetings were hold till tho whole 
of the state was thoroughly .roused. 
Not the least Important thing accom- 
plished was to elect a superintendent 
of schools for hla fitness tor his work, 
and not for his politics. The coiiso- 
ciuenco of all ihia Is that the clilldren 
of the state of Kentucky will in future 
have a chance for educatlo;^ corres- 
ponding to the wealth and irnportauce 
of the state. 

This, of course, is a woman's point 
of view of the share the women had in 
bringing about this great reform. L'.iit 
making all allowances f.Jr the enthusi- 
asm of the writer in the Delineator, It 
cannot but be felt that the victory Is 
a triumph of organization, and that It 
shows how great an inllncnce women 
can exert In a good cause without 
overstepping the boiinds .of modesty 
or doing violence to womanly feeling.

Tho report of the secretary of tho 
Children's Aid Society shows tliat 
there Is need for a home In this city, 
where boys and girls who are in dan- 
ger of beconing criminals shall be 
carod for, and It Is vtry satisfactory 
to learn tliat ste|)s arc to bo taken 
Immediately to secure one. In siicli 
a matter too groat care should not be 
exercised as to the amount of money 
to be spent. Although it was shown 
that already a considerable sum Is 
being spent for the support of a fam- 
ily of children whom It was thought 
wise to take from their mother, the 
aim of tlie society and of the city In 
establishing such a home should not 
be to save money. 

It is impossible to tell what will be 
tho cost to the community of a bo>- 
or girl who is allowed to grow up in 
evil ways. It la not alone the expense 
of the courts, of the Jail, and of the 
IJi'iiltentlary, nor even of the loss of 
the Labor of the man or woman who 
becomes a burden lUi other.s. 'I'lH'.-io 
are as nothing as cumijareil tn the 
loss which cannot be reckoned In dol- 
lars and cents. 

There is an aspect of the evil of 
deliiuiueney which good fathers and 
mothers cannot j-egard too earnestly. 
There Is not a bad boy or girl In Vic- 
toria today who is not exerting an 
inlliience among other children for 
evil, the e.xtenl of which no one can 
measure. Children very often learn 
more from each other than they do 
froiTi cither i)arcnls or teachers. This 
is one of tile chief reasons why as 
soon as It l.s certain: a child Is being 
neglected, so'me one should step in to 
lill the parent's place. This cannot 
be done either easily or cheaply. 

It Is most Important that the man 
and womnn who are to be put in 
charge of the defention home should 
be fitted in e\>ery' waj" for tho task to 
be undertaken. • It It not everyone 
who has the gifts needed to deal with 
bad boys and still more with way- 
ward girls. No harder,' and no more 
Imjjortant, work was ever given to 
any one than that of changing the 
current of the life of those who have 
once wandered from the right path. 
That Judge Lindsiiy and .Mr. Kelso, 
and a low others, have succeeded in 
accomiilishing miracles in this direc- 
tion should not blind us to the dim- 
culty of the work' In which they are 
engaged. 

The report of ~Mis. Grant shows 
that It la Iraperutive-lhvit some provi- 
sion shall be made for girls simllur 
island, the British Colucbia .Ma inland, 
to the industrial school for Imys. The 
various homes are doing e.'^cellent 
work for the older girls who desire 
to return to a good life. But for the 
refractory, disnbedient child wlio can- 
not be controlled at home, or, as Is too 
frequently the case, who has no one 
to caro for her, nothing is being done. 
It may be that in a delinquent's 
home tho needs of such children will 
be especially provided for. As It is, 
the orphanage cannot safely receive 
them, the Jail la nio place lor them, 
and sufficient reetr«tiiVt cannot he ex- 
ercised in the hon\tiis.-' The matron of 
a detention homcP'coulS often find a 
situation for such a child whtjre, tak- 
en from her environment, she would 
grow up to be p., e;ood woman. But It 
is to be feared 'there are cases where 
it would be needful to control, teach, 
and care for the-'glrls till they were 
learneil some useful employment, and 
what Is even more Important, know- 
how to control themselves. All good 
women should feel that until effectual 
steps are taken tp safeguard these 
neglected girls the responsibility for 
their futui-e rests upon them. This 
is work, the need of -which can best 
hi- realized by wopien, and which tho 
OTuLiiers of Victoria can not afford to 
neglect.

The Homo Army 

The greatest Interest was displayed 
In the army manoeuyres recently held 
In Great j^rltaln, according to advices 
received by mall. It was shown, how- 
ever, that while tho men are Incom- 
parable, they are too few In numbers. 
Tho military correspondent of tho 
Standard says: "Broadly speaking, 
the army was never in a more eltl- 
cient condition or its training more 
methodical. This state has been at- 
tained in the face of many Iliiancial 
privations, accompanied ijy consider- 
able internal discoiiteut, engendered 
by constant rnducli(ni and reorganiza- 
tion. Kut whilst tho army at home 
is etlicient, it must be remembered 
that its numbers are inadequate for 
Its iinpiM-ial mission, and that the 
sources whence It may look for reln- 
forceme'ot arc? largely of negative 
value, TliiTe' is .-ilso a mass of young 
soldiers \s'lio do not go on manoeu- 
vres, and whose campaign value is 
small, ohiedy owing to physical con- 
dition. Tho state of the army as seen 
in tlie field may bo summed up In tlio 
remark, that It Is more than equal to 
a force of similar strength In any 
eountry,' Having said this, let It ha 
remembered that, once the expedi- 
tionary force (the bulk of the home 
troops) Is disintegrated by the casu-' 
altles of war it has no troops of even 
approximate value to place In the 
held. On the other hand. Continen- 
tal nations can replace one force with 
ajiother of equal value without strain 
or Internal trouble, 

"The new sjiirlt in war preparation 
IS largely due to General Sir John 
French, the inspector-general of tho 
forces, wlio in his tenure of command, 
at Aldersbot overthrew tradition and 
began common-sense metliods. Parado 
work and formal inspections had no 
charm for him, and he was broart- 
mlncied enough to change his ideas as 
often as new circumstances warranted 
alteration. He was then, and is now, 
ably supported by Brigadier-General 
.A. J. .Murray. But the useful work of 
these officers was also added to by 
Lieut-General Sir Horace Sinith-Dor- 
rien, who brought home Indian ideas 
and conducted mimic campaigns with- 
out tents, lotting tho troops sleep in 
tho open on the ground they had won, 
i&i3*;jei3yft»^g;f,ithj«liu,?«appltes:i:;t(*/ith 
under:! "roar?- conditions.- '--THe'se^ alH'- 
erai lmprb»^em&itis''ga?!eia6'-tii6'S?ir^ - 
work for a comprehensive scheme of 
training and manoeuvres. As' a result, 
tho field troops In England were 
brought together this year at'a fairly 
early period Into one area, and there 
trained from elementary battle-drill by 
brigades up to the final encounter 
pha&e, or big battle, In which armies 
operate to decide a campaign. Wo have 
never attempted this concentration be- 
fore; its results are worthy of close 
siiab'. It has shown all tho weakness 
in our sy.stem, such as the Inability 
of dispersed units to reacli the gen- 
eral level. It has shown that our .sys- 
tcni of scattered distribution of troo])s 
in iieace time is wrong, and that each 
division should liavc its own train- I 
ing grouiul, wiiere it can eonc'enirate 
all it:i units eaii,\- in tho y,_>ar and pre- ! 
pare itself for judgment in tlu; en- | 
counter-battle ,or llnal iiliase of iniln- ' 
ing. It has also shown the. strength i 
and eniciency of units who Iuibltuall.\- | 
co-operate in training, and who euo V 
uiiou a battle-test bke a well-oiled 
niaclilne. Tlie manoeuvres have proved 
tliat I lie troo[;s are as liai d and as lit 
as an>' who ever served under ^\■elling- 
toa. They can niarcli greater dls- 
taaees and endure hardships sucli as 
sue'cessive wet night.-; under liedges 
witii fortitude, and they can niuiuige 
without food wiien the transjiort goes 
wrong, and still liglit a liard engage- 
ment. <Jii active service the soidjur 
sleeps in the nearest hou.se of shelter 
if ho can get it, and lie llws on the 
country wlillst his niarciiing is sliort- 
ened by being direct, and not cir- 
cuitous to avoid crops, in ihi;; sense 
the manoeuvre conditions were harder 
than some phases of warfare, and wleoi i 
I say that whole brigades marched 
thirty miles and fought in addition, it i 
will be realized that the condition of j 
the men is remarkable. Many of the? i 
military attaches of foreign Powers as- i 
sert that the condition of the' army at 
homo la a revelation in the matter of 
physical fitness and training. One of 
them remarked:. 'If you had numbers, 
you would have the best army In tlie 
world.' Unfortunately, we have not the 
numbers." 

The battle operations were based up- 
on the iVovara campaign of 184U, in 
which tho Thames and the Cherwell 
represented the Tinico and the Po, the 
chnracterlatlcs beng similar. The two 
armies engaged were of similar 
strength, both including about 50,000 
ol-f leers and men, li;,000 h<jrse.s. 200 
lield gums and 100 machine guns. Tlie 
aulloii showed good roconnalsance, re- 
nuu'kabiei powers of movement, swift 
deploj iiieiit and skilful use of o]>nor- 
tunitles. 

What Manoouvres Teach 
Manoeuvres form the culminating 
point of the training of the soldier, 
'i'hey are officially defined as opera- 
tions between opposing forces or 
against a sktdeton force, in which the 
oomnianders arc allowed freedom of j 
action within tlic limits of the schonie. I 
The Ideal aimed at in drawing up plans I 
for manoeuvres is to create conditions 1 
and set tasks resembling those whlcli I 
would be met with in actual campaign- 
ing ;iH nearly as possible. War Itsefl 
is the Ijest training for v.'ar, and the 
closer la-ace exeredses are assimilated 
to tlif ilutles which troops would have i 
to iiiuform ill till' ileld, the greaten- the 
instruct ioiial value to, be derived from 
them. Rut there) are considerable ob- 
stacles in the wa,\' of realizing this 
Ideal, and manoeuvres have llieir llml- 
talions. There are certain conditions 
of war which It is ol)viousl,\' imiioHslhle 
to creuto la inMce; such .are the iiioral 
effect produced by bullets and bayonets;

Shipmaster Reprimanded. 
Judgment has been given at New- 
castle-on-Tyno, In tlie Inquiry into tho 
stranding and total wreck of the New- 
castle steamship Caircrag, on the coast 
of Nova Scotia, on 26th July. Tho 
court. found that having regard to the 
state of the weather after midnight on

LIGHT INSPECTOR 

V aOIVIES TO VISIT 

Leebro Ordered to Victoria- to Take' 
Official North — Complaints 
Made 

The steamer Leebro, under charter 
to the marine and Jlaherles dcpartmenl 
has been ordered back to Victoria to 
take Mr. Eraser, inspector of lights, 
who has arrived from Ottawa, on a 
cruise of Inspection to. the coast lights 
and. light stations. The voyage was 
to have ;b6en''made In- the Quadra but 
the time of the return of thati steamer 
Is uncertain. 

Tho new lighthouse at Entrance 
Island, Quafslno sound, which was to 
hav(' been opened at the beginning of 
this month is not ready, and will be 
established on November 15, when the 
light heretofore shown from a 31-day 
Wlgliam lamp oh the southeast end 
of Entrance island will bo replaced 
by a light shown from a new light- 
house, located 2i0 feet south, 36 dcg. 
west, from the slto of the old wooden 
tower, which has '. be^ri taken dowi.. 
The new Ilghth3i:s3 stands on ' land. 
57 feet above high 'Water mark;' It 
consists of a square wooden dwelling, 
liainted white, with an octagonal iron 
lantern, painted- red, rising from the 
middle of its hip roof. The building 
is 37 feet high from Its base to tho 
top of the ventilator on the lantern. 
The light is a llxed white light, elev- 
ated 89 feet above high water mark, 
and should be visible U> miles, over 
an arc of 270 degrees, between tho 
bearings of N..72 degrees E, bound by 
north, west arid south to S. 18 degrees 
east. 

The Vancouver News Advertiser 
says: "Serious Indeed are' the allega- 
tions of what seems to bo wholesaU 
neglect of the lighthouses ' and the 
other aids to navigation in northern 
waters. Every steamer that returns 
from the north repeats the same story 
of llglits out and buoys In the wrong 
places. And these are not some of 
those aids In the outlying and fur- 
distant places, but arc for tlie most 
part right on the great highway to 
the north. Tho fault does not ap- 
parently lie with the keepers, but with 
Inadequate means of keeping them in 
supplies. 

'riie recent disaster to the tus 
t.ollah, when the barge Quatsino v.'as 
lost, win bear out those statements, 
shotdd tlioy riTiuiro corroboration 
'J'his, however, they do not need, as 
all who are plying regularly In those 
waters are of accord in condemning 
a state of .-iffalr.s that will sooner or 
later end In some terrible eatastrojdie. 

It will be remembered that the 
wreck of the Gollah was stated to 
haviS been flue to the fact that the 
light on Green Island was not burn- 
ing on that night. This light seems 
to be one of those most neglected in 
ilie north, although one of tho. most 
Imporaint. Many a time in the past 
h;is the unfortunate keeper been 
forced to leav.- his post to seek food 
at Port Simpson, some ten miles 
away. Not -only must lie fetch liis 
food, but he often has to olitain oil 
for the light. Frequently whr.u ^diout 
to return to his jiost he h.-is lieen hold 
by the state of the weather, luul tiien 
ho has only one recourse ,uid tiiat Is 
to levy a kind of moral blackmail on 
any tugboat captain who m.iy chnnee 
to be in the neighborhood. No captain 
will refuse to fake out the keeper 
In who.sc lunids am the llvas Of all the 
.steamers that may be on that const. 
And when he is asked to tow the man 
bac'r to hi;; pla<'y the light, he can- 
not refuse. There Is no hiaino to the 
keeper, far from II. Thi> man is often 
on tho very verge of starvation, and 
he recently tolrl one of the men who 
had taken him out to the light that 
he would rather st.irvo than leave his 
post ngiiin. Wliere tlie blame should 
be laid is dlfflcult to decide, but that 
something Is radically wrong is cer- 
tain. ' 

There are four sfeamers employed 
In the lighthouse-tending. They are 
the Quadra. Newlngtoh, Leebro and 
William .lolllffe. Ot those, three on^- 
need be reckoned upon, as the Ncw- 
Ington is too busy looking after hor 
scow to be aide to reach any of- the 
distant points." *

Tho drowned man was a well known 
mining man from the Slocan district, 
who leaves a wife and family on 
Prince Edward Island. George ^V\]- 
son, one of the passengers from the 
Nans on the Vadso, was one of the sur- 
vh'ors. Aeconipanii'tl by three com- 
rades ho set off from a jjolnl on the 
Naas river !)0 miles aliove lt.4 mouth in 
a raft, toward the latter part ot Sep- 
tember, to prospect the coast In that 
vlcinit.v. For some time tlicy had been 
making their way along on the raft 
with difficulty, stopping hero and there 
to prospect, wh^n finally they decided 
to cross the river near what is known 
to the Indians as the Big Canyon. This 
canyon slopen- steeply from the riv<!i' 
Itself and lies between two walls of 
sharp-slanting rock, between which a 
narrow stream of water rushes madly 
for about 20.mlles. This move nearly 
proved fatal, as the current swept the 
raft Into the canyon. 

For nearly ten miles tho four made 
their way safciy on the raft in the tur- 
bukuit waters, but thoy underestimated 
the strength of tho current, and sud- 
denly the raft was seh-.ed in Its llorce 
grl]) and tossed about like a cork, 
llnall.v washing all four men o\'erboard.

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It is an old saying that people know less of 
the beauties of their own country than stran- 
gers do. AVhat wc can do at any time wc 
sometimes never do at all. Doubtless there are 
hundreds, and for that matter, thousands of 
]jeople in \'icloria who have never iicen inside 
the Provincial Museum, an institution the fame 
of which is s[)rcad all over the Continent. 
They can go any time, and so they never go. 
The above pictures are not of scenes in Swit- 
zerland or' the Himalayas; they are only of 
places which anj- one can reach from Victoria 
in a couple of days at the most. It would take 
a little longer for one on pleasure bent to reach 
the Big Interior Mine and Delia Lake, but a 
man in a hurry and a motor, with the aid of a 
launch, could do it in two summer days. Just 
look at these views a little. Take iJcila Lake. 
Suppose there stood on a low elevation in the 
middle of the picture an old castle, and the 
picture were labelled with the name of some 
place iti tlie Alps or elsewhere in Europe, 
every one would make a note of it as a place 
to be visited if ever the opportunity arose. 



If tlie Big Interior Mine were described as a 
place visited by Hedin in his explorations of 
Tibet, its wild grandeur would make tourists 
long to sec it. Take the picture of Mount 
Arrowsmitli. There are people who Avould 
think it worth a long journey to climb such a 
peak and gaze out over the wonderful scene of 
ocean, land and inland sea sprcatl out all 
around him. Yet a day's ride in a motor from 
Victoria will take you to the point from which 
you would set out for the ascent of this splen- 
did peak. The picture of the Ptarmigan is not 
taken somewhere in Greenland's Icy.Moun; 
tains, but only on a snow-field not far from 
Great Central Lake. Look at the picture of 
Sproat Lake. Jt is a beautiful place. Not one 
British Columbian in a thousand has ever seen 
it, but it is only just arotmd the corner, so to 
speak. You could leave Victoria in your motor 
and get there the same night, and get back to 
Albernt to go to bed on any summer day, 
Dbubtless in a year or so an E. & N. train will 
take' you alUthc way to the Lake, for it is "un- 
derstood that this beautiful 'sheet of wkter is

likely to be one of the routes whereby tourist 
travel will reach the wonderful beaches which 
lie between Barklc\' and Clayoquot Sound, 
where before .long there will be at least one 
hotel for people on a summer outing. On the 
way, the traveler would sail through Kennedy 
Lake, another of those fine bodies of water 
with which Vancouver Island aibounds. Spoak- 
ing of Sproat Lake, the falls on the river which 
bears'the saine nanic are very pretty, and so is 



winding cascade in the Qiialicum river. The 
pictures of Alberni, show it as the homelike 
town it is, but no picture could do justice to 
the West Coast Capital, with its beautiful set- 
ting among the hills. The Beaufort Range, 
which lies east of the town, is one of the most 
striking elevations in tiiis country, where there 
are so many elevations commanding admira- 
tion. From the' railway trains, whicli will 
conje down the side of this range when the 
road, now being pushed rajjidly, is completed, 
the pictures the traveler will see will fill him 
with admiration. 

Scenery is an asset that never can be ex- 
hausted. 'JMic peaks of the Alps are just as 
grand lotkiy as they were when liannibal 
"brol:e the mountains with vinegar" to make 
way for his elephants when he marched to the 
overthrow of Rome; and the wonderful beau- 
ties of central Vancouver Island will charm 
genetatioj'^ after generatjon of visitors for all 
tihid,/to cpiiie' And dpwii? in the valleys the 
fertil^rsoii, wher,e tlie climate is Tfiimost sub- 
tropiijal/'a'nd' where alniost anything' Will come 



to perfection, there will be bouEitlful crops 
growing, Avhen the last , ton of ore has'been 
taken from the mines. And there will always 
be Alberni Canal, that beautiful waterway| 
reaching out to the ocean.

The cxistinj^ situation in respect to the 
claims of tiic Indian Maliomedaus to secure 
effective participation in the extension of 
electoral power about lo be conferred on the 
Indian peoples is reviewed in a representation 
submitted to the Under-Secretary of SUii..; for 
India for the consideration of Lord Morley, 
by the All-India Moslem Lcagitc. London 
branch. 'Phc representation is submitted, it 
is imporiant to nolo, in response to requests 
• made to the committee from all parts of India, 
in accordance with resolutions passed by the 
Indian Ijranchos, and with the full concur- 
rence of the president of the central organiza- 
tion, H.H. the Aga Khan, who is at present 
on the Continent. 

Though direct official information has not 
been forthcoming, the committee understand 
thai the amended proposals of ihc government 
iif lii(li;i recently laid before the Secretary of 
.State, so l';ir .-i Moslem representation is con- 
cerned. ;.ienora!ly follow the plan briefly oiit- 
lined in the N'iccroy's leleyram of May 2, quot- 
ed by Lord Morley in the Upper House two 
days later, and sui:)sequently published as a 
Parhamcntary Paper (Cd. 4652). This scheme, 
it is observed, was condemned with striking 
unanimity by all responsible exponents of 
Mussulman opinion as failinp to constitute 
;in a(lci|nate and satist'acttiry l\dfilment of the 
pledges specitically made by the Secretary of 
State on l"ebruary 2_t, last, that the Mahomcdan 
demands of electii.m of their own representa- 
ti\ c-^ to tlie coinicils in all slaL;es. aiul the grant 
of a number cjI seats in excess of their actual 
numerical propi/r i'ni in the i)opulation, would 
be met to the full. Gratification is expressed 
that an assurance has since been officially 
■given, in a !eii.er from the Secretary to the 
Home Department, dated Simla. July 22, that 
the \'!ceroy's telegram "referred solely to the 
electorates jjropo-ed for the enlarged councils, 
and not In nninicijialilies and district boards, 
regarded as local administrative bodies." On 
this the rei)resentation ol)ser\'es : — 

"While the .Moslem community are re- 
lieved and gratified to have an official intima- 
tion that in relation to local self-governing 
bodies the pledges so repeatedly made are not 
to be affected by the modifications referred to, 
there vs no relief in the dismay and disappoiiit- 
mcnt the various l^ranches expressed when it 
was first known that the Government of India 
contemplated departure from the pledi^es of 
the Secretary of State in the case of the 
council elections. Indeed, the disappointment 
is the more poignant when it is reflected that 
the principle his lordship accepted is held to 
be appropriate to ihe lower rungs of the elec- 
toral ladder, but it not. ajjija rcntly. to be ap- 
plied with similar completeness to the higher 
and more important branches of popular rep- 
resentation. After all, so far as many muni- 
cipal areas in Northern India arc concerned, 
separate elections arc an existing; right : and 
all through the current discussions of the re- 
forms the aim of the Musulmans has been to 
ha\c the i)robIeni trealcfl as a whole. They 
resi)ectfidly claim fnirilnient. not onl_\' in dis- 
trict and tmmncii)al rei>resentation. but alscj in 
the higher sphere where laws are made and 
linancial measiu'cs are considered \-itally at- 
fccting the well'are of all sections of the peo- 
ple, and where comment and criticism play 
an important part in the shaping of executive 
policy.'' 

The Proposed Semi-Separate System 
After pointing out that the Indian branches, 
the parent body, and other representative 
organizations have lately reiterated the claim 
made on all sides wdien first there was reason to 
fear scnne departure fi'om Lord Morley's 
pledcfcs was cop.tcmplated. the representation 
.idniits that a discordant mite has been struck 
hy the Lehar local branch, at the instance of 
.Mr. .\li Imam. The main feature of Mr. .Mi 
fmam''^ scliemc. it \\\\\ be recalled, i-^ 
that the Mahoniedans should be allotted six 
separate scats on the Viceregal Legislature, 
antl that for further rci)resentation reliance 
should be placed on a system of mixed elec- 
tions, the principle of cumulative voting be- 
ing enforced. Twn i»f the se\eii seats allotted 
to landowners, it is ar,L,'ucd. cnnld be secured 
hy .Mahoniedans, hut in order to prevent a 
"permanent minority," whether of I Ijndu or 
.Mahnniedan land-ownint;' voters, in the con- 
stituencies named "the iwii seai^ returnable Ijy 
Mahoniedans max' be mi arranged as tn be 
taken in rotati(>u the landowners nf tjie idnr 
provinces nl the Punjab, Rombay, b'.ast Hen- 
gal, and the United Provinces," The scheme 
has been discussed with Mr. ,\li Imam, who 
has been paying a brief visit to this country, 
by the president of the branch, Mr. Ameer Ali, 
and other members of the committee; but af- 
ter full considci'at ii in they are iinal)le to favor 
the plan. They imint out that it has been con- 
demned b_\" an o\-cr\\ lielmini; wcif^bt i>\ Mos- 
leni opinii:iii. The resolutions of the central 
committee, of the most im])ortant Indian 
branches, and of other bodies are cited as 
showing that the general belief is that the 
scheme would fail to secure for the communit)- 
the real and adequate representation that has 
been proinised. The committee proceed to 
point out that the scheme would be even uKue 
unfavorable to C(;mniuiial interests than the 
plan of mixed electoral colleges suggested by 
Lord Morley and withdraw 11 in response to the 
slroiiR- objections entertained: — 

"The cU'clornl colleges scheme had .'ii least 
the merit of cnsinMUg that in all pmvinces there 
should be a proportion of .Moslem councillors 
equal to the numerical ratio of the community. 
'Jhcre is no guarantee whatever that in the 



scheme nowviliscussed there would be any real 
Mahomedaar iiepresentation over and aboye the 
inadequate ^to'taii ,of ' seats expressly reserved. 
If MahomodanVcandidatcs came forward they 
would haV-e • to ' take their chance in constitu- 
encies wdiercsavc in very few cases, they arc 
in a minority. They would be faced by old- 
established and carefully orfranizcd forces. V)y 
a political machinery under the control of skil- 
ful publicists well versed in modes of political 
warfare to wdiich M.:diomedans are almost en- 
tirely new. If Moslean candidates were elected 
it would be by the fa-vor of voters not of Uieir 
own faith,' and hence they would not be of the 
type to repr.csent the overwhelming ma.ss of 
Mahomcdan oidnion. In the t'cw constituencies 
where, given solidarity and absence of out- 
side pressure, the weight of numbers might 
carry an accx^ptable Mahomedan candidate, 
interested effoils w.nild lie made on the other 
side to s])lit the Moslem interest by the open 
or covert ]nom<T»tion of rival candidatures. 
Social pressure to abstract Moslem votes for 
Hindu candidates would come into pla>- to a 
degree that can be little understood in Lng- 
land. Manv a Mahomedan elector, under obli- 
gation present or prosi^'ctiHc. t<i zemindar, 
mone\dender, merchant, (ir other influential 
persoiiai^e of iioii-Mosleni faith would feel that 
he bad no alternative but to \-ote against bis 
(iwn cherished con\-ictions in order to serve im- 
niedi.-ite personal interests or necessities. Such 
dellection could not arise under the distinct 
ami separate system the Mahomedans have 
consistently claimed." 

The Cumulative Vote 

The committee declare that the scheme 
they criticize makes ' full Mahomedan repre- 
sentation dei)endent, so to speak, on a gamble, 
it presupposes an acumen, knowledge, soli- 
darity, and precise adjustment of voting 
strength on tlic part of Moslem electors that 
could not be looked for even in countries of 
the West where electoral contests have been 
I'amiliar for many generatioirs. The cumula- 
tive system is described as tciulini; tu confuse 
and inizzle voters, to lead to a laroc percentage 
of spoilt papers, and to yield peculiar and of- 
ten unexpected results| It is pointed out 
that the tendency of recent legislation in this 
country has been to abandon the system in 
departments of local government wdicrc it \vas 
formerly applied. India is not a country 
where complicated systems of election given 
up in li'.ngland should be adopted: — 

"It is only by a clear and simple .system, 
such as that of a separate register t'or Mahonie- 
dans, that there can be assured the carrying 
out of the essential principle affirmed in his 
lordships despatch to the Go\ornment of In- 
di.i of November 27 last, that "the legislative 
councils should reflect the leading elements of 
the popiilation at large," The "sufficient rep- 
resentation" of the Mahomedans, which his 
lordship said in the same connexion must be 
provided for could not be ensured by the 
cumulative system, .All calculations thereunder 
might be completely upset b}- a slight defec- 
tion or abstention of Moslem voters, whether 
arising from mistake or accident, from indif- 
ference or misunderstanding, or from consid- 
erations of ]5ersonal expediency. iM.irther 
complication would arise from the rotation 
plan in respect to the election of landowners 
suggested in the scheme. Among other dis- 
advantages this method would operate against 
the steady continuance of the service of chosen 
i;ci)rcsentatives. however useful they might 
lia\e jM'oved themselves lo be on the Council, 
and however fully versed in the details of con- 
templated legislation." 

Hindu and Moslem 

The suggestion has been made that by this 
"half-and-half method" the Mahomedans 
would be in a position greatly and bcneficia.lly 
to influence the composition of the non-Mos- 
lem nienibership, and to extract pledges from 
lli'idu caiiflidates lo suport, or, at any rate, 
not to ojipose ])ro|Kisals beneficial Im the Ma- 
homedans. The committee hold that such in- 
fluence would not be exerted in constituencies 
where the Mahomedans were strong enough to 
run their own candidates, while elsewhere the 
Hindu candidates would not sacrifice or im- 
peril their j)osition with their own |H''oi)le b>' 
making pledges to a 11011- 1 1 iiulu inimu'ity. The 
one effective way of influencing the lliiidu 
majorit\', it is observed, is to h;i\e representa- 
tion of sufficient numerical weight to be a 
strong factor in the ;i(ljustnu'nt of \-oting 
forces in the legislatures. The scheme sa^.i- 
fices the guarantees of st'ich adequate repre- 
sentation without removing objections taken 
by advanced Hindu polilitians to any special 
measure whatever for protecting minorii\ 
rights:— 

".\llhough, in order to witness a Md)-tan- 
tial breach in the jdedges given us by his lord- 
.-hip, tlie>' might at first \'iew the iilan with 
some favnr, it is certain that they \vould not 
acceiH the arrangement as linal wdieii it came 
into oiK'ralion — particularly if the results 
which seem to lie anticipated by its authors 
were fulfilled. There would be immediate 
clamour for such alterations and modifications 
in»clectoral details would reduce to a mini- 
mum any chances the system might give of 
the election of Moslems. Tlicre would lie 
much less show of reason in condemnation of 
the conii)artnieiited system as constituting 
"preferential treatment" than of a half-and- 
half system under wdiich i\laliomedan.^ had 
both a sejiarate register and ;i share in the 
general territorial elections. His lordship 
would constantly be reminded of the fear he 
expressed in his despatch of. November 27 last 



that a "double vote" for Mahomedans might be 
"resented by other, classes of the population," 
If, as there is every reason to anticipate, the 
Mahomedans were left with little or no addi- 
tion by mixed elections to the limited minimum 
of seats-^allottedycto ,thera-^under the scheme 
there /Avotildv be' the state of things justly de- 
precated by. his dordship v.dien he told the 
Government of India that 'no system of rep- 
resentation would be satisfactory if it did not 
provide for the presence on the councils of 
sufficient representatives of communities .so 
important as af-e'the Mahomedans and landed 
classes.' * . * * ;\Iy committee gratefully 
recognize and appreciate the beneficent inten- 
tions of the government of India in favouring 
schemes for giving Mahomedans a voice in the 
general territofial electorates. Moreover, 
nothing is further from their thought than 
to take up a line which might be construed 
as implying antagonism to the Hindu com- 
munity, lUit tliej'- cannot and will not be sat- 
isfied with a scheme which not only falls 
short of the ])roiiiise(l concessicms in which 
Ihey have jilaced implicit faith, but which, 
having regard to existing conditions, they arc 
convinced will not secure to them their legiti- 
mate sliai-e in the cr)nstituiiunal privileges, and 
will furnish an ever-rocurring cause of com- 
]jlaint and friction. They view with grave iiiis- 
gixing the probable effect imt only in their 
own community, but among the. pco])lcs . of 
India generally, of non-fnlfihnent of solemn 
pledges made by their rulers.'! . " 

An Alternative Scheme 
Finally, the London 'branch puts forward 
a definite alternative scheme. It is heid-tHat 
the promises made by Lord Morley cannot be

.Amerigo X'espiicci to have discovered America, 
and as to whether X'errazzano or Pludson first 
discovercil the Hudson Ri\-er.

from the pain of the knife His book w;is 
hailed with derision; he was compared to 
Herodotus as a writer of more imagination 
than truth. Dr. Johnson rienouneed him as 
an "unscrupulous romancer;^" and Horace AVal- 
])ole said his book was "dull and dear." But 
l?rnce"s statements have been verified, and his 
book is as good' rcailing today as it was fine 
hundred and thirty years ago.

the discovery is told by Sir Harry Johnson, in 
his book "The Nile Quest," Sir Richat;d Bur- 
ton and John Hanning Speke together discov- 
ered Lake 'I'anganyika in 1856, and surmised 
■1 was the source of the Nile, but the natives 
lold them that no river ran out of that lake. 
The river Kusizi, however, ran into it. Then 
Burton became ill, and Speke determined to 
cx])loi'e Still further. 

"Hui'toii \ iidded hi^ consent relu<-t;inl ly," 
sa\s Sir Ib'.rrv Jobnson, "and apjiears to have 
gi\cMi but grudging .assistance in the way ol 
men and guides, hull of energy, however, 
Speke gathered together a caravan, which' 
crossed L'nyamwezi and U'suknina,.a'nci on the 
30th of July, 1858, he saw the Mvvanza Creek, 
one of the southernmost gulfs of the Victoria 
Nyanza. ' Travelling northwards along this 



cr.isek, on August 3, 1858, early in the morning," 
Speke saw tb.c open waters of a great lake 
with a sea horizon to the north. Much of the 
horizon was shut in by great ai|Ul small islands, 
but Speke detected through their interstices the 
vast extent of open water xvhich stretched to 
the north. 

"He realized lo the fall the wonder of his 
discovery, and the obvious probability that this 
mighty lake would prove to be the main head- 
waters of the White Nile. ... 

Burton's Bitter Chagrin 

"Unable to delay longer in his exploration 
of the southern shores of the V'ictoria Nyanza, 
as he had promised to rejoin Burton by.a cer- 
tain date, Speke returned to Kaze in Unyan- 
yembe, to find his companion vexed at the 
great discovery which he had made. Speke did 
not ])ursue the argument as to the A'ictoria 
Nyanza being the main source of the Nile. The 
two men journeyed together on more or less 
bad terms to Zanzibar, where Rurtcm remain- 
ed lo wind up the ali'airs of the expedition, 
Speke returning direct lo England. 

"Burton returned to England in 1859, some- 
what chagrined to hear of the enthusiasm with 
which Speke's discovery of the Victoria Nyan- 
za had been received — an enthusiasm which to 
some extent had put the revelation of Lake 
Tanganyika in the shade. Burton, nevertheless, 
was awarded, in i860, the gold n^cdal of the 
Royal Geographical Society, and in return- 
ing thanks for the honor, be uttered a hand- 
some acknowdedgment of Speke's services as 
surveyor on the expedition to the great lakes. 
But the two men were evidently on bad terms, 
and through the fault of their disaccord may 
have been with Burton's conduct, the world 
knew it first through the writings of Speke in 
Blackwood's Magazine, and later (in 1864) in 
the reproduction of these Blackwood articles' 
'with additions under the title of "What Led 
to the Discovery of the Source of the Nile," In 
these words Speke makes some stinging re- 
ferences to Burton. ... 

" Burton's own attack on Speke scarcely ap- 
peared in a public foim until four years after 
Speke had returned to Africa. , , Burton's 
chief revenge lay in endeavoring for many 
years to prove that Speke had made no very 
great, discovery, and that his Victoria Nyanza 
was not the greatest lake in Africa and the 
main source of the Nile, but a network of 
sw'amps and lakelets." 

Tins controvers}- was Avaged for years. In 
1862 Speke verified his theory that A'ictoria 
Nyanza was the source of the Nile by discover- 
ing Ripon Falls, the spot at wdiich the river 
leaves the lake. On his return to England in 
1864, the British .Association arranged that he - 
and Burton should debate their different views 
a-s to the Nile sources on September 31, at 
Bath. But this debate never topk place^ for 
the very morning of the day set Speke was 
killed vvhjle out partridge shooting. Stumbling, 
6ver a stile with his gun at full-cock, the gun 
was discharged and the contents of both bar- 
rels entered his hodv. 

It was not until 1875 that Henry H, Stanley 
settled the point, by exploring the N'ictori'a 
Nyanza and proving that Speke was right in 
asserting it to be the greatest lake in .Africa 
and the source of the main branch of the River 
Nile. 

Irony of a Name 

It is the irony of fate that though Columbus 
discovered America, that continent should be 
called not after him, but after Amerigo Ves- 
pucci. Columbus's discovery was what started 
Amerigo Vespucci to voyage westward. The 
firm in wdiich he was a partner fitted out Co- 
lumbus's later expeditions, and it was with 
one of these that Vespucci sailed, just as it 
was wdlh Peary that Cook first sailed to the 
.Arctic. However, the new continent was 
named .America and not Columbia. 

Another notable instance of a real discover- 
er losing credit for his achievement is that of 
Verrazano. That he really discovered the 
Fdudson River in J52.) is a historical fact, 
proved by Ins log and by letters of his which 
are still extant. How far u]) the river he sailed 
is a matter of doubt, but it is certain that he - 
sailed into New York ha}- sufficientl\- far to 
sec and describe .Vlanhattan Island, Hudson 
explored the river that bears his name cighty- 
fi\-e \-ears later, in 1609, The reason that Hud- 
son received the credit for it is to be found in 
the fact that the early settlers were Dutch and 
English. They knew all about Hudson, few 
if an}' of them had ever lieard of Verrazzahp. 
Eager to claim credit for a nian of their. own 
race, historians dismissed Verrazzano with a 
line, while Llicy told the full story of TTud.son's jj, 
discovery. If the Italian had got his dues,^ 
there would have been no need for the Hudson 
centenary celebrations which have been put- 
ting the Americans into hysterics for . some 
time back, ,.

\ nr}-," the author tell.s us tli:it the work is the 
outcome of anxious tliou.ijht anil study of re- 
ligious s_v.-*tcms. While there is a great deal 
of interesting- rcatling in the three hundred 
closely printed pages of the stor}', ^ve lia\'e 
very grave doubts as to the good to be accom- 
plished by "the said "outcome.'' W e arc treated 
to' ii dissertioji upon innumerable TcHgious 
sects, and must confess to much bewild- 
erment as we look forward to tiie end of the 
book, and a hoped-for gathering of the threads 
of the story into an explanatory whole. The 
bc\vilderment is onl}- increased when we per- 
cci\e, upon conclusion, that the ihrcads arc 
still darigling helplessly, and nothing in the 
way vi a solution, or a reconciliation was ar- 
rived at. The story as a story is ruined hy 
David's unpardonable failure. A man who is 
so far above the ordinary run of mankind as 
,tq be privileged to hold communion with the 
archangel Michael would surely have discern- 
menl enough to see through the \idgarly 
transparent wiles i>\ a woman like Lad}- Pa- 
mela, who. empty headed as she is, has sulti- 
cieni po\\er in cnconipass l.)a\-i(rs fall. .\11 
the women who ligure in the plot are types of 
only a \cr_\- small percentage of the sex, 
though the author woukl lead us to believe 
they- repre.sent the large majority. As far as 
we can gather the author thinks the following 
i:)aragraph embodies Truth as he has found it. 
\\'e are very glad not to be able to agree with 
him in some particulars. 

".Art lives and relives, and love that blesses 
human lives, and goodness that makes those 
lives divine; and divinity that is born into 
humanity in types of greater or lesser signi- 
ficance to teach the holy lessons of suli'ering 
antl of selflessness. Our Dax-id was such a 
one. Strong of sfuil, imre of heart, and yet 
not strong enough for life's most subtle tempt- 
ing. -For by woman man fell from his high 
estate : by woman he is given back again and 
yet again into physical existence.

The Story 

' In the beginning of the book we are intro- 
duced to David, and his vision of the arch- 
angel Michael, and we are given a very beau- 
tiful, if very fanciful, description of the earth's 
and the sea's reception of the heavenlj' visitant. 
The place is Cornwall, and David stands at 
the foot of the mount that hears the angel's 
name, the waves at his feet, the salt spray on 
his lips, and listens tr) ilie angel's message, 
then and there dedicating his life to the ser- 
vice of God. 

David is a little waif n| the sea. His 
fo.ster-parents, rough tisher-folk of Cornwall, 
had found him bound to a broken spar that 
.had been cast up on the beach, and had ten- 
derly cared for him and brought him up as 
their own son. P'rom the first something 
abo'.tt the lad apart from his wonderftd beaut\- 
distinguished him from other children, and the 
reader expects great things of David. 

Another character wh.o is early introduced 
is "The Wanderer." David discovers him liv- 
ing in a ca\-e near the sea. "The Wanderer" 
installs himself as the lad^ protector, and from 
the first to the last helps him in almost every 
occasion of iiccvl. "'l"he Wanderer" gains our 
respect at once, partly on account of the m)-s- 
tery that surrounds him. He seems to have 
wealth and power at his command," and an 
inexhaustible fund of knowledge, yet he lives 
the life of a vagabond. It is through his in- 
fluence that r)a\-id meets with Srpiire Crad- 
I'lock, a man of mi^sl enigmatical ficrsona!it\ . 
He undertal<es tin- cchicatiou of ilavid, sends 
him iri college, tra\-els nbrriad \\-ith him. and 
shows him life in its many aspects. It is he, 
too, who [)lants the first seeds of doubt in the 
lad's mi ml. 

This <l<'jnl)t iv fu 1-1 her engendered by the in- 
fluence of a )onng "rationalist" cicrgyman, 
Ormistoun, at whose very fashionable church 
David is invited to preach, and where he meets 
the beautiful seductive Lady Pamela, a wo- 
man of ver}' small wit and no refinement, 
wedded to a wealthy Jew whom she loathes, 
the latter, though he figures so little in the 
story is one of the most consistent characters 
in tiie book. Lady I'anicla is ;is insatiable as 
a s\-ren fi')r the lo\-c of men other th.'in her 
husband. l''rom the time of her meeting with 
Da\'id dates the beginning of the }-oung man's 
downfall, and we think the reader is ipn'te 
justified in expecting him to ha\-e rendered a 
better account of himself. 

, At the last David has at least tlie grace to 
die, which he docs honorably in the Service of 
his friend "The Wanderer." 

There is a little bread and butter miss who 
acts as a contrast to Lady Pamela. This is 
Ruth, a fisherman's daughter in love with 
David, and so fnr ;is we know, faithful to him 
until the end of the book. .\ score or more 
characters figure in the pages, in cmndusion 
it might be explained that "The Wanderer" 
is supposed to be an example of the suffering 
of rebirth where memory is as deathless as 
life. The Oriental philosopher who makes his 



appeairahce hear the end of the book thus de- 
scribes the best 'character in the story : 

"In past ages Fate and evil fortune perse- 
cuted him, and his^soul grew bitter Aviffiih 
him, "and he hated his fcllowmen, and cursed 
existbrlce as a thing profitless and of no ac- 
count. On a day marked in the history of 
mankind as no other day is marked, a cl'iance 
came to this man to redeem his soul b}- one 
kindly word, to lift himself out of the commcjn 
round of suffering. He let his chance pass 
by. It passed with a martyr's rebuke. It 
passed to the stony heights of Calvary. It 
passed leaving him desolate and accursed^ for 
life denies him nothing but forgetfulness of 
life. From age to age he lives and suffers and 
remembers." 

The story is an evidence of the author's 
extensive research in religion and philnsoiihy, 
and his conscientious effort to pniducc the 
result of his labors. Wc think a year or two 
more of study and quiet contemplation would 
have meant a far more Avorthy and enlighten- 
ing result. 



AN INTERESTING VOLUME 
MARCUS WHITMAN ' 

.Someone has trul\- said that a great sidiject 
writes itself. This is cxemi)litiefl in Rev. 
M\-ron Eell's book on Marcus \\'hitman, 
American readers are all more or less familiar 
• with the history of. this great patriot and 
Blazer of the long Trail, but the story of his 
travels has never been put in a more attractive 
form, and much of the information contained 
in the volume throws new light on the fascin- 
ating history of the great' i^acific Northwest, 
Tlic extracts from the letters of ^^''hitman's 
wife give an intimate touch to the narrative 
which greatly enhances its charm. From the 
(jpening chapters when the young bride anrl 
bridegroom depart from the comforts and de- 
lights of civilization to their work amid un- 
friendly strangers in a strange land, until the 
closing pages in which are related the final 
horrible tragedy, the story never loses inter- 
est. There are some very good bits of descrip- 
tive writing, for example the account of the 
Indian review related by an cyc-witncss, and 
which we give below. 

The book is issued by the ."Mice Harriman 
Co., of Seattle, and is an excellent example of 
•the printer's and bookbinder's art. It is illus- 
■■tratcd from various old and valuable ])rints.

VON GLUCK ' 

Christopher Willibald Cduck — the "u" is 
I)ronounced as in '"luck" — was morn in Bo- 
hemia on July -', 1714- 'lis father was a 
game-keeper, but he gave the boy a good edu- 
cation. The lad was not 'a prodigy. He dis- 
])layed marked taste for music, and in his 
eighteenth year he was sent to Prague to 
study that art. He was in straitened' circum- 
stances financially and eked out a scanty live- 
lihood by playing the violin at dances. In 
his I vvent3--sccon(l year, thi-ough the good of- 
fices of Prince Lobkawitz, his father's em- 
ployer, he secured an introduction to influ- 
ential people, and one of them. Prince Melzi, 
was so pleased with him,' that he invited 'him 
to go to Milan to study under San Martini, 
the greatest teacher of the day. He sodn be- 
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gan composition, and' between i74i.aiirl 17.15 
he produced eight operas, which gained mm 
a considerable reputation, though they" have 
long been forgotten. They were instrumental 
in securing hin-i an in\-itation to go to Lonfton 
as composer for the opera house in the Hay- 
market. This was in 1745. He continued the 
pioduction of unimportant operas and achieved 
some popularity as a performer on the musi- 
cal glasses. On the whole, his stay in Eng- 
land was not productive of anj' great results, 
ilc lived for a time in Paris and Naples, 
finalh- making V'iemia his jicrmanenl home, 
\vlierc he was made Kaiii'iclmcistci- to the Imu- 
prcss .Maiia Theresa. In the meanwhile he 
liad been kinglited by the I'ope, and thus be- 
came entitled to use the prefix "von." His 
compositions were so numerous that a list of 
them all would read like a catalogue. His 
greatest works were Orpheus, jn-oduccd when 
he was 48 years old ; .Mceste, produced five 
years later; Armidc and Iphigcnia, the latter 
written when he \\-as 63. lie died in 1784. 

Von (duck- was cssentialh- a dramatist. He 
sacrificed e\ cry thing to (li-;iitiaiic effect, al- 
though some of his coiUemporaries, Handel 
among them, denied that he had anything to 
sacrifice. Ilc was the first of the leading com- 
posers to rely upon the orchestra to give point 
to his musical ideas, and he never hesitated to 
let the instruments drown the voices of the 
lingers, il' thereby lu' could reach the effect 
desired. lie (lei)ende(l most upon x-olume of 
tone. I L' u^as \cr\- particular that the woi-ds 
of his operas should be- stnig with coi-rect in- 
tonation .-ind emph;itic declamation, lie was 
in a sense a prc^totyjie <d Wagner, and was 
perhaps the first composer to insist that the 
voice is only one factor to be relied on in pro- 
ducing dramatic effects with music.

Pascal 

C'liateaiihriand has gi\-en us the folk i\s'in,y 
pen |K:M-trait of lilaise I'ascal, to whieii it is un- 
necessary to add anything relative to his 
character, lie was born at .Vuvergiu', I'rance, 
in 1623, of wealthy and intellectual parents. 
.\i the age of 31 he entered the religious life 
at Port Royal. He died in 1662. 

"There was a man who at the age of twelve, 
-vvirh straight tines and circles had created 
mathematics; who at sixteen had composed 
the most learned ti-ealise on conic sections jii-o- 
diK-ed .since .-uicicnl times; who at nineteen 
reduced to maehiner)- the pi-ocesses of a science 
th.-it resides wholly in the mind; who .-il 
twenty-three demonstrated the weight of the 
atmosphere and destroyed one of the greatest 
errors of- the later physics; who at an age 
when other men arc just beginning to awake 
to life, having traversed the whole round of 
human knowledge, i;ercei\-ed its emptiness, 
and tin'ncd all his thoughts towards religion; 
who from that age till his death at the age of 
thirty-eight, constantly beset by ■infirmity and 



discasej ; fixed the tpngue .that . Bossuet ?and 
Racitie spokfe, gave- the model at once of the 

most perfect pleasantry, and of closest logic, 
and finally, in the short respite that his bodily 
pains allowed him. solved unaided one of the 
deepest problems of geometry, and set down 
in random order thoughts that seem as much 
divine as human." 

, Tl\e whole visible world -is but an imper- 
ceptible speck in the ample bosom of nature. 
No idea approaches it. We may swell. our con- 
ception beyond all imaginable space, yet bring 

forth only atoms in comparison with the reality 
of things. It is an infinite sphere, the centre 
of which is everywhere, the circumference no- 
where. It is in short, the greatest sensible 
mark of the almighty power (^f God ; in that 
thought let imagination lose itself. 

What is man in the infinite? But to show 
him another prodigy no less astonishing^ let 
him examine the most delickte thing he knows. 
Let him take a mite, which in its minute body 
presents him with parts incomparably more 
minute; limbs with their joints, veins in the 
limbs, i)lood in the veins, humors in the blood, 
dro])s in the humors, x'apors in the drops; let 
him again dividing these last, exhaust bis 
power of thought ; let the last point at which 
lie arrives he that oi which wc speak, and he 
will perhaps think that here is the extremest 
diminutive in nature. Then I will open before 
him therein a new abyss. I will paint for him 
not only the visible universe, but all that he 
can conceivjE of nature's immensity in the en- 
closure of this diminutive atom. Let him 
therein sec an infinity of universes, of which 
each has its firmament, its planets, its earth, 
in the same proportion as in the visible world; 
in each earth animals, and at the last the mites, 
in which he will come upon all that was in 
the first, and still find in these others the same 
without end and without cessation; let him 
lose himself in wonders as astonishing in their 
minuteness as the others in their immensity; 
for who will not be amazed at seeing ihat our 
own body, which before was imperceptible in 
the universe, itself imperceptible in the bosom 
of the whole, is now a colossus, a world, a 
whole, in regard to the nothingness to which 
we can not attain. 

Whoso takes this survey of himself will be 
terrified at the thought that he is upheld in 
the material being given hini by nature, be- 
tween these two abysses of the infinite and 
.nothing: — he will tremble at the sight of these 
marvels; and T think that as his curiousity 
changes to wonder, he will be more disposed' to 
contemplate them in silence than to search 
into them with presumption. ***** 
What shall man do then, hut discern some- 
what of the middle of things, in an eternal 
despair of knowing either their beginning or 
their end? All things arise from nothing, and 
tend toward the infinite. Who can follow their 
marvelous course? The Author of these 
wonders can understand them, and none 'but 
He. 

If we take not thought enough, or too 
much, on any matter, we are obstinate and in- 
fatuated. 

He that considers his work as soon as it 
leaves his hands, is prejudicated in its favor; 
he that delays his survey too long, cannot re- 
tain the spirit of it. ^ 

The sirrngth of a man's virtue must not be 
measined by his occasi6nal efforts, but'by his 

ortlinary life. 

Xot from space must \. seek my dignity, 
but from the ruling nf my thought. I should 
have no more if I possessed whole worlds. By 
space the universe encompasses and swallows 
me as an atom ; by thought I encompass it. 

Man is but a reed, weakest in nature, but 
a reed which thinks. It needs not that the 
wdiole universe should arm to crush him. ,\ 
\-.'ipor, a drop of \valer is enough to Icill hini. 
Liiit wcrQ the uni\-crse to crush him, man 
\s-oul(l still be men-c noble than that which has 
slain him, because he l<no\vs that he dies, and 
that the uni\erse has the better of him. The 
uni\-erse knows nothing of this. 

All our dignity, therefore, consists in 
thought. By this we raise ourselves, not by 
space or duration which we cannot fill. Then 
let us make it our study to think well ; for this 
is the starting point of morals.

POPULAR MUSIC OF PALESTINE 

'I'he poi-nilai- vocal music nf Palestine m.-iy 
be dnided into two classes— the e.Ktcmpora- 
neous flourishes ami the set traditional melo- 
dies, says R. :\. -S, Macalislcr, in the New 
York American. The extemporaneous flour- 
ishes are a kind of rhythmless recitative, sot 
to words which are usually mere repetitions 
of such expressions as "ya leic" or "ya sidi," 
They vue almost invariably in the Dorian 
mode, and usually commence with a leap from 
the keynote to the fifth of the scale. Othcr- 
^visc the singer is pcffcctl}' free in his choice 
oi intervals, 

L'snally the following characteristics are 
oljserved : The melody is divided b^' ])auses 
into phrases of irregular length, and is fur- 
ther intcrrui)tcd by frequent use of 'a glottal 
catch, similar to the liamza in the spoken lan- 
guage. The interval of the tri-tone (between 
the minor third and the inajor sixth, charac- 
teristic of the Dorian mode) is frequently em- 



ployed or sugg' oted, and a peculiar tremolo is 
nnich affected. ' 

'That this class of music is of later origin 
than the traditional melodies seems to be in- 
dicated by its extensive compas.s — often as 
much as a tenth — ami by the frequent use ot 
wide and sometimes unvocal skips. It is 
more often to "be heard in the towns than in 
,the country districts. ' ' 

The traditional melodies arc more inter- 
esting. They are sung as solos in chorus, or 
.antiphonall}'. Solo singers usually protract 
the last note of the tune as long as their 
breath will hold out, at the end of every repe- 
tition ov group of repetitions, and between 
each pair of repetitions leave a long pause oi 
silence. This seems, so far as ray observation 
goes, to be the orthodox method of singing 
songs of more elaborate character also; thus 
I hjive heard Baftu Hindi with a pause after 
each pair of lines quite as long as the time 
occupied in singing the whole cou[)let. 

When the song is sung in chorus these 
peculiarities are also to be noticed, except 
when, as often, the chorus accompanies 
rhythmical work. In the latter case the melo- 
dy is repeated continuously without pause. 
When the tunes are sung antiphonally the 
.second singer, or group of ^singers, fills up 
the pauses left b)' the first, and vice versa. 

The rhythm is ahvays well marked, though 
occasionally irregular ; usually the time is 
quadruple, subdivided dactylically. The com- 
pass is singularly limited, a minor third or a 
fourth. The song sung by the women at 
bridal processions is limited to a second ih 
compass. In this song a singular effect is 
produced by suppressing the last half of the 
bar four in the odd repetitions. The motion 
is almost ahvays conjunct; that is, from each 
note to an adjacent note of the scale. 

The modes are considerably varied, the 
comrnon minor mode, the Phrygian, the Mix- 
olydian and the ordinary major mode. The 
accented note is rarely subdivided. 

The scale is divided into degrees siriiilar 
to those which Western nations are accus- 
tomed. In ■ first attempting to reduce these 
melodies to -writing one is puzzled by the ap- 
pearance of quarter tones, wdiich of course 
cannot adequately be represented in the staff 
notation; but after carefully comparing the 
performances of different singers on differ- 
ent occasions, it becomes clear that these are 
merely the faults of the rendering, and are 
not inherent in" the melody. In soniie notes 
there is a greater tendency to'; error than in 
others. '

A handy little book to have at one's elbovv 
is William T. Robinson's "Choice Thoughts 
From Master Minds." Its title describes it. 
It is a collection of extract.s from the poets, 
and writers on ])hilosophy, aiul contains plenty 
of homely counsel, useful to the reader what- 
ever his walk in life. The following selected 
at random give an ide;i of the contents:

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FORCE 

In a previous article reference was made to 
the attraction of gravitation and magnetic 
'attraction. It was shown that the first ap- 
peared to he universal, and that while the latter 
seemed to be restricted in "its sphere, and to 
depend u]ion conditions, tlicre might be ground 
for believing that it also was coextensive with 
gravitation, allhongh its presence was in the 
majority of cases dormant. We shall now pass 
on to speak of other examples of force. 

If you dip the end of a towel in a basin of 
Avater, the water will ascend into the towel 
to a certain extent immediately. Presumably, 
given time enough and a low degree of evajror- 
ation. the water would ascend to the whole 
length of the towel. Stand a stick in the 
water, and it will become wet some distance 
above the surface of the water. You cannot 
make a sponge dry by wringing it. Yon may 
put tiles in tlic soil as closely as they can 
be placed, and yet yon caimot drain the soil 
dry. These things are due to what is called 
capillary attraction, the adjective being de- 
rived from the Latin word capilla;, which 
means a hair. Late writers prefer to call the 
force "capillary action." If a glass tube be 
taken, the bore of which is not larger than a 
hair and is ojien at botli ends, and one end is 
placed in water, the fluid will rise in the tube 
above the surface. .Around few departments of 
investigation has so much tliscvission been 
waged as around these very familiar phenom- 
ena. The accepted explanation of them is too 
involved for popular presentation, and all that 
can be attempted here is to point out some of 
the various wa3''s in which it is exhibited. Put 
a drop of water on a piece of glass. It will at 
once spread. If as soon as the drop is placed 
on the glass, the latter is turned so that the 
the avater is on the downward side, it will 
spread just the same, although in so doing it 
defies the law of gravitation. .An object, the 
surface of which is wet, will not dry any more 
quickly if the wet surface is turned down than 
if it is turned up. We turn things upside down 
to dry, but this is not because they dry any 
more quickly in that position than in another, 
but only because we thereby give the water a 
chance to run off. Therefore, whatever may 
be the nature of capillar}' action, it is to a cer- 
tain extent independent of the force of gravi- 
tation, and operates in opposition to it, just 
as magnetic attraction does. Some writers 
speak of this force as that of cohesion. By it 
water can be heaped up. By very great care 
an ordinary glass can be filled with water 
highei: than its edge, and a very distinct heap- 
ing up can be made by a very simple experi- 
ment. Take a small glass — a glass of any size 
will do, but the experiment is more easily done 
with a small one — and fdl it just as full as 
possible with water. Then drop needles into 
the water with the points downward, and as 
the number of needles increases, there will be 
a marked heaping up of the water, which will 
have a flat surface on top with curved edges 
coming down to the rim of the glass. Water 
will creep up the side of a glass that is part- 
ly filled with it. What is called the surface- 
tension of water is the cause of many interest- 
ing phenomena. The most easily shown can 
be clemonstratcd by taking some light sub- 
stance that will float in water and wetting one 
side of it in alcohol. Then place it in a shallow 
pan of water, and it will move about on the 
surface, the part wet with alcohol being the 
stern, and this will continue until the alcohol 
has all evaporated. This is explained by the 
theory that the surface tension of alcohol is 
less than that of water. Soap bubbles are due 
to this same mysterious force, although they 
have never been quite satisfactorily explained. 
A soap bubble is composed of an exceedingly 
thin film of water, and its constant tendency 
is to contract. This contraction goes on in all 
directions and a[)pcars to be cjuite inde])endcnt 
of the force of grayitation. Just \yhat p;irt the 
soap ])lays in this fdicnomenon is not cert;iin. 
One suggestion is thai it forms an exceedingly 
thin film on both sides of the water film. The 
phenomenon is seen whenever we wash with 
.soap, and it is one of those little every day 
things, which show the limitations of scientific 
investigation. The wisest man of science 
knows very little more about soap bubbles than 
a child who amuses himself by blowing them. 
But they are of interest in this coimection as 
illustrations ni a force, the nature of which is 
not by any mean'; well kn(ns-n. Indeed, when 
one washes his hands with soap he sees the 
operation of this capillary force in several 
ways. He sees how water adheres to the sur- 
face of his skin in defiance to the law of gravi- 
tation. Me sees how soap bubbles form in 
defiance of the same law and how their con- 
stant tendency is to contract. A man will 
notice this especially when he is shaving, for 
as c\'ery one knows it is impossible to keej) 
up a good lather for any length of time, lie 
sees how the t(nvcl Lakes up w;iter \yhen he 
wijjcs his hands. It does this, not because it 
is flexible and thus gels into the folds and 
creases of the flesh, but because il takes uj) 
water by capillary action. Thus every day we 
are brought into contact with a mysterious 
force that pervades nature possibly to a greater 
extent than is yet'known. 

If two gases are placed in a receptacle, one. 
being heavier than another, and allowed to re- 
main in a state of rest, the heavier gas will 
descend and the lighter will ;iscen(] until the 
two become jjerfectly intermixed. Professor 
Carey of the L<ondon University related to the 
Colonist the following experiment. lie took a 
small column of gold and to the top of it fused 
a small column of stiver, and' stood the result- 
ing column aside with the gold, which is the 
heavier metal, down. Aftejr waiting for some 



time he took a small piece off the top of the 
silver section of the column, assayed it and 
found gold in it; he took a similar piece of the 
bottom of the gold section and found silver in 
it, and the nearer he approached the point of 
.fusion the more vstrongly marked. became the 
presenc'^ 'of one .metal in the otheir. The gold 
and silver seemed to be automatically form- 
ing an amalgamation, and in the process the 
gold was defying the law of gravitation. This 
may explain why several metals are found in 
the same ores. Originally they may have 
been distinct, but by this automatic process 
they have become amalgamated. There ap- 
pears to be some slight reason for supposing 
that all varieties of matter have a tendency to 
amalgamate with each other, although it would 
be unwise to suggest that this tendency has 
been established or even made seem probable, 
and if it is a universal law, its operation in 
most cases is exceedingly slow, so much , so 
that it cannot be observed. 

Friction is dcscribedf- by some writers 
rather as a "resistance" tlian as a force. Its 
laws are not understood. In a general way 
the rougher the surface the greater the fric- 
tion ; a body at rest is more powerfully affected 
by friction than one in motion ; a rapidly mov- 
ing body less than one moving slowly. If it _ 
were not for friction, a perfectly balanced 
wheel set in motion would revolve forever, 
for it could not wear out and there woidd be 
nothing to stop it. The impetus given to set 
it in motion would never be lost, for there 
would be nothing to exhaust it. Energy can- 
not be destroyed; it can only be transformed. 
By friction force is converted into motion in 
many mechanical contrivances. The use of 
driving belts is too familiar and so also is the 
use of friction wheels to call for any further 
illustration. One writer, whose treatise on this 
subject seems to be a painstaking effort to 
bring the investigations into it down to their 
last results, finds himself compelled to say 
that the conversion of force into motion is ac- 
complished "by some force whatever it is," 
and while he devotes a good deal of space to 
an attempted explanation, he feels constrained 
to admit that he has not succeeded in estab- 
lishing very much. We all know that friction 
develops heat. A familiar instance is that of 
a shooting star, which by reason of its fric- 
tion with the atmosphere becomes incandes- 
cent. Sometimes the meteor passes out of the 
atmosphere, and we see it grow dim and finally 
disappear. Sometimes the heat becomes so 
intense that the meteor explodes and we sec 
the flash and sometimes the incandescent frag- 
ments as thej^ are hurled away by the explo- 
sion. Sometimes the meteor reaches the 
ground, and it is at a white heat due to fric- 
tion. In this class of phenomena we are quite 
as far away from the discovery of the real 
nature and origin of the force or forces, which 
produce them, as we ever were, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that for a long time their opera- 
tion has been the subject of physical and 
arithmetical inquiry. Indeed, it is said that in 
respect to friction we can only claim to have 
a working knowledge of it sufficient for its 
application to our present purposes. The 
writer above referred to says that its 
"laws" as generally laid down are doubtless 
incorrect, but they serve as guides to the 
utilization of this almost unknown force. 



IDEALS 

None of us is any better than his ideals ; 
few of us attain them. Perhaps none of us 
doeS| for if we honestly strive to reach ideals, 
our pursuit will be like the search for the pot 
of gold at the end of the rainbow. They will 
always he a little further ahead. This seems 
to be an excellent thing; for if our ideals re- 
mained stationary, we would soon see how 
far short of perfection they are and would 
grow discouraged. Possibly a good many 
shipwrecked lives may be due to the fact tha\ 
their possessors have followed false ideals, 
which like wreckers' fires along the beach, only 
serve as a guide to destruction. Therefore it 
seems important that in youth a high ideal 
sliould be imparted by all instructors, where 
the instruction is given by parents, teachers or 
writers. A high ideal should be set before 
boys and girls. It is said that every boy born 
in the United States is a potential president, 
and that most of them cherish the idea of at- 
taining that position. It is just possible that 
this ideal is exploited too much, because the 
tendency is to place success as more to be cle- 
sircd than fitness for success ; although we 
fancy that few boys have been spoiled by in- 
dulging in aspiration for the presidency. There 
is another ideal that is held up to youth, not 
only in the United States but in Canada, and 
it is that great wealth is the greatest of 
achievements. No sane man denies the value 
of wealth as a means; the room for doubt 
comes in when wealth is considered as an end. 
d"he newspapers and modern fiction are ont- 
rix'aling each other in efforts lo make the 
.'ittainment of Avealth the ideal of men and 
women. The result is that we are all more 
or less under the glamor of it. When a friend 
says to us that this is Mr. Smith of Smithville, 
we are very glad to see him, perhaps, if we 
are not busy about other things. But if our 
friend says, "This is Mr, Smith, the multimil- 
lionaire of vSnn"tliville," we will always have 
time to shake hands and ask him to sit dov;n. 
I'ossibly wc would no! need to be greatly 
urged in order to be induced to go to lunch 
with him. Therefore, while theoretically wc 
all despise the worship of the Golden Calf, we 
must all plead guilty to a sneaking fondness 
for its company, even if we arc pjjt to sprne 
inconvenience: thereby. Perhaps' you have 
heard the story of the boy who whispered to ^ 



his mother: "Ma, Uncle John's eating with his 
knife," and the mother answered :r"Your Uncle 
John's rich enough to eat with the fire shovel 
if he wants to." These observations are made 
on the principle that honest confession is good 
for the soul, and so that which follows may be 
taken in the spirit in which it is written, 
which is that of a real desire to be of some help 
to those, who have the responsibility of de- 
veloping the characters of those around them. 
To such people we say; Help those who look 
to you for guidance to form good ideals. That 
is about all that parents and other instructors 
can hope to do, for the youthful mind soon 
grows to a stage when it does- its own think- 
ing. Frequently we see children of right- 
hving parents grow up to be everything that 
is bad. Why is this? What is the basis of 
the old saying about ministers' sons and 
deacons' daughters? It has been said that "a 
proverb is the wisdom of many and the wit of 
one," and we may be sure that there is some 
warrant for the common sayings current in 
society. What wc ought to strive to implant 
in the mind of a child is not a desire to go to 
heaven, not a wish to become president or 
premier, not a longing to be rich, but as 
high an ideal as a child can appreciate of what 
is right and what is after all worth while. The 
best of all ideals to begin with is expressed in 
that good old word; "llonour"— we siiell it in 
the old wa}', for somehow "honor" does not 
seem to mean (|uite as much, so accumstomed 
arc wc to associate meanings with forms. It 
seems right enough to speak of business honor, 
or political honor, but we always like to think 
of personal "honour." But this is only by the 
way. Now let no one say that a child is ever 
too young to learn what honour means, that 
is if it is old enough to understand anything 
except what is mere babyism. Here is a true 
story. Some boys were suspected of mischief. 
The victim, who was a man, caught one of 
them and asked him who was responsible. The 
little chap denied knowing anything about it; 
but the man repeated the question, only to 
be assured by the lad that he hoped to die 
if he knew anything about it. Now the man 
remembered that he had once been a boy him- 
self, and so he said : "Come now, honest Injun, 
did you," and the little fellow glan'ced up with 
a bright look in his face and said: "Well, if 
you put it that way, I did." To lie out of a 
scrape seemed legitimate enough, and any- 
smart lad would be willing to take the chances 
of being struck dead, but when it came to 
"honest Injun," that was another matter. The 
appeal was to the boy's honor and it was not 
made in vain. Therefore do not lose sight of 
' the fact that a boy's point of view may be very 
different from his father's, and that he may 
be just as true to his ideals, when he is doing 
wrong, as his father is when he is doing right, 
Or at least what he thinks is right, which is not 
always the same. Get it into a child's mind 
just as soon as jjos^sible that there is something 
better than achievement. The boy who runs 
a foot race honestly and faithfully and loses 
ought to be taught that he has done better 
than his competitor who has won by a fluke 
or a bit of sharp practice. Teach boys to play 
the game for the sake of the game, not for the 
sake of winning. Of course we applaud the 
fellow who breasts the tape and gives a spring 
into the air after the finish to show that he 
has plenty of vim left in him; but do not let us 
forget the little chap who comes pounding 
along iiopclessly iu the rear, running for ail 
that is in him because that was what he set out 
to do. The wiimer may have the highest of 
ideals. That is as it may be; but we are sure 
that the loser has them. What is true of the 
footrace is true of stuiJies ; it is true of every 
line of activity. Get it into the mind of youth 
that success is not the ideal, but right effort. 
Teach that the real .success is within, that it 
comes from our o\yn consciousness. This is 
the Kingdom of God, of which we are told that 
if wc seek it first, all things will be added un- 
to us. 

We are all largely what our ideals make us ; 
and if there is another life, we will take into 
it as near as possible a realization' of what 
those ideals are. Now this is not to say that 
the accumulation of wealth or the achieyement 
of political power or the winning of renown are 
not highly desirable. The point is that it is 
not success that is the test of merit, for success 
often depends u|)on accident. A very success- 
ful business man in Eastern Canada said that 
he always estimated a man's worth by what 
he tried to do, not by what he accomplished. 
He used to say : "Our part is to aim at what 
we think is best and try to accomplish it; wc 
are not responsible for results, for they may 
depend upon things entirely beyond our con- 
trol." A very prominent Victoria business 
man said when told that a young man, recom- 
mended to him for a position, had made a 
failure of his pre\'ious effort on his own behalf, 
"Me must have tried, or he could not have 
failefl. The next time he tries he may suc- 
ceed." Therefore we may say, Contradictory 
though it may sound, that from the standpoint 
of ideals, failure does not necessarily imply 
lack of success. One may gain more by failure 
than by what is called success. In middle life 
and afterwards it is difficult to form ideals. 
Our minds are too fully occupied with doin.g 
what has to l)e done lo f)ermit us to liayc leis- 
ure to contcmpl.ite the things wc \youl(l like 
to do. P'or this reason our ifleals should l)e 
formed in youth. They need not be sijccific, 
perhaps it is better that they should not be. 
Young people ought not to be taught that they 
should be like some particular person,. or that 
they should fit themselves for some particular 
place. The most 'observing parents or teachers 
cannot know with certainty what is the best 
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department of, activity into which the steps of 
youth should' be directed.. It .is because so 
many people are living lives that were shaped 
for them by others that we see so many square 
pegs in round holes. Ideals ought to be in 
relation to quality. Young people ought to be 
taught that it is the quality of work that 
counts. A story is told of a man who once held 
a cabinet position in Canada. He was intro- 
duced to a man much older than himself, and 
the latter said: "We are not quite strangers. 
The first and last time I saw you, you blacked 
my boots for me in your father's house." The 
Cabinet Minister answered: "If I did, I blacked 
them well." Honour and thoroughness, these 
two features ought to have a foremost place 
in the ideals of youth. There will be tempta- 
tions enough in later life to strain the one and 
to slight the other; but the chances are that 
if boys and girls begin life with these ideals 
firmly implanted in their nature, their careers 
will be successful, even though they may not 
be crowned by achievements, which the world 
will call great.

WATERLOO 

The Battle of Waterloo was, in its results, 
the ^greatest military event of modern times. 
Writers differ in their accounts of it. Ger- 
mans allege that the victory was due to 
Cliicher and to him alone. Frenchmen take 
refuge in Victor Hugo's explanation that Na- 
I)oleon was fighting against God. The British 
people attributed the success of the day to 
the steadiness of the British infantry. But 
no one denies the far-reaching effect of the 
victory upon the condition of Europe. It will 
be impossible to deal with this battle in a 
single article, and the references made today 
will be to the events that led up to it. 

After the defeat at Leipsic and the complete 
overthrow of his forces in the battles which 
followed, although in some of the encounters 
Napoleon displayed more than his usual valor 
and skill, and achieved brilliant successes, the 
people of France turned their backs upon the 
Emperor, and when the allies entered Paris 
tliey were hailed as deliverers. Napoleon was 
not dismayed. He assembled all his forces at 
Fontainebleau and announced his "intention of 
attacking the capital, but at the critical mo- 
ment the military aristocracy refused to sup- 
port his efforts, and he saw that the end had 
come. His marshals forced him to abdicate; 
all that the Senate did was little more than 
give formal sanction to the inevitable. Tlie 
abdication was in favor of his family. The 
Tsar was inclined to favgr this solution of the 
dif^ictalty, and so was the Emperor of Austria, 
who was father of Maria Louis, Napoleon^s 
second wife. But the genius of Tallyrand was 
too potent. He managed to spread dissent 
throughout the army, and the conclusion of 
the negotiations was that the abdication was 
absolute, Napoleon retaining the title of Eiii- 
peror, was banished to Elna, with a revenue 
sufficient for all his possible needs, and a prin- 
cipality in Italy being given to hi^wife. Yet 
by a strange iron^ of fate his misfortunes en- 
deared him to France as his successes had 
never done. He himself did not realize that 
this would be the case, and he endeavored to 
end his life by poison, but having taken too 
much, he was saved by severe vomiting. 
I'here were some demonstrations against him, 
and at one place a crowd assembled and tried 
to drown him, but he made his escape and 
finally was taken aboard an English frigate, 
which carried him to Elba. 

The next event of importance was the re- 
turn of the 300,000 men who had been shut 
up in (jcrman fortresses after the Battle of 
Leipsic. These men panted for revenge. The 
court of the Bourbons became oppressive; the 
Church became exacting, and the whole coun- 
try looked to Elba as the source from wdiich 
would come deliverance and glory. Napoleon 
did not long hesitate about responding to the 
ai>peal made to him, if indeed he did not him- 
self promote it. On February 20, 1815, he 
left Elba with 1,100 men. On March i he 
landed in I-Vance. Twenty days later he en- 
tered the Tuileries in triumph. The slorj' of 
his advance has been epitomized in extracts 
from Ec Alonitenr. Its first announcement 
was, "The usurper has l.-mded." The next 
was, "Bonaparte is advancing." Tiic next 
saiil, "Napoleon is being reinforced by the 
army." The next was, "The Emperor is ap- 
proaching Paris." The last said, "His iMajcsty 
has arrived. Vive rEmpercur!" These sen- 
tences are given from memory, but thcv are 
substantially correct. Napoleon declared his 
intention of eslaldish ing a nc\y order of 
things. Me announced that he meant to re- 
store jieacc, and that he had abandoned his 
hopes of a world-empire. But he never had 
an opportunity to carry out his intentions, if 
he really held them. The allies determined 
to crush him without mercy. A force of 700,- 
000 men was raised, and all that Napoleon 
could muster was one of 200,000. Neverthe- 
less be did not despair, but thought by tpiick 
action to overcome his foes in detail. Mis 
first attempt was to prevent a union of the 
British and Prussian forces in Belgium, and 
the result was Waterloo.

Mark Twain ; , 
What boy,, old or- yptingj has^ not laughed 
over Tom Sawyer? If Mark- Twain had writ- 
ten nothing else, he must long be remembered 
as the author of one , of the drollest and most 



fascinating boys' stories that was ever writ- 
ten. .'Bvit the: gifted artist has produced- many;.: 
books", and the charming tale of "Th'e''PHti'(:b.4 
and the Pauper" is an equal favorite with Torri^;', 
Sawyer. He who has not read "InnOcent'S^i 
Abroad," the collection of irresistibly funny- 
letters which Mr. Clemens wrote while on a 
trip to the Orient, has a wholesome delight 
yet in store, and "Pudd'n Head Wilson" has 
justifiably increased the author's fame both in 
the old covmtry and in the new. "A Traipp 
Abroad" is along the same lines as "Innocbhts 
Abroad," but if anything it is fuUer of humof- 
ous anecdote, shows more care in' the prepar- 
ation, and increased literary ability. 

Mr, Samuel Clemens' pseudenym of Mark 
Twain is more universally known than the. 
real name of the writer. The nom de plume 
comes from a nautical expression used by the 
iVIissisiiippi pilots, and means two fathoms. 
Mr. Clemens was born in 1835 in a little town 
on the banks of this great river, and it has 
been the background of many of his stories. 
Indeed so beautifully has he described its 
many charms and fascinations that he has 
^yon for himself the title of "Prose Poet of the 
Mississippi." 

Wc have no authority for stating that the 
humorist displayed precocity during his child- 
hood. He was a healthy, happy, mischievous, 
normal boy, loving fun and adventure, the 
height of his ambition to be a pilot on the 
great river that has been the inspiration of 
mail}' of his best efforts. He had a common 
school education, and entered a printer's of- 
fice at an early age. He became an expert 
compositor and traveled as a journeyman 
printer. Finally his dearest hope became a 
reality, and he v,-as given a chance to learn 
piloting on a steamboat. 

When the war broke out he joined a vol- 
unteer company, but saw no actual fighting, 
and we next find him in Nevada engaged in 
newspaper work. Later he traveled to the 
Pacific Coast, continuing his profession of 
journalism, and while in San Francisco made 
Ids debut as a humorous lecturer. 

His first noteworthy book was "The 
Jumping Frog of Calaveras," which attracted 
considerable attention, and was followed " by 
"Innocents Abroad," which brought him into 
prominence at once. From this time on, his 
success as a humorous writer and lecturer was 
assured. Everything he wrote met with a 
ready sale, and he was in great demand as a 
speaker. 

It was not until after he married that he 
set himself to serious study, but his later 
books show the great beiiefit he derived, from 
bis familiarity with biographical, andfhbtbrical 
work's. ' ■ • • - • 

Mr. Clemens and his famil}'' have lived 
principally in Europe for the last fifteen or 
twenty years. His humor is not dependent for 
its effect upon any particular locality, it can 
be understood by the Frenchman or the Ger- 
man as well as by his own country people. It 
has a universal quality that will make it last 
long, and its clean wholesomeness has a 
genuinely uplifting effect. "Laughter will carry 
one over many a rough road where tears 
would avail nothing. 

The Prince and the Pauper 

This fascinating story has as its heroes the" 
young Prince of Wales, afterwards Edward 
VI, and Tom Canty, a little beggar boy. The 
latter is supposed to closely resemble the 
Prince. One day Tom Canty while looking 
through the gates of the courtyard of the 
palace is ordered away by the guard, but the 
Prince, overhearing the command bids the 
soldiers open the gates and admit the beggar 
boy. 

The two lads, perceiving the resemblance 
one to the other, change clothes for amuse- 
ment, Tom Canty rob'ing himself in the 
Prince's garments, and the Prince donning 
Tom's rags. In the midst of their merriment, 
the Prince notices a wound on Tom's hand, 
and, serious in a moment, rushes from the 
palace to administer a rebuke to the guilty 
guard. 

Taking him for the beggar lad they drive 
him from the palace in spite of his expostula- 
tions and commands. Then follows a long 
period of sultering and privation for the little 
scion of ro}'alty, thou.gh he meets with a good 
friend in Sir Miles Hendron, a knight who has 
fallen from high estate. 

Tom's experiences in the palace are pathe- 
tic and ludricous. Supposing him to be the 
real Prince, it is decided that he has become 
demented, and the strange claims he makes 
and his uncouth behaviour arc the result' of 
a mind deranged. In time he grows accus- 
tomed to his surroundings, and begins to for- 
get Prince Edward. Concluding that he has 
recovered his reason, a coniation day is fixed 
upon. 

It is during the celebration that Edward 
makes his appearance, and forbids the pro- 
ceedings. Guards seize.vhim, and the lord cham- 
berlain commanils him to be thrown into the 
tower. Tom Canty, recognizing the real 
Prince, assures the assembly that the new- 
comer speaks the .truth. Alas! his words are 
considered a prodf ■bf'his' returning malady. 

Meantime a messenger enters and tells the 
conijiany that the "Great .Seal" is missing. 
Consternation follows, without the seal the 
ceremony of coronation cannot proceed. Its 
hiding place is made the test of Edward's 
claims, and with some help •f^qm(^^^ he re- 
members where he had placeidMt'bn^tlm^^^^ 
fill' day when he was driven from the palace. 
Hie is -' crowned, the royal robe covering his 
. rags.'J'i^Torn^Canty is rewarded for his loyalty, 
and-Edvvar'd VI is a kinder and more humane 
ruler oh account of the troubles and trials he 
has passed through. ,• 
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. "'l^' BULBS FOR WINTER BLOOM ^ ' ' 

Florists' /:atalogncs are seductive reading, 
especially those which are brought out in the 
fall telling what one can do with bulbs. It 
is charming to read of the wealth of flowers 
that one can have to brighten living rooms 
while outside all Nature is still locked fast 
by ..winter's cold.' "Easy to force'l is the. le- 
gend that accompanies hunierous' varieties as a 
cultural. note, and sonictiriies the still more at- 
tractive statement appears, "fine for home cul- 
ture," The best of it is that.it is ail true. 
There are many bulbs that it is easy to grow 
in the house and bring to flower while outside 
the snow may still be flying. And- yet ama- 
teurs who make the attempt are more likely 
than , hot to reap disappointment instead of 
pleasitre. ■ • • 

What makes the growing of blubs easy, is 
the fact that both flower and leaf are there al- 
ready, coiled up. in a snug bundle, surrounded 
with a stock of nourishment, so that about all 
the}'' need to develop is sufficient warmth and 
water. A stock illustration in florists" cata- 
logues is a sectional diagram showing the 
{lower tucked within , the layers of plant tis- 
sue forming the bulb, ready to pop out when 
duly invited, just as the round buds of the 
horse-chestnut tree throw out a bunch of 
leaves when the warmth of sjiring unseals the 
envelope that has enclosed them. All quite 
true, but the conditions while simple are ex- 
acting, and unless they are complied with, 
failure will result. 

Amateurs vvlio undertake to grow bulb'^ 
should note that one great disadvantage un- 
dei:,. which they labor as compared with the 
professional florist is in the matter of light. 
It is rare that a dwelling house or apartment 
can fin"nish any place where the amount of 
light will even approximate that which comes 
in steady suppl}"- through the glass roof of 
the florist's greenhouse. But the general rule 
is that while you can get plant growth without 
much sun light you can rarely get flowers. So 
the..curtains a.nd window draperies, which are 
usual appurtenances of living room arrange- 
ments, make against satisfactory riesxilts in 
growing bulbs for winter blooming. Another 
disadvantage from which the house grower 
usually sufers is that the air is too dry. With 
exceptions not worth considering from the 
standpoint of the ordinary amateur, all plants 
require a moist atmosphere. Lack of that is 
„tlie aisual cause of the afflicted condition 
which palms, ferns, and even the tolerant rub- 
- . ber, plant soon display after they have been 
.moved ifidoors for the season. I kept a rubber 
..that when it was brought out for service as a 
1 porch ornament in the spriiig, it was in finer 
"coiidition' than when it Avent into winter 
quarters. The secret of it was that I had been 
able to find a place for it in a well-lighted 
bath-room where the air was always moist. 
The great cause of mortality arnong house 
plants is dry air, which makes them sickly, 
afii'd then casual exposure to a draft of cold 
iir, in Sweeping and airing the room admin- 
'fifers the final stroke. Such is the usual fate 
of house palms. 

But even under ordinary house conditions, 
without any special appliances for the pur- 
jiose, it is quite possible for the amateur to 
have winter blooms from bulbs, by going 
about the matter in the right way and limit- 
■fng efforts to certain bulbs that are particu- 
larly accommodating. The safest investment 
for the inexperienced amateur is the big nar- 
cissus bulb, usually known as the Chinese sa- 
cred lil)'. The bulb is chcai>, comes readily 
into bloom, and if |)laced in a sunny window 
will' produce its sjiikes of fragrant flowers 
with great certainty. As a house plant it has 
the drawback that its foliage looks too much 
like spring leeks to be ornamental. The way 
to get round that is to grow- them in a mass. 
'I'hree or four bulbs should be grown together 
in a Japanese bowl or other receptacle that 
will ha\'e an ornamental effect. Xo earlh will 
be needed, but the bulbs should i)e covered 
with pebbles or coarse sand to keep them 
from tipping over under the weight of the 
foliage they will throw up, and then the re- 
ceptacle should be kept filled with water. It 
is always well to keep the bulbs in a cool, 
dark place for two or three weeks until root 
growth is well established before they arc 
brought into the light to bloom. 1 lia\e often 
left n:v bulbs to sprout in llie d;ulc. so that 
when I bronglit them out the slmols wcvq as 
\vhite as potatoes that have sprouted in a cel- 
lar, but they color up promptly when brought 
into the light. 

Another bulb that is easy to handle and 
which produces delicious clumps of fragrant 
blooms is the Paper White Narcissus grandi- 
flora. The}-, too, only need water, warmth 
and light to come into bloom, but in i^ractice 
It is better to put them in a sandy soil, putting 
several bulbs into a pot. Thev can be placcil 
so close that the}' will nearly or c\en cpiite' 
touch. Keep them in a dark, cool place until 
tliey have made a root growth, and then bring 
thern into the light. It is a good way to leave 
them in the dark until the sprouts are well up 
above the soil. Another point to keep in mind 
is that too much warmth is dangerous. The 
best results are obtained by keeping the 
growing bulbs in a cool place. Provided that 
frost is kept out it can hardly be too cool. 
"When the flower sjiikes are well up and are 
ready to open, an atmosphere as warm as the 
ordinary living room in winter will be proper, 
i^Iost of us are in the habit of keeping our 
rooms too warm, and if we accustomed our- 
selves to temperatures in which green house 
flowers wt)Uld be happy it would be better 
for us. 

For a trial trip in bulb growing in the 
house, the amateur would do well to be con- 
tent with the t%o hulbs that-^have been named. 



■■■i!|i<q^fe-'isiirt'!pr<^^^ will give satis- 

faction under conditions in which tulips and 
hyacinths would fail. And yet the latter 
Avould respond to the same treatment if care 
is taken to get good plump bulbs that will 
■ force easily. The florists' catalogues may be 
depended upon to indicate the right varieties. 
A point that needs attention is the disposition' 
of ., the spikes, from these bulbs to stick fast 
jnst as they push . out. The way to giiard 
against this is to invert an empty flower pot 
over the growing bulb so that it will have to 
stretch its neck to reach the light. Or, in- 
stead of the flower pots, cones of pasteboard 
may be used. Hyacinth growing in glasses 
made for that special purpose is well known 
and the process is successful if given strict 
attention, but single spikes of bloom obtained 
in this way have rather a forlorn aspect to riie. 
1 like to get winter flowers in bunches in,, the 
way described above.— Beatrice Carey... ' '

BULB NOTES 

TuHps 

The soil for tulips should be rich. They 
are planted 4 to 6 inches deep on a layer of 
sand an inch thick, \vhich prevents water 
fiom soaking the bottom of the bulbs. After 
the ground is frozen hard the bed should have 
a covering of leaves which are not removed 
until March. This is not to keep the bed from 
freezing but from thawing in warm winter 
days. Ordinarily tulips are planted 4 to 6 
inches apart each way. 

The single early tulips are connnonly used 
for bedding, and several kinds are often plant- 
ed in one bed, though a single color would, 
I think, be better. 'Fhey arc the first tulip.s 
to bloom and are useless, after the first season. 

The following varieties will be found satis- 
factory : 

White — Due van Tholl, Joost van Von- 
del, La Reine, L'immaculee, Milthiades. 

Rosy — Cottage Maid, Rosamundi Huyck- 
man. Due van Tholl, La riante, Mrs. Cleve- 
land. 

Red — Bacchus, Belle Alliance, Artis, Cra- 
moisi Brilliant, Jules Janin. 

Yellow — Canary Bird, Chrysolora, King of 
Yellows, Yellow Prince, Moritresor. 

Red and Yellow — de Haan, Duchess of 
Parina, Due de Berlin, Kaiser Kroon, Due 
van Tholl Maxiinus. 

The double early tulips are not so -beautiful 
as the single ones, and I think it is a tnistake 
to use them and miss the delicacy of the tulip 
cup which is spoiled by too many petals. 

Parrot Tulips 

Parrot tulips arc large and tall and quite 
remarkalile in color. 

They are more lasting than the single early 
tulips, often increasing from year to year. The 
ends of their petals are often feathered. 

Darwin Tulips 
These also are fine in color and tall. 
Albert King is rose color. Black Knight 

is brown black. Bleu aimiable is purple. 

Donders is brown red. La Tulipe noir is 

black. 

There is an almost endless variety of color. 
Single Late Cottage Tulip 

These are the best of all tulips because of 
their lasting qualities, their size (sometimes 
3 to 4 feet high), and their distinct beauty. 
They bloom in May when the apples are in 
bloom. 

Bouton d'or is golden yellow. Bridesmaid 
opens white and the margins turn pink. Car- 
nation is white turning bright rose. Gesneri- 
ana spathulata is scarlet with blue eye. Re- 
troflexa is bright yellow, reflexed petals. 
V'itellina, sulphur yellow with greenish vein- 
ing, very fine. 

The many .species of tulips which arc found 
wild are interesting and some of them ex- » 
tremely beautiful. They are rarely seen but 
should be planted by real enthusiasts, 

These are good to start with : 

T. clusiana, the lady tulip. T. fosteriana, 
brilliant .scarlet vermilion with yellow or 
black centi-c. T. greigi, low, red Vv-ith black 
centre. T. Kaufmanniana, the earliest of all 
tulips. 'i\ oculis solis, ihe.stm's-eye tulip. T. 
.'-^|)rengeri, the latest tulif), scarlet. T. Tuber- 
geniana, very large, scarlet. 

Narcissi 

.Xarcissi are j)lante(l in tlie same way as 
tulips, except that they must not be planted 
in ground which has been dressed with manure 
within a year or two. 

They last almost forever and should be 
planted in space where they need not be dis- 
turbed for many years. They increase in 
number and show no loss of vigor. 

There arc many varieties of extraordinary 
beauty and wonderful color. Some of them are 
tall with large trumpets, others short witF. 
almost no trumpets, as the ])oet's narcissus, 
some are pure yellow, others pale cream, 
cream and yellow, and paper white. 

The single-flowered varieties are most 
beautiful in form, the double ones arc 
little more than buttons. 

The following varieties, all may be called 
daffodils, are very good: 

Barri conspicuous, pale primrose and deep 
yellow. Emperor, large pure yellow. Fm- 
press, yellow and pale cream. .Horsficldi, yel- 
low and pale cream. Incomparabilis cynosure, 
with short cup. Incomparabilis Stella, with 
short cup. Incomparabilis Sir Watkins, with 
short cup. Incomparabilis orange. Phoenix 
and Incomparabilis sulphur Phoenix, the com- 
monest form, the only good double Narcissi. 
Leedsi, Mrs. Langtry and N. major.

Spanish and English Iris 

The Spanish and English irises are bulbous 
irises, and should not be forgotten when one is 
ordering other bulbs.. . They fire easy to grow 
and to plane, and blopm later fhan the other 
irises, and when once established they seem 
to increase rapidly. 

The Spanish irises are sfnall; pale yellow, 
brown and blue. . 

The English irises are larger, deep blue,"" 
white and purple. , ^ 

In shape they are delic.ate and graceful, and 
suggest the. orchid. The leaves are much like 
onion leayes. 

, . Hyacinths. 

Hyacinths are popular bedding plants, but 
they are not so strong in color or so beautiful 
in form as tulips, and arc much better iti the 
h.ouse, where their pale colors and beautiful 
perfume may be enjoyed to better advantage 
than outdoors. They are even poorer the se- 
cond year than the single early tulips. 

Their color never seem to fit the exuber- 
ance of early spring. 

Crocuses 

Crocuses are indispensable, and should 
have a special lawn to themselve?. Theey can 
be bought in mixtures. The named varieties 
are not particularly distinct, except that known 
as Cloth of Gold, which is the earliest, and 
because of its bright color, the most desirable. 

Plant them in a. hole about 2j/ inches deep, 
anywhere, and they are sure to appear for two 
or three years, after that they may fail, espe- 
cially if they are planted in a lawn, 

. 

ROOT GRAFTING 

Plants which come true frpm seed are as a 
rule increased by growing them from the seed ; 
but as a variety of apple cannot be produced 
in that way, other methods must be adopted, 
and recour?e is usually had to budding and 
grafting. In grafting fruit trees the name 
scion is given to a cutting of wood of the 
variety which is to lie propagated. The stock 
i:s the tree or portion of the tree, be it young 
or old, that the scion is to be united with.. As 
it is only through the s.to.ck, that .the. scion can 
procure the sap which .nourishes it, the former 
must be furnished W;itl]. roots. 

Some kinds .of fruit-jnay be grafted on oth- 
er.^' wliich are closely '.related to them botani- 
cally ; as the pear on thb quince, etc., but ther<? 
is nothing so entirely satisfactory upon which 
to graft the apple as an apple stock, or inider 
certain conditions the crab apple. 

.-Mthough the stock and scions are united 
by grafting, both of them retain to a certain 
extent their individual characteristics. The 
stock does, however, modify the vigor 'and 
fruitfulness of the variety grafted on it.' If a 
variety is grafted on a dwarf or slower grow- 
ing tree than itself, the result is that the 
stock tends to dwarf it, as a sufficient quantity 
of crude sa() does not pass through to main- 
tain the natural vigor of the top, and as a 
lessening vigor tends to the development of 
fruit buds, this kind of stock is often used for 
the purpose of inducing fruitfulness in a vari- 
ety and for dwarfing the tree. There is, how- 
ever, sometimes such a difference in the 
growth of the stock and that of the variety 
grafted on it, that the result is not satisfactory. 
It is quite probable that such stock will tend 
to making the tree hardier, anri if growth is 
checked the wood w\\\ ripen harder. 

The stocks used in root grafting in the dis- 
tricts where the best a])ples are raised are 
usually obtained from cider mills, or any place 
where they can be got in large quantities, and 
no efforts are made to ascertain what vari- 
eties the seed came from. Stock grown from 
this seed, while quite satisfactory in certain 
districts, is not desirable in the colder parts 
of the countrv where root killing is liable to 
occur, as individual trees vary much in hardi- 
Ticss and one might graft a hard}- variety- on 
a tender stock without knowing it. Seeds 
selected from the hardiest varieties of apples 
are more likely to produce hardy stocks than 
if the seeds were obtained promiscuously. 

For the very coldest parts of Canada where 
the apple can be grown at all, the berried crab, 
r^vrus baccata, will probably make the most 
satisfactory stock for root-grafting or bud- 
ding, it is perfectly hardy in the Northwest 
where the winters ;irc \-ery severe. 

It is inii)ortant td cultivate the \-oung trees 
thoroughly the first season if they are to be 
nscfl for root grafting during the following 
winter. Only tlic strongest should be used the 
first season, and the others may be left to de- 
velop for future use. 

As much of the sxiceess in grafting depends 
on the condition and quality of the scions, too 
much stress cannot be laid on the importance 
of having them of the best quality and in the 
best condition at the time of grafting. They 
may be cut at any time after the wood is well 
ripened in the autumn and before the btids be- 
gin to swell in the spring. The best time, 
however, is in the autumn, as they may then 
be kept in the desired condition. 

Scions should be cut from healthy, bearing, 
productive trees. The wood of old trees is 
apt to be diseased, and if diseased scions are 
used they will produce diseased trees when 
grafted. They should be taken from the wood 
of the current season's growth, as older wood 
is not so likely to succeed; the buds should be 
well developed and the wood thoroughly 
ripened; It isnot a good plan tp use 'the water 



sprouts or young shoots which spring from the 
trunk or main branches, for grafting purposes, 
they may not be thoroughly ripened and are 
likely to develop sprouting propensities in the 
grafted trees. The scions may be cut off and 
packed away in moss, sawdust, sand or fallen 
leayes,. where, they will keep in good condition 
until' reqiiiced;., 'The packing material should 
be slightly moistj but not wet; the'object be- 
ing to keep the sqions fresh and plump, Avith- 
out danger of their rotting. They may be kept 
in a cool cellar which is not too dry, and'shoiild 
remain dormant until ready for use. 

Probably the best method of propagating 
apples in this country is by root grafting. The 
strongest of th.e young stocks are taken up and 
heeled in during the autumn in a cool cellar 
in moist sand. Tlie grafting may be done at 
. any time during the winter, but is not usually 
startec^ until January or jPebruary,, , "VVhip or 
.toijguc, grafting is . the' method usually [ eifn- 
pldyejl," and as only the root is required the 
triihk and branches are citt off and thrown 
away. There being but little advantage in 
using the whole root, it may be divided into 
several pieces, much depending on its size. 
Each .piece should be at least four inches long. 

A smooth, sloping cut upwards, about two 
inches long, is made across the main part of 
the root most suitable to receive the scion. The 
scion is prepared by cutting off a piece of the 
wood produced for this purpose in the autumn, 
from four to six inches long and with about 
three well developed buds on il ; a smooth, 
sloping cut downwards and across it, is now 
made of about the same length as that already 
made on the stock. Clefts are now made on 
the sloping surface of both scion .and stock, 
in the former upwards, and in the latter down- 
wards. They are then joined together by forc- 
ing the tongue' of the scion into the cleft of the 
stock. The inner bark, or cambium,, of both 
scion and stock, should be in contact, at least 
on one side of the graft, as it is at this point 
of contact where the union begins to take 
place. In order to ensure a speedy and success- 
ful union, waxed cotton thread is wound 
tightly around to hold the parts together, and 
grafting wax should be rubbed all over where 
the parts are joined. 

The operation having been cornpleted, the 
grafts are packed away in moss or sawdust 
until spring. They are then planted out in 
nursery rows, about three feet apart and one 
foot apart in the rovfS, the' point of union 
being about three, inches below the surface of 
the. soil.. The. ground should then be kept 
thoroughly cultivated throughout the season. 
.Some varieties of apples throw out roots quite 
readily from the scion, and after a time they 
thus become practically on their own roots. 

If it is desired to have a variety upon its 
own roots, a scion from eight to twelve 
inches long may be used, and the graft plant- 
ed deep in the liursery row, only leaving one 
bud' cf. t-Hp. scion above the surface of the 
ground. Roots ■^,'^ill then be thrown out on the 
scion, and when . the tree is dug t-he. stock 
may ise cut away and the tree wiu then be on 
its -own roots. 



A JAPANESE GARDEN 

A Japanese Garden Six Feet Square 

There have been Japanese gardens a-plenty 
written of, but always where the spread of 
groimd was somewhat ample and allowed of a 
little liberality of treatment. This records the 
newest idea in Japanese gardens, where it is 
possible to have the Far East in a back yard 
that measures six feet by six. Twenty-five 
dollars will nicely cover the total cost of this 
vciit-pocket edition of the Orient. 

In the centre of the thirty-six square feet 
dig out the ground for a pond of oblate- 
spheroid shape, the diameter of which is three 
and one-half by two feet, and the depth two 
feet. Cement the bottom and sides and intro- 
duce a brace of gold-fish. With the excavated 
earth build a mountain t(j the left of the pond, 
a mountain two feet high of irregular sloping- 
sides, and cover with grass sods. Again to 
the right of the pond, build a companion moun- 
tain of soil to the height of three feet. Be- 
tween these twin heights let a waterfall lead 
to the pond — a waterfall of earth. and stones, 
with no water. 

One of the purposes of this toy scene is to 
conquer the backyard fence and the horrors of 
the alley. So to the rearward of our niotm- 
tains and on the hither side of the back fence 
let US i)lant Unw pines two feet high, worth 
half a dollar apiece, rictween the right-hand 
nioujitain and the house plant tb.ree maples, 
two close to the moimtain and one nearer the 
house. These maples will vary in height from 
two or three feet, and will cost half a dollar 
a maple. 

On the left-hand west fence suspeiul a 
broivze lantern, which will give a dim garden 
light for $3. From the pond to the house three 
stepping-stones lead — round flat rocks, obtain- 
able in a vacant lot or on a sea-beach. On 
the left-hand side u! the garden two more 
ma])les should be set, one up against the moun- 
tain and the second in a direct line nearer the 
house. 

I'or the work of cementing the pond, mold- 
ing the momitains, and transplanting the trees, 
the labor of two men for three days, charging 
$3 a day, will be required. , . , 

We shall then have a vista, a pigny per- 
spective, instead of slats and ashheaps. 

If, however, one has such wealth of land 
as .25 X 25 feet represent, a Japanese garden 
can be built for ^i^o. The general lines of 
make-up will be the same as that of the 6x6 
achievement. Our pond may well be shaped 
like; the map; of ■ It^ly, with a length of thirr 



teen feet and a width at the toe of nine feet. 
Two twelve-inch plants meeting on three piles, 
mid-stream, will lead over its tapering end. 
The mountains will tower three and a half and 
four feet, respectively. Four Norway maples 
seven feet high, will rise skyward behind the 
mountains, and will. blot out -the back fence.,._ 

Between the mountains a storie lantern 
rises three' feet high. It i& .built of five pieces 
• of stone, and culminate^ in a fat cap; .$25 will

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ARTISTIC FEN'CING 

That a twisted-wire fence and its unpaintcd 
posts may become a thing of beauty as well 
as of mere use, may become a joy that will be 
fresh and green all the year round, sounds a 
bit more. ii|iprobable than the facts warrant. 

My neighbor over the way has inclosed his 
six-acre nursei-y within a wire fence embow- 
ered with beauty as nearly all the year round 
as the climate permits. What this rich man 
does on a large scale, the poorer man may ap- 
proach, stc]) by step yearly, as his means per- 
mit, on a small scale. 

This ideal fence must be adapted, by each 
convert, to his, or her climatic limitations. To 
achieve the desired result, one needs, first, 
taste and some leisure, and an old fence, stone 
wall, or wire fence. 

At each post of the wire fence plant some- 
thing evergreen or nearly so, to furnish an all-^ 
the-ycar round basis. English ivy and the 
hard}' honeysuckles are practically never with- 
out their green leafage. Dwarfed evergreens, 
the arbor-vitac, the ordinaiy cedars, spruce 
and firs, with a blue cedar now and then if one 
has available cash, these set at intervals, fur- 
nish- a working basis that will suggest to the 
worker yearly additions. 

Then, here and there, to flotfrish over tlie 
wire supports, must be all the hardy vines db- 
tainidjle; vines that will bloom in their season, 
and vines that never bloom, but, so long as a 
leaf is left upon them, will glow like a mass 
of flowers with their wealth of mottled yellow, 
white, green, and bronze foliage. 

Each year these masses need more room, 
and care must be taken not to see the varieties 
too thickly at first. One must think of the 
final result, and leave, at least fifteen feet of 
space between the various running plants, that 
each may become a mass, a distinguishable 
quantity, before meeting -and mingling with 
its neighbors at the right and left. Otherwise 
the different varieties cannot be sufficiently 
localized to bring out all their beauties, and 
the result will be too mixed for real beauty. 

Clumps of weigala, the Japanese quince, 
lilacs, syringes — every known flowering bush 
or shrub — are set closely to the fencing, be- 
tween the masses of running vines. 

Is the idea clear to the mind of the reader ? 
Then perhaps the list of plants that blooined 
on last year's fence may be acceptable,' as 
suggesting when one's own possibilities 
may be. 

In early spring, the ivies put out their buds, 
the shrubbery g:'cn' pink-tinted long before a 
leaf could hope to buns'L forth, and the ever- 
greens took on a fresher tint ; preen. 

Then came the early stars of thv jessamine, 
the golden bells of the aburnum, and' the 
forsythias ; later, the purple and white wis- 
tarias; the white and lavender lilacs came for 
service on Decoration Day, and their cousin, 
the syrlnga, arrived for the June picnics, and 
was soon followed by the old-fashioned cin- 
namon and bush-roses. Then came the low. 
bush white roses, the masses of the "running 
roses," the early red "prairies," and the later 
"rambcrs" of crimson, white and yellows. Plow 
the n-iasses glowed and xlcil with the green- 
and-gold-mottlcd vines and variegated leafed 
shrubs, each mass seeming a third larger than 
it was the ye;ir before. 

Then came September, and certain masses 
of long-drawn-out greennesses on the fence 
suddenly changed in a day to long, fleecy 
whitenesses, a mass of star-like bridal drap- 
ei-ies that filled the air with their |)erfunic. 

Here and there glowed clum])s of the 
double, silkcn-tissucd hollyhocks, the statel.}^ 
jntrplc-hued althaes, domes of blue and pink 
hv'drangcas. 

To all tliesc possilde charms Avas added, 
licre and there, a wealth of the amjjelopsis, or 
so-called l!(.iston ivy, ready to receive its bril- 
liant colorings at the proper moment from 
Jack Im-usi's paint-box. , 

Peacocks and pheasants clipped out of the 
evergreen shrubs, posts and arches clippecj 
with mathematical precision out of the p'rivet 
hedge, each have their admirers; but can the 
primness of a mechanically square-edged 
hedge outwcigii in its claim for beauty the 
charm of the easy grace of our wire-fence 
hedge that shows new i)liascs of beauty each 
month in the ye.'ir?— Sara .M. C. Aldrich 

STORE CELERY FOR WINTER 

When gardens are cbvered with snow- 
drifts, or the ground is frozen hard, it is a 
difficult matter to get at the celery which is 
banked up there. We prevent this difficulty 
by planting ours in the cellar, just before the 
arrival of heavy frost. W'e do not bank it up, 
but keep it growing vigorously in the garden 
until frost time, when it is carefully taken up, 
leaving a considerable- quantity of earth on 
the roots, and planted in a row along the cel- 
lar wall. We water it immediately after re- 
planting, and after that at intervals of about 
a week, or whenever it shows signs of bein.g 
too dry. Care must be taken not to pour water ' 
on the leaves, and newspapers may be hung 
up at the windows to exclude the light.

stare at the m*an wiio doesn't. ' 

The little guns have been ready and wait- 
ing for their inning this half dozen years, but 
ihcy have been kept out by the manufacturers 
and jobbers who were heavily stocked with 
larger weapons and not yet ready for the 
change Now they have yielded to the de- 
mand and the smallfbbre is,' to become a fad. 
Very soon as can expect to hear that a i6 or-20 
wjll do all tlie work. of a 12 and do it cleaner' 
and better. • ■ 

However, there is 'a; good de^ of warrant 
in reason and common sense for the appearance 
of lighter and narrower gage gnus foi- upland 
shooting. Game laws arc steadilv restricting 
the number of birds that arc allowed to a gun 
in a day or a season, and it is not to be dis- 
imtcd that there is more pleasure in cutting 
down a dozen quail with a close-shooting 20 
gage than with a 12 or a 10. .Tt is a more 
spoi-tstUanlike weapon, too, and sportsmanship 
is rightly receiving its chance these days. 

The danger to the small-bore is in making 
a fad of it, for, as a rule, fads do not live \ cry 
long, while for certain work the clever little 
weapon dcscr\'cs to remain with us a!wa\s. 
There is something nnrcasnnable in driving an 
ounce ar.d a cjuartcr of shot at a little bird like 
Bob White Avhich gets up fearlcssl}' at your 
feet and is riddled laefore he has gone twenty 
yards. 

' Long ago the' narrower gages shotild have 
appealed to people for shooting such game as 

quail, grouse; woodcock, and snipe, in fact, any 
bird of the u]jlands. The onh' danger to guard 
against i^ that of crediting the little piece with 
r|ua!ities which it (li)cs not possess. It should 
always be remembered thai the larger the gage 
of a shotgun the greater its range and power. 
This not only because the big gages will drive 
a heavier load of shot, but they will handle 
large shot to better advantage. 
...- A i2-gage gun will put as many number 
"six shot into a bird as a 16 will sevens, and 
;;that the sixes will kill farther is something 
that hardly needs to he stated. In spite of this, 
when a bird is dead you cannot make him any 
deader, and this-is the p'oint we are tryingUo 
make for the little guns — for certain work 
•ithey have all the power necessary. 

In quail, wookcock. snipe, dove and rufifcd 
.grouse shooting ninety per cent of the game 
is killed under thirty yards, and this amount 
.will be accounted for with the same certainty 
whether the gunner is armed with a 20 bore 
or a 10. E\'en the remaining ten per cent will 
not be all misses through the fault of the gun, 
for a well-choked 20-gage is deadly up to 
thirty-tive yards, and a 16 cmly falls two or 
three yards hehiurl a 12 in maximum range; 
hence the conclusion that in u[)land shooting 
there would be very little difTcrence in the size 
of the bag whether the arm used was a 20 or 
a 12, while in the pleasure derived the balance 
would be all in favor of the little weapon. 
; One popular error in regard to small-bore 
jguns needs correction. They do not shoot 
closer than the large bores. Comparing the 
diameter of a 20-gage barrel with an S it is 
natural to assunu: that the narrow tubes will 
hold their shot (.-hargc the closer. However, 
thei"e is another I'actDr in sliiitguii halistics tliat 
is not gencrall}' consiflered. Any of the gages 
depend for their pattern on the amount of 
choke placed in the barrel. 

.\ lo-gage will beai' contracting or clnikiui; 
at the muzzle up to forty thousandths of an 
inch, a 20-bore but half of that; the result is 
that both weapons will pattern into precisely 
the same sizt of circle at any distance. An 
8»-gagc will pattern into a thirty-inch circle at 
'forty yards, and a 2S cannot be made tr) do 
better than that. .\ letter to any prominent 
gunl)ui!der will cnnlirm this statement.

FLY CASTING VERSUS BAIT FISHING 

( P.y Will I). .Moyer") 
.\ genuine fl_\'-c;isi ci' makes 110 idle hoa.-i 
when he s\\'ears b_\- .all his tackle that he would 
"rather catch t'lx'c trout or black' bass on a fly 
than to clrag out lifteen on bait." In liait ■ 
fishing the fish is so tightly hooked, so far 
down his throat, that in the case of a small 
trout it is almost impossible to remove the 
hook without killing the fish. There is fun in 
bait-fishing, of course, lots of it. too. but the 
usual tackle used l)y the l)ait-f'-hcr generally 
precludes the jiossibllity of the lish escaping. 
It also eliminates certain heart thrills— the 
heritage of the man with the fly. 

To hv. sure, in certain streams and under 
certain conditions the fl}' cannot be success- 
/ fuUyused j/th.B; little mountain streams where 
/•'riiere is no rdom to cast, or in the larger 
; streams when the water is not clear. But be- 
ing once broken in to the fly-casting art, you 7' 
will hot frequent those streams so much from 



choice, but as the opening of the season draws 
near you will find yourself looking over the 
grounds for the "fly streams." 

Only those who have used the fly have 
discovered and can appreciate the true fighting 
(jualitics of the trout. The same applies to 
the black bass also, as far as fighting abilities 
are concerned, and there has never yet; come 
under my observation a bass stream thpt could 
not be successfully "flied," that is, when the 
.water is clear. The readiness with which you 
can get away for a fly-fishing trip is remark- 
able, for all that is usually necessary, if one 
is careful in replenishing the fly-book, is to 
grab rod, creel, fly-book and reel ; there is 
no hustling around half a day trying to fintl 
bait. 

The reasons wh}' this snort is so fascinating 
are man}-. Your tackle must be light or it can- 
not be handled with success and the lighter the 
rod within reason, the better quality it must of 
necessity be and the best is always cheapest 
in the end. And you are bound to take a 
keener delight in the ownership of fine outfit 
of rod, line, reel, leaders and flies than 3'ou 
would in "any old thing." Having a light rod, 
say five ounces, you must use correspondingly 
iight lines, leaders anr! f'ics; leaders always 
single ranging from the size of a hair for the 
"midge" flies, to heavier grades for heavier 
flics, none of which are tied on hooks as large 
as those for bait-fishing for trout and bass. 
Now, then, get fast to a twelve-inch trout on 
a fly with a No. 14 hook with a four or five 
ounce rod to handle him with. Perhaps you'll 
laud him. perhaps you won't; there's nothing 
\ ery certain as to the results, but you will have 
something to remember at any rate and your 
opinion of the little fellow will have grown 
considerably in his favor. ]f he does get awa}', 
the knowledge that he is still in the stream 
unharmed and may rise to your flies just the 
same way some other day, will be your con- 
solation. A real fisherman's' heart is not 
broken if he does lose the big fellow — that is 
to be expected — or even if the creel be empty 
at the close of day ; the enjo3'^ment of a day 
spent in the mountains or meadows is ample 
payment both in health and knowledge. It 



naturally follows that one is prouder of an 
achievement made possible through his or her 
skill, and while it docs not necessarily follow 
that to be successful with a fly one must be 
an expert, it docs require care and practice. 
— Recreation. . ; ■' '[ 



■ GAME HAWKING ON THE PLAIN 

Partridge hawkii.g, like grouse hawking, 
has become of late years a more severe test 
than ever of the trained peregrine, and of her 
owner and all wdio arc concerned in prepar- 
ing her for that trying ordeal. For, even 
granting that a suitable country can be ob- 
tained — which is increasingly difficult in the 
face of the erroneous notion that hawking 
"drives the game off the land" — the task of 
finding competent markers and of approaching 
the coveys within reasonable distance in open 
country grows steadily greater. Moreover, 
strange as it may seem, the weather is not 
what it was in old-fashioned .Septembers. 
High wdnds arc now the rule rather than the 
exception. jjright skies — which tempt the 
high-fed falcon to soar — alternate with drizzly 
rains or tempestuous .showers, forcing the 
wretched falconer to provide somehow an arti- 
fical or improvised shelter for his hawks un- 
less he chooses to risk the chance of letting 
them catch a dangerous and possibly fatal at- 
tack of croaks. Out of half a dozen of the 
eyries where peregrines arc still allowed by 
the horde of plunderers to breed, not more than 
one or two can he expected to produce cyesses 
which have the least aptitude lor mounting. 
There are, it is true, still just a few of the 
famous breeding places, which half a century 
ago sent historic peregrines to be hawked and 
trained b)' such masters of the art as Major 
Fisher, Mr._ Freeman, and I\Ir. Newcomc. And 
from one at least of these, came most of the 
splendid tiercels, w'hich in this year of grace 
1909 have been doing yeoman .service on the 
same grand tableland of Wiltshire, where rook 
hawks are annually flown by the old Hawking 
Club. In spite of many new obstacles and 
drawbacks, wdiich tend to spoil the western 



part of the Plain, it is still capable of affording 
the best opportunity in England for a, really 
good flight at partridges. For no partridge 
in the world can fly stronger than these deni- 
zens of the open down, while none are so well 
aware of the formidable character of the wing- 
ed enemies which, in the shape of wild 
peregrines, make, their daily visit through the 
upper air to these wild-swept solitudes. A 
day here with a first-rate team of peregrines in 
early September will, therefore, afford to the 
appreciative spectator a programme of sport 
differing little, if at all, in merit from lihe best 
Avhich could be seen on the moors of Sutherland 
or Caithnes^s. Here is a specimen of-wliat is 
at this very time occurring. ■ , \ 

A long line of men in skirmishing order — 
thirty yards between each, while walking 
through roots or clover, and forty or more 
while walking through the stubbles or the thin, 
tall grass — [jroceeds at a rapid- pace across the 
gently sloping ground; ' A covey is ' walked 
up, and goes, as usual, out pf sight, oyer the 
■ridge.' But there. is a marker in that'direbtion, 
and the whole party make straight for his jiost 
of obser\'ation. The birds have gone to the 
near corner of a huge patch of swedes. Rut 
how far they will have run before we can gel 
to the spot no one can tell. However, the old 
staunch setter— well accustomed to play the 
part on such occasions — is sent on to qu.?.rter 
the ground, while' we form in line again, and 
go slowly 'forwards. In five minutes there is 
a point. Off with 'the hood of the oldest tier- 
cel — a thrice moulted eyess nearly through the 
moult. The hawk makes three very big rings, 
•and towers over us, facing the dog,- nearly 
a quarter of a mile high. Now for getting the 
birds up. W'e rush in at the double. But be- 
fore we get level, with the dog the tierccrs 
winding course has taken him down wind a 
bit. A\n<l he is still farther off, with head 
turned rather away,, when the cpyey gets up 
forty yards ahead, and mak:es',iike mad for 
the plantation in front of us up "wind. We 
ought to have walked 'the birds up down wind, 
of course. But that would have involved a 
delay of some twenty minutes, and time is 
valuable. Will the hawk be able to come up 



Umbrella Handles 



Models for the coming season arc larger 
and heavier than usual. No doubt the influence 
of Gallic taste has been accentuated by Amer- 
ican selection, for the French woman likes a 
large, solid umbrella. Handles are thicker, 
and permit of a dififcrcnt style of ornamenta- 
tion from the smaller and I 'linucr stick. Brown 
black and invisible green have ceased to be 
the only colors considered suitable to ward off 
rain. Doubtless impro\^ei;: cnt in the process 
of dyeing has something to do with this. 
Green silk, of a rather blight tint, is very 
much used, as well as blue, chestnut brown, 
Indian red and shades of purple. The Parisian 
is carrying an expensive umbrella with a 
cover of shot silk, : In-ough which a pattern is 
wrought. As silk mvst be of gooci quality to 
make tinting at all feasible for exposure to 
climate, its in-ice naturall)' mounts prctt}- high, 
rh.e handle is one of the stones foimd in some 
]i,uts of Italy and in .Switzerland, usually in 
the form of a ball, lepeating the leading color 
i>f the silken ground. Set in claws of gold or 
silver, these stones are most beautiful. 

At the fashionabl; resorts on the Continent 
all sorts of articles made of these stones are 
on sale. They decorate the daintiest of little 
shops, and the vendors gather up their goods 
when the season closes in one district and 
follow the gay \\orld on to the next resting 
])lace. A favorite finish to an umbrella is a 
gaily-tinted butterfly on a leaf made of the 
same stone as the ball that composes the han- 
dle. It is frequently perched just wlicrc 
the frame opens. The carved birds that were 
in favor in summer for parasols have assumed 
a duller plumage, and are perched on some of 
the new season's umbrellas. .Such a pretty 
thing as a carved a]")])le or an orange is very 
fanciful. Curious are the heads of negroes 
car\ed grotesquelx- out of ivory, brown and 
cream. The heads of di:)gs are done in similar 
st_\ le, anil, indeed, man_\- ladies specially order 
a carved design in ivoi-y cir in wood. 

The ])lain crook haiulle usually has most 
attraction for the woman who walks a great 
deal. On shopping expeditions it may be 
hung over the arm and forgotten until it is 
wanteil again. Most po]:)ular, too, are the um- 
brella bracelets made of knotted silk, or some- 
times consisting of a silver ring wide enough 
to slip over the arm. The crook, when i)re- 
fcrred. is tipped with sih cr. or even gold. .Such 
a iinish as ;i crocjk oi- ring of the Chinese jade, 
wdiich is so popular just now -with a touch of 
gold on it. is one of the most elegant ideas of 
the moment. The woman who ])la3's golf fan- 
cies a miniature set of clubs in silver, and 
fhe horsey one likes a leather loop to slij* over 
her arm, or a stirrup neatly imitated in silver 
or platinum. As to the ardent bridge player, 
she probably selects one of the many devices 
that conceal a silver or a gold-mounted pencil 
case. .'\t a touch the case springs out of the 
handle, and is useful for many j^urposcs. A 
watch is sometimes liked, and sueli a con- 
trivance as a neatly-adjusted purse has been 
shown. : ■ , ■ ■■, ■ 

Name-plates are very popular, probably be- 
(;ause .so many umbrellas' are lost or removed 
frouT stands by mistake. In increasing num- 
bers siiopp are making special arrangements ' 
by means of which Umbrellas arc left in proper 



care while their owners -are engaged in shop- 
])ing. W'omen's clubs are peculiarly liable to 
a form of error that has become ])rovcrbial. 
The number of mcmbei's and of visitors who 
are depri\ed of expensive anil much-prized 
property through carelessenss on the part of 
their fellows is extraordinary, liven possibili- 
ties of loss or of theft, however, cannot per- 
suade the Englisli woman to relinquish the 
satisfaction she feels in a really tasteful and 
serviceable umbrella.

Avith the birds before tficy reach the covert? It 
seems- impossible. But the .long, slanting 
stoop uj) wind brings him down with a speed 
incredible to the uninitiated. Increasing in 
velocity as he nears the earth, the tiercel runs 
up to the hindmost bird almost as if he was 
standing still, though he is travelling at some- 
thing like a mile a minute. We can see a 
partridge fall as he rushes by the covey — fifty 
yards from the covert-side. Then he throws 
up to above the sky line of the fir plantation. 
But he docs not come down on the victim, as 
most of us expected. Never mind, we shall 
pick it up when we get there. But that bird 
. is never found. He must have run from where 
he fell into the covert. 

The falconer has produced his lure; the 
tiercel must be taken down. But he is in high 
condition — a shade too high for him to care 
much about the dead lure. He waits on in 
hopes that we will put up another bird for him. 
:And his waiting on partakes of the nature of 
soaring. Let us hurry back on our traces. 
There may be a bird behind us in the roots. 
But suddenly the tiercel begins to "fly." There 
is something at the far end of the plantation to 
the right. And now he stoops — another long, 
slanting descent, with a sharp bend at the end. 
Just before he takes the rpiarr}- we see that it 
is a woodpigeon, avIiosc evil destiny has 
prompted tim to come across towards the open 
at the A'cry wrong moment. Upon that wood- 
pigeon milord is accordingly taken up, and we 
return from whence we came, ready to find 
another covey for another old tiercel. In half 
an hour wc have walked up a vcrj' big family 
— more than fifteen birds. And — providentially 
— they stop in a patch of clover, a quarter of a 
mile from any plantation. No need now of 
the dog. We walk at our best pace towards 
the clover. When half-way there we throw oft 
our hawdc. He mounts splendidly, and is soon 
"mountains high." Bad look-out for the covey 
if it rises' now ! But, as we seem" almost to 
have passed the spot where it was marked 
down, a single bird gets up. His shrift is 
short. Before he has gone fifty yards the old 
tiercel scoops him up with the appearance of 
great ease, coming with the smooth gliding 
motion of the practiised performer, and without 
any sign of effort. Last season that tiercel took 
about thrity brace of partridges, young' and 

Well, there arc plenty, more of the "big 
covey left, though immediately the; Hawk had 
. stooped several got up in all directions, one at 
■ a time. We were, of coiirse, standing stock 
still, while the falconer went and picked up 
the tiercel. Now for a younger hawk — an 
eyess of this year. He also mounts Avell, 
though it is his first chance at a real flight in 
the field. lie seems to know, to a certain ex-, 
tent, wdiat the line of beaters means, and 
keeps pretty well overhead. But it is difficult 
to rout another bird out. And, again, the 
hawk's head is turned the wrong way when 
one is induced to quiet his shelter in the. thick 
clover. Never mind ; the little hawk is so high 
that distance along the ground matters little. 
Coming round in the air, and flying for a 
few strokes of the wing, as if to steady him- 
self, he "turns over," and, with a masterly 
stoop, clutches the fast-flying partridge in a 
firm grasp. He will be "fed up" now. F'irst 
blood, and no mistake made. Better leave 
well alone. 

Then wc fly a haggard falcon, captured in 
Holland last November. She waits on with the 
unstudied ease of the finished expert. Her 
stoop looks almost carelegs in its seeming 
insouciance and "abandon." But she picks up 
the old cock partridge almost as a swallow 
takes a fly. And, carr3'ing him on to a nice 
open fallow field, clear of the mess of clover 
and roots, she stands there, conspicuous b}' 
the contrast of her cream white gorge against 
the background of dark Ijrown earth. As soon 
as the falconer can walk across to her, she is 
taken up and regaled with the head and ncclc 
of the pelt. Then wc have another hour's 
walk. And we have adventures. One of the 
old tiercels, kept waiting on for a very long 
time, is tempted by a lark, which we put up. 
He stoops at it, perhaps more in play than in 
earnest. .And, having, by bad luck, struck it, 
he goes up to the soar, with the small bird in 
his foot. And a |)recious dance he leads us. 
The danger is that ;i wild peregrine will come 
up, and that our friend will go off [)laying with 
it. i\lan3- a good hawk has l)cen lost that ^^13'. 
h'grtunately, no such contretemps occurs; and 
at length, after .'vve. have followed lum for a 
!nile or so down wind, he tires of the soar, and 
comes to the live lure, dropping the dead lark 
as he comes. • 

So the day wears on. .F.ach partridge killed 
means several miles of walking. Our success is 
chiefly due. no doubt, to the excellent waiting 
on of the well-trained hawks. Bu*^ also partly 
to the accident that, while one of them was 
waiting on, we were able to walk right into the 
middle of a big covey, and thus effectually 
scattered it to the four winds. Towards the 
close of the day an old tiercel, kept waiting

Anyway 
he , ha4 never constructed a fireplace, whidi is 
the point " ill question, these two cohditions 
made Timson, the mason, and the fircphices 
possible as a combination.

Wlicn they had reached the top of the fire- 
places the owner became anxious, "Now we 
can stop," said he.

When all had been removed down to a 
level below that of the first floor and nothing 
remained but the stone foundation eight feet 
square, they lool< a l)rcathing spell. 

"Looks solid," said Timson,

the small opening in question. The iron, find- 
ing no resistance,, slipped from his hand and 
disappeared — then there was a hollow thud. 

"Oven," said Timson, aufl they went be- 
low and investigated. Sure cnougli, there was 
the old opening bricked u[). This they re- 
moved and discovered a considerable ch;im- 
ber with a domed lop, through which filtered 
a ray of light. 

"Better cave it in," said Timson. "If it 
were solid we could leave it as an ash pit, but 
iu isn't worth while to rebuild it," 

They caved in the oven, and removed the 
rubbish. The stones v;ere piled on the floor. 
The mason wanted to remove these with the 
dirt, so as to have the pleasure of bringing 
them back again. 

"They'll be in the way," said he. 

"Xonscnsc," said Timson, "let Mike start 
on the mortar and we'll put these all back 
with the best of the old brick to level up with. 
Look on your plan and see where the wall is 
to be torn out for the heater flue and vent." 
But the mason did not understand plans very 
well, and had to be shown. "'Phesc enter a 
foot below the floor timbers. .Mlow for a 12 
.\' 12 and an 8 X 8. The little chap follows the 
other. He, being a vent, needs warmth and 
society. 

While Timson is^ building his foundation, 
let us digress for the benefit of those who are 
not familiar with the old time chimney. The 
type in question, which is common through- 
out New England, is large and occurs in the 
centre of the house. The little old stairway 
encloses it on the front, the flanking front 
rooms on the sides, and the old kitchen on 
the rear. li^ach room has a fireplace. When 
an old house has gone, one frequently sees 
the chimney standing intact. With its large 
base it is like a monument. This base Avas of 
rough stone, frequently laid in clay, lhe brick 
fireplaces alone beini; laid in mortar. Stone 
was used largely in tiie Ijody of lhe chimney 
proper. Wooden beams were built into it ; 
often as lintels, but more frec|uently withouu 
evident [)ur]jnse. It was built close to the 
woodwork \\ hene\'er the builder took a notion, 
and the marvel of it all is that these houses 
stood so long without being burned. The old 
chimney is a constant menace. One never 
knows of its condition and construction, hid- 
den as it is behind wooden walls. This is 
why Timson razed his example to the founda- 
tion. 

"When reconstructed, the interval between 
stonework aiu1 the underside of the wooden 
frame was closed with bricks and mortar, and 
one course above that laid close to the verti- 
cal face. The space on the flooring under 
the stairs was also laid with one course of 
brick anrl mortar. These precautions were to 
exclude rodents, which had formerh' roamed 
at will. .Above this [joint the masonry was 
kept at least nvo inches from all woodwork-. 

The onl\- brick ohtainatjle were a hit of 
left-overs frf)in the local "grab-ljaR." These 
were not beauties, but were serviceable. I'^or 
the front work they required considerable cull- 
ing, and as time went on and the mason still 
dared call for more "good" brick, the profanity 
which accompanied the process grew more 
and more full of invention. 

When )'-on wish to i;ct . :in\'lliing in the 
country you ha\'e to wail f(.)r it. Timson nv- 
(lered iron throats and dani|)ers for the fire- 
])laces, and tile flue linings, a?id they Averc 
about two weeks in cnniing, when it should 
have taken but two days. In the meantime 
the work stopped, and there was about to be- 
gin a general sucking of thumbs when Timson 
started them in to clean the stone lintel. They 
tried everything obtainable, including sand 
and muriatic acid — no good. The cleansing 
bath t^ot dirtr, and that was all. Finally they 
had to retool two faces of each stone, and this 
necessary sidestep kept all hands but Timson 
out of mischief. He, in the meanwhile, con- 
cocted a scheme for using black bricks in pat- 
tern in the large fireplace. 

When they came to level up the hearths, 
it was discovered that the three floors were 
not on a level with one another. The mason 
scratched iiis ear. "Alake them all one inch 
above the old floor and we'll level up each 
room by itself. 'J'he inch will give leeway 
enough to come and go on." On this basis 
the chimney proper was started, and, viewed 
from the attic, it looked like an old-time fort 
seen from an airship, j., , 



The fireplaces were of two patterns; the 
two and one half-foot, and the three-foot were 
straight back, while that of the four-footer 
was of tlie inclined type. Each back, as. well 
as the jambs wefe^ tied together •vvith"bUn(i 
headers while the back lining was free except 
for a slight bind at the angles with the jamb. 
The exception to this was the enclosed por- 
tion of the large fireplace back, in which 
short black headers were let into the lining 
to help hold it in place. As the back suffers 
most from heat, it was thus possible to re- 
place such work in case of deterioration, with- 
out interfering with the rest of the fireplace. 

Air spaces were built flanking the jambs 
except when the large heater flue effected the 
purpose for one side of the smaller fireplace 
and an ei.ght-inch space was left back of an 
eight-inch wall for the entire length of the 
side next the stairs. These air spaces were 
sealed up at a point above the fireplaces. 

Thh pattern in the black brick broke the 
mason's heart; it was far from easy. It had 
been used so as to get better brick than could 
be had by using the whole article. This large 
fireplace was the last to be finished, and nat- 
urally came in for the leaviiiR's, 

The old chimney had run straight from the 
large old fireplace and topped out near the 
centre of the. building. The flues of the small- 
er fireplaces were, therefore, raked over to en- 
ter it. In the new work the process was to be 
reversed, as a passage was desired' across the 
well wdicre the old chimney had been. This 
brought tlie new top nearer the front. 

The heater flue, which started from the 
cellar, was cement lined to a point on a level 
with the fireplace throat, where it received^'the 
tile. 

The smoke chambers were built in the most 
approved form, having a ledge at the rear of 
the throat with a curved corner. This was 
supposed to act as a sort of rudder to the in- 
evitable back draft and send it over against the 
damper, which in turn repelled it up the chim- 
ney again, about its business. The chamber, 
immediately after leaving the level of the 
stone cap, began to gather in so as to eventtt- 
ally embrace the floor proper. This construc- 
tion is more or less on the dome order, and is 
self-supporting. The walls were still eight 
inches thick, the inside irregularities being 
evened with cement. 

The masonry climbed higher. The flues 
began to collect and huddle together. As the 
unenclosed tile lay, they looked like clam 
necks stretched upward. The masonry around 
the tile was only one brick thick with half- 
inch joints of mortar between it and the lat- 
ter. When these wer^ collected- in a straight - 
stack they touched one another, but owing to 
the different heights at which they had start- 
ed and their varying runs their joins did not 
come opposite one another. When the tile 
assumed an upright position, it was not cut to 
fit the angle of the one below it, but laid whole 
and the gap on th^ inside filled out with'cc-. 
ment. • 

"Mason," said Timson, "what's the matter 
with those black brick you dipped in lamp- 
black and turpentine? It's rubbing off." 

"Well, it began to rub and I painted it over 
the other morning before you got here. When 
we dippctl them first, we left thein over night 
and \viped them off with an old brush in the 
morning; didn't dare try it when I painted 
them over for fear they'd rub. Ought to have 
had a little oil in the dye." 

"Guess you had better rub it off, clean up 
and go at it again. Use oil enough to hold it 
this time," 

The five flues were collected together and 
the straight run commenced, much to the re- 
lief of everyone. All at once the mason an- 
nounced that he had gotten a "hog" in the 

chimney.

Courses aren't le\el — run round 
like a screw-thread — don't meet, just run,"

ferent heights did it. Get il out." 

The mason at once got at it and after some 
brick-sijlilling had it leveled up. h'rom then 
the work went on merrily. 

The cliimnc}-, as it topjjcd oiit above the 
roof, carried eight flues including the cellar 
vent, and measured four feet square. yV 
three-inch stone cap surmounted it, and it 
looked more than monumental, — Country Lite 
in America.

Lady Cardigan, born Adeline dc Horsey, 
lost her mother when she was only 19,' and 
this fact seems to be the only excuse which 
charit>' itself could invent for the career now 
luifolded to us. Of her dead mother she 
si)eaks decently and affectionately, the wid- 
owed father who brought her uj) she only 
mentions in order to illustrate his scandalous 
immorality. Agreeably to her plan of men- 
tioning everyone by name, she enumerates a 
string ofe con.spicuous men who sought her 
hand in marriage; she tells us that in 1849 she 
became engaged to the eldest son of the first 
Don Carlos, and was sailuted by Lord Brough- 
am as the future Queen of Spain. The corre- 
spondence relating to their engagement, and 
to the circumstances which terminated it, 
forms one of the- few ■ episodes in the' book 



which are interesting without being scandal- 
ous. 

Among the friends of the De Horseys was 
the famous, or perhaps one should say the no- 
torious, Lord Cardigan, who was tried by his 
peers for. fightitig a duel wfith a subaltern, and 
who led the charge of the Light Brigade at 
Balaclava. Lord Cardigan married unhappily, ' 
as was the case with most of the people men- 
tioned in this book, and Avas separated, 
though not divorced, from his wife. In 1857 
Mr. and jMiss dc Horsey went to stay with 
Lord Cardigan at Deene Park, in Northamp- 
tonsiiire, and "this visit was destined to 
change ;,the whole • of 'the young lady's' life." 
Miss d^ Horsey was now thirty-three and 
Lord Cardigan sixty. ■ He followed his guests 
on their return to London, and very soon "his 
m.arked attentions became the topic of much 
spiteful and jealous gossip. . - . Society 
was scandalized because I had the courage to 
ride and drive with a married man who had 
an unfaithful wife," Mi.ss de Horsey's .father 
and brothers were naturally perturbed, and 
begged her to reconsider her ways ; whereupon 
"I ordered my horse Don Juan to be brought 
round, and I rode away to libertj'-" in "a 
charming little furnished house in Norfolk 
street, Park Lane." One morning in the sum- 
mer of 1858 Lord Cardigan burst i\\o the 
house, and thus feelingly announced his wife's 
demise: "My doa^rest, she's dead — let's get 
married at once." ;;But here .Miss de Horsey's 
delicacy overcame her inclinations. "As I did 
not wish to insult the memory of the dead 
woman, who had shown me so many kind- 
nesses, I refused to marry Cardigan until some 
time had elapsed. ... In September I 
left London for Cowes, I then went on board 
Lord Cardigan's )'-acht, the Airedale, where he 
and a party of friends were awaiting me, and 
we sailed for Gibraltar. . . . On the 28th 
September, 1858, mj^ marriage took place at. 
the Military Chapel, Gibraltar. . . .We 
gave a ball on the yacht in the evening." One 
cannot wonder that, at a later stage . in her 
narrative. Lady Cardigan writes: "The late 
Queen was most kind to me when I 
was young, but I fear the way in which I de- 
fied convention before I married Lord Cardi- 
gan did not prepossess' her favorably to me," 
Lord Cardigan died in 1868, leaving his vast 
wealth, to his widow for her life, and then to a 
cousin called Robert Bruce. 'T Ibofeed deli- 
cate in those days," genially writes Lady Car- 
digan, "and my death would indeed have beeri 
a good thing for Robert; but forty years have 
passed, and he is still waiting for his inherit- 
ance!" . And again, "I can amuse myself, with 
singing and playing; my business faculties arc 
as keen as ever; I have a good digestion, and 
can enjoy my dinner, heedless of any new- 
fashioned fads ahout food. I sleep as peace- 
fully as a child, and my doctor says I shall 
live to be ia hundred." Plea.sant for .'^.ItSb- 
ert"! 

The next adventure in Lady Cardigan's 
life is so remarkable that it must be recorded 
in detail. Lady Beaconsfield died in Decerii- 
ber, 1872, and Disraeli lost not only his wife 
but the jointure which she had enjoyed as the 
widow of Mr. Wyndham Lewis. In 1873 he 
proposed to the widowed Lady Cardigan, 'Who 
excels herself when ;he gives her reason' foir 
hesitating to accept him. In her perplexity 
she took counsel with his present Majesty, 
then Prince of Wales, who sagaciously re- 
marked that he did not think the marriage 
would be a happy one for the bride, and sO 
Disraeli retired, for once in his life, dtscotlir 
fited. 

But Lady Cardigan's matrimonial adven- 
tures were not yet at an end. On the 28th of 
August, 1873, she- married a handsome Portu- 
guese, the Count de Lancastre, whorh she had 
met in Paris; but unfortunately the Count 
could not stand our English winters, and, after 
a few years, returned to Paris, wdiere Lady 
Cardigan "constantly went to visit him," 
though making her home at Deene. "Poor 
Lancastre !i lie died cpiite suddenly in Paris, 
and I did not even know he was ill I" "My 
second marriage greatly displeased Queen 
Victoria, as by it I took the title of Lancastre, 
which she was so fond of usirtg when she trayr 
cled incognito," One can understand a re- 
luctance to be confused with the writer of 
these "Recollections,"

The ciiuse of this disease is not 
known. 

It is almost certain that if people 
always breathed pure air, and ato 
l)r(iper food, no one wquld have tuber- 
culosis. The men wlio' spend their 
lives in trying to save human life are 



Ing their foreign neighbors. It Is said 
that not nearly so many English visit 
Italy as was the case some years ago. 
On this side of the Atlantic the form- 
ing of these little colonies of foreign- 
ers la a very common thing, but It la 
not long before thoy learn to speak 
English. 

At present the C.I^R. owns the only 
road except the V. it S, on Vancou- 
ver Island. If the plans that have 
been made succeed, this will not be 
the case much longer. The Canadian 
Northern, of which D. D. Mann is pre- 
sident, have surveyed tin; greater part 
of a long line from the Yellowhcad 
Pass, acrn.ss the valley of a little nor- 
thern river called the Canoe, to the 
North Thompson, as tai us Kainloops. 
Then the road will follow the Fraser. 
It, win bo built to Vancouver and 
V.'estminatcr, and will reach the coast 
at a place called English Bluffs, near 
the United States bouiulary. A car 
ferry will bring the train to Victoria, 
and the road will bo'contlnued across 
Vancouver Island to Barkley Sound. 
This road will be more than 800 miles 
long. 

But ralllroad companies In a new 
country cannot earn money at onco. 
So. as they must wait for their profits, 
the country which Is being opened up 
usually pays something. The C.P.R. 
and the E. & N. had large grants of 
land, but he wants the government to 
go security for the greater part of tlu; 
Interest on the money that will build 
the road. This company has built a 
great many railroads In other iiro- 
vlncea In this way, and has never had 
to ask any province to pay the Inter- 
est. Now this is too hard for your 
editor, or for any but very big boys 
who ^vilI read all about It in the 
papers, to understand. 

."Mr. iMcBrlde says that he and tlie 
other ministers have man.aged the 
buslne.ss of the province so well since 
they came into power, that they should

Thoaa' buildings also liad a big 
show of school work but I think the 
prettiest of them all was the Spokane, 
because it had so many pretty pictures, 
all made of seed, grain and graases. 

The next morning we went out early 
and as we went towards the door of 
the Alaska building we saw a man 
standlngr like a statue, with a cane in 
his hand. On going In the first thing 
I saw was the fancywork done by the 
native girls and the thiiigs made by 
tho Alaska Indians, a lot of jiressed 
llowers, some pretty little logliouses — 
they would have made lovely doll- 
houses — a lot of Indian curios, salt, 
maps, chairs made of reindeer horn, 
lumber, bcadwork, stuffed birds, fur, 
benkskln.s and water from a well eight 
fcot below salt sea, and where the 
mountain was washed away by water 
so as men could got the gold from the 
earth. The last two were done In re- 
lief work as was also the minlaure 
Copper river valley railroad, which Is 
less than 2,''>0 miles long and Is going 
to cost over ?20,000,000. ■ I also saw a 
panoramic view of Alaska which was 
too pretty to describe. 

We next went to tho Government 
building, where I saw tho coining press 
and watched a man print a silk hand- 
kerchief with the oniclal staniii of the 
exi)osltlon. This stamp was designed 
by a Seattle lady and took the artist 
who made the plate four months to 
make It and cost the IJ. S. govcu-iunent 
J800. AYe saw the models of all kinds 
of ships and a government di.'ti'ution 
cam)), the army doctors and nurses 
performing an operation, pie-tures 
made of stain jis and paper money, 
three model lighthouses ;uid llghtlio\ise 
lamps, the (lag made and presented to 
the United States by the Armc'nlan 
oriihans, a lot of army jiuckhorses, sol- 
dier.s, a. wagon used by Gen. Sheridan 
in the Civil war, a lot of cannon and 
gieut big bullets. I also saw a rock 
crusher and all the machines used on 
a farm and a man on a mower cutting 
hay. I heard the piano and violin com- 
bined play some nice music. This Is a 
new musical instrument for which a 
patent has been applied for. I saw 
the Yellowstone fails and Crater lake. 
The last is a lake of water In the 
mouth of a burnt-out volcano. I can't 
begin to tell how pretty they were. A 
dog train like they use In. the Klon- 
dike. A live seal and a lot of sponges 
and men flsbing Cor them. The fish 
were all alive and were, very pretty. 
Some of them canie from the Hawaiian 
Islands and were seen for tho first 
time away from home. There were also 
a lot of turtles and pretty shells. 
School work also formed a large part 
In this building. The lilstory of these

Witil 
some Al.gerhm soldiers he saved the 
lives of ir.,000 peo|)le. From that 
time honors and distinctions were 
heaped upon him, until his death, In 
1883.

"servant of the miglity God," we.s an 
Aral) of Algeria, born In IS07, and a, 
man of remarkable character. With 
a line and graceful figure, ;inil a body 
of great strength and (uiduranee, he 
was unsurpassed In courage, ])ro- 
foundly learned, and h.-ul high stan- 
ilards of rliitj- ,-inil honor.. He had, 
too, a powi-rful Inflin-iu-e (6r g"ooil 
over all with ■whom he came In con- 
tact. \\'hen a young man ot twenty- 
four, he left his life of study and re- 
ligious meditation to lead his people 
as Sultan ag;iinsl the French Invad- 
ers, and fur fourteen years he tried to 
fri-e Algeria from tho foreign yok<-', 
and form a great Arab nation.

Their el- 
der brother, the King of Portugal, 
sent a lleet to Ceuta, but nothing, was 
done, and Prince Fernando remained 
a iirlsoner. 

Soon the Moors were angered that 
no raJiKom was sent, and that Ceuta 
was not yielded to tliem, so Ir^ revenge 
they maltreated and starved the prince. 
Now, Ills mother "wa-s PhlUippa, the 
daughter of John of Gaunt of England, 
who had brought up her son to be a 
man worthy of his knighthood. So 
Prince Fernando bore his troubles pa- 
tientl>^, enduring all so that Ceuta 
might remain In the hands of his 
Christian countrymen. 

The Icing, his brother, tried to raise 
an army to free him, but he caught 
the iilague by which Portugal .-it that 
time was being desolated, and died 
from It. His little child, aged six, be- 
came king, and quarrels disturbed tho 
land, and tlius, as the years passed by, 
hope pf release for patient Prince Fer- 
nando grew less and less. 

Two kings In Spain, however, touch- 
ed with admiration and pity for him, 
planned to attack Tangier and release 
hini, but that only led to his being sent . 
to the King of Fez, Inland. He put 
the prince lirst in a dungeon, without 
light or ventilation, and then made 
him labor among Christian slaves. But 
Feinaii.lo was so kind to them, and 
i)i.-liavi-d so nobly, that oven the King 
of Fez expressed admiration for him. 

After ten years in prison for the 
honor of his 'country, brave Prince 
Fernando died. The Portuguese hold 
his memory very dear, and call him 
Prince Constant, The poet Caldcron, 
too, wrote n great pla\', and made him 
the hero of it. And though his life was 
seemingly offered in vain, C:euta has 
.e\-er since belonged to flie Christians; 
for when it ceasi'd to lielong to Por- 
tugal, it pas.seil into (Ik- possession of 
Ihe Spaniards. Thus, what Prince 
I'ernando gave his life for was really 
accomplished — the rule ot a Chrlsti2.n 
prince at Ceuta.

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At first sight it must be admitted that 
there does not appear to be an^'thing- which 
is decorative about the homely carrot. How- 
ever, with a little care it is possible to con- 
vert any mumber of roots into really attractive 
objecfsV.whicii will be especially , welcome to 
those iwho^inake a pastime of the iridoor'gar-" 
den, All that is necessary to carry out tlic 
plan ■ indicated jjeiow, is to ol)t;iiii some wcll- 
(!eveiopcd carrots, stumps wliich are rather 
old answering the i)urpose' best. 

Tlie carrots should be scrubbed quite clean 
with a small brush in the first place.* Then 
lake a sharp knife, and with a clean cut, sever 
the ■I'oot in such a way that the cleavage is 
made about two inches from the crown or 
upper part of the carrots. The tapering ends 
will be of no further service and may be 
tlirown away. The next step is to hollow' out 
the interior of the portions that are retained. 
This is perhaps most easily accomplished 
Avith the end of a rather blunt knife; holding 
the stump firmly in one hand while the tip 
of the implement is turned round and round. 
It is well to leave a good thickness between 
the interior of tlie carrot and the outside, and 
also to avoid boring too (lec])ly toward the 
crown. .\ great deal of the success of tiie 
amount of root at that which has been the 
top of the carrot. .\s well great care must be 
taken to avoid making a hole right through 
in any part of the' stump, as in this' case the 
portion will be quite useless. 

When all the stumps have been hollowed 
out as indicated, steps may be taken to pre- 
pare the carrots in such a way that they maj^ 
be suspended. In the first place, with a 
bradawl, or any sharply pointed instrument, 
pierce four holes in each portion. These 
should go rif^'i'.'i tlirough from the outside to 
the inside, and be about a quarter of an inch 
from the cut end as shown in the illustration. 
The holes should be exactly at the four "cor- 
ners" — if one may use the word in connection 
with an article which is nearly circular. A 
good deal depends upon arranging that each 
perforation is as nearly opposite to its fellow 
as possible. Now obtain some string which is 
rather thin, but such as will not rot easily if 
it is kept continuously wet. Cut a number of 
pieces of this about fifteen inches in length, 
allowing two portions for c\'ery carrot. Kach 
of these lengths is to be threaded through two 
of the holes in ever}- root. It will probabl)' 
not be very easy to do this by forcing the 
twine through the holes, ami the best way by 
far is to get a large needle — carrying the string 
through the openings being a simple matter in, 
this manner. When each carrot is threaded 
the pieces of string should be pulled out so 
that they all meet cpiite evenly, and then they 
ma}' be tied together firmly into a knot. If 
this has iKjt alread}- been done, any portion of 
the foliage which may be attached to the car- 
rots siiould be rcmo\-ed. 

Jl is now necessary to find some light [losi- 
tion where the stum]xs may be hung up, the 
crowns being of course downward. I'erhaps 
the l)cst place is in front of a window where 
there will be plentj' of illumination. A little 
ingenuity will be needed in order to devise 
some arrangement whereby the carrots may 
be suspended in a good situation. Any^ place 
actually on the framework of the window will 
probabl}' he too near the glass uiul it will be 
undesirable to damage tlie woodwork witli the 
i|ri\-ing in of jiins or nails. .A little temporar\- 
sbclf ma}' be impro\-iscd su])portc(l on two 
piles of books or brixcs, anrl from -this the car- 
rots ina}' be susjiended, a tack or anything that 
will keep them in place answering the purpose 
admirablj'. The next thing to do now will be 
to fill each portion of carrot with clean water. 
The following day it is likely that the root will 
have obsorbcd nearly all tlic moisture, and the 
carrot must be filled up again and kept well 
supplied all along. The \\-atcr must always 
be sweet and pure, and in nrder to keep it 
it is a good plan to jilacc in each root a tin}' 
Ium[) of cliarc'ial. 
<_)f course. 



,l;i'i)(1 (leal depends upon the 
lenii)erature of the apartment, but if the room 
is reasonabh' warm it will not be verv long 
before a number of shoots are to be obscrvcfl 
coming from the crown of the carrots. This 
will naturally tend to grow out towards the 
light, and if this were allowed to take place, 
the result \vould be a one-sided affair wdiich 
will be vers- far from attractive. The best 
\\-a}- iii which to get over the dili'iculty is to 
change the position of the carrot ever}- flay, 
first turning it one side to the light and then 
the other, so tliat an e\ en fle\-clo[nnent is en- 
couraged on cx'cr}- |)art oi the stimi[). In alxnil 
a fortnight the portion of the carrot will have 
been converted into an object of great beautv. 
From the crowns in each case long shoots of 
the well-known fern-like foliage will extend 
upwards, and any person who was not in the 
secret would be puzzled to sa} just how these 
really attractive growths had been formed. If 
careful attention is given to the matter of 
watering, there is no reason wh\- the sprouting 
i:arrots should not last for (piitc a long while, 
and when once the K'a\'es are well dex'eloped 
the sluiii]) nia\ be lenuned from the windows, 
and suspended in any |)art of the room where 
they will look most decorative. An occasional 
.sprinkling of water on the foliage will be found 
to keep things in a nice fresh condition. 

Do not, however, make the very common 
mistake of too plentifully supplying your house 
with growing carrot.s. Interesting and beau- 
tiful as these roots are when grown in the way 
I have described, it would be a serious mis- 
take to start too many of ihcm and have them, 
let us suppose, depending from every window. 



They arc eas}' to arrange, ea.sy to start, and 
no trouble at all to take care of, and the 
temptation to have many of them may often 
be top li'reattp be resisted. But let mc advise 
that this desire be heartily suppressed, Sus- 
penc|ed carrots' may well have thieiir pjace^ in 
the winter decoraition of the house, arid thej-- 
may be keenly appreciated and hugely enjoyed, 
for they are undoubtedly^ beautiful ; but a few 
carrots -will, go a long way in most households, 
and a few will be found more satisfactory in 
the end than many because of their novelty. 
A carrot at ev.eiry . windpw immediately loses

Among the sorrows of the truly jiatriotic 
American is the preference that his weaker 
breth.ren and women folk evince not only for 
European-made garments, but for the fashions 
that originate in the capitals of the Old World. 
The mahufacturerv.in the ■ United States has 
tried many devices to indtice his fellow-citizens 
to believe that the real influence underlying- 
all modern modes is Transatlantic taste, anrl 
that London, Paris and Vienna draw, their 
actual inspirations from the requirements of 
kings of commerce and dollar princesses. To 
prove tliis New York organized an exhibition 
in order to demonstrate conclusively that "af- 
ter all these }-ears of al^jcct slavery to foreign 
prestige, we have been roused by the spirit 
of independence. We believe that foreign 
models will soon become a thing of the past, 
and that American styles will take the place 
belonging to them by right." 

Before this consummation can be achieved 
there is a good deal of way to be made. 'I'he 
most competent aulhorit}', perhaps, who ctiuld 
he consulted upon the subject cpiietly said in 
rei)l}-. "It is a fact that the business done by 
l'".nglish tailcH's with .'\merican cust'>ni ev^: has 
never been so extensive or good as it has been 
in the season now closing on account of their 
return to the States." There are sufficient rea- 
sons, too, to explain this preference for Lon- 
don tailoring, and the first is that of economy. 
The well-dressed American found he could 
save the cost of his holiday run across the 
Atlantic upon his clothes under the old tariff, 
anrl even under the se\'erer new one he will 
still do belter to buy in London than at home. 
There are numerous tailors iti Savile-row, 
Macidox street, Jerm}'n street, Oxford street, 
and elsewhere that might be named who enjoy 
especial favor among Americans, and in some 
instances do more business with them than 
with Britishers. The London prices in the first 
})Iace are from 50 to 60 per cent below those 
of New York, and the idea of a well-turned- 
out dress suit, as can be made here for ten 
guineas, is literally startling to the man who 
knows he would have to pay the equivalent 
of .£25, or even £30, for it at home. E\'cn 
iio\\-, under tlie present increased tarift', he is 
entitled to bring in garments to the value of 
$100 quite free, and the appraisement of suits 
costing originally £5 to £8 here, and which 
have obviously been worn, will still represent 
an advantage to him upon what would have 
been their cost made under the Stars and 
Stripes. . 
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its interest quality of novelty and much of its 
beauty will be lost through its very multi- 

plicit}'. 

People often make a' serious mistake in 
choosing too man\- plants of one kind, or of 
related kinds, for house decoration. The space 
at one's disposal is apt tq be, on the whole, 
very limited. It is better by far to have a 
ehoiee variety than to have a number of 
plants of one kjnd. There is an immense in- 
terest in a well-developed window garden, but 
its interest is heightened b}- the \'ariety of its 
contents. There is a very considerable \'ariet}' 
of plants to select for such growing, and the 
interest of the little indoor flower-space will 
be greatly heightened by putting in as many 
dilferent kinds as possible, giving them all the 
attention they deserve, and Avatching their 
varied growths and habits. The variet}- of 
bloom helps, also, and is an important feature 
in the pleasure to he derived from these charm- 
ing household pets — for pets they are, even if 
inanimate and silent. 

The carrot as a household decoration is al- 
most unknown. I'ew have thought of it for 
this purpose, and 1 am persuarled that few 
know of the manner of growth I lia\ e describ- 
ed in this brief article. 'Tis, indeed, 
but a comparatively unimportant thing, a 
cheap plant, plucked, as it were, from the 
family market-basket. I'lit it is still a thing 
of beaut}-, a decoration to be j)ri7.crl and en- 
joyed, and so I most heartily cfimniend it \n 
ilie plantloN'cr. — .American Homes and Gardens. 

GOOSE ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY 
YEARS OLD 

In a naturalist monthly nnigazine I lie 
Duchess of Bedford — in a plea for keeping 
birds in captivity or semi-captivity and care- 
fully attended to — mentioned the interesting 
fact that a goose had lived in one familv for 
fifty-seven years, and that a pintail drak-e 
bird has been with her for twenty years. To 
what age the ordinary goose lives — if not re- 
(piired for Martinmas or Christmas dinners — 
ii would be ver}- difficult to sa}-. There are 
many records of longevity over half a cen- 
tury, and there is one of considerably over a 
century. The facts arc recorded in a most 
\ ivacious old b(jok, "Tra\'els in Scotland," hy 
the Rev. James Mall, M..'\., published in 1807. 
"While on a \isit to .Mr. Charles Grant of 
l.Clicliies we found," writes the author of this 
entertaining volume, "some of ihc geese in 
his flock near thirty years of age. and he told 
me he had the best information that a gan-' 
der, which happened to be killed by accident, 
was about eighty, and had been observed, for 
above fifty years, to associate with one fe- 
male. ... I informed him that there is 
a goose alive, in a clergyn-ian's house near 
Glasgow, one hundred and twenty years old, 
it being allowed to live about the Iiousc, and

But 
the tailor shrewdly remembers that the coats 
and vests wdll be chiefly worn in .America, 
and he gravely bows to tlie wish expressed 
for very wide shoulders and a very narrow col- 
lar, or whatever may be the particular "freak" 
of the moment, and does his best to carry it 
out. lie is, moreover, generally successful, for 
he makes observant study of the idiosyncrasies 
of his New AA'orld patrons, whether they come 
from the towns or the further Western States. 
The American forn-is (,f originality in dress 
run rather to the oljtrnsive anrl conspicuous, 
difVering in that respect from the Frenchman 
who comes to London for his tailoring, and 
whose demands, if distinctive of himself, have 
at least an artistic purpose. . But the English 
tailor who meets these has earned a good name 
for himself, as giving the beist materials and 
work along with this obliging consideration 
for individual rcquirenients, and there are not 
a few- highly-reputed Iiouscs in the West end 
wdiich find it well worth while to send a 
traveller once or twice a year to call on their 
private customers in Xew York, when these 
are unable to come to England. .Anierican 
tailors, too, it should be said, come to London 
to glean the latest ideas in cut and colorings.

The movement 'that has been set on foot 
with so much vehemence against "the dictates 
of foreign tailors" extends to ladies' attire also, 
and here, again, a great deal must be accom- 
plished in the way of conversion, before the 
fair -American will consent to pass by the 
creations of the Rue de la Paix or the suits to 
be found within a short radius of Bond street. 
Her demands, indeed, have had an effect more 
than usually realized this year, in the much 
earlier displays that are made of the autumn 
modes. In the past, styles, colors, novelties, 
were kept as sealed mysteries until October, 
but, in view, of her habit t>f retui'ning to 
America after the middle of- August, the fash- 
ionable modistes and ladies' tailors bring put 
their most cherished designs and newest shad- 
ings for her selection. She returns thus, with 
fashions in advance of those that she will iind 
ii> her own shops, whose buyers have hardly 
iiad time to inspect the latest fabrics and trim- 
mings in tlic wholesale w-arehouses. In a few 
flirecliotis, however, there are certain things 
she i)refers made according to American ideas. 
She criticises the proportions of the "shirt 
waist" as the blouse is cut in London, and has 
been known to comment adversely on the 
clumsiness of English hosiery. Ncvertlielcss, 
she buys here, and that to an extent that war- 
rants several of our popular shops in stating 
the ])riccs in dollars and cents side by side with 
the English figures, luiterprising American 
firms have sought to retain lier patronage bv 
engaging French dressmakers and milliners, 
but she has soon realized for herself that these 
when lransplante<l from their own constantly 
varying and novelty-compelling surroundings 
fall into the prevailing ideas of those among 
whom they are living. The English tailor has 
watched her likes and dislikes as closely as 
tliose of her male kind, and to the experience 
he has thus gained he has allied just thai 
stroke of creative artistry that seems to be the 
element most lacking in American costumes • 
and milliner}'.

rarely made a mistake in locating their sta- 
tions. Winnii^eg, ICdmonton, \'ictoria and 
other places could be named, udiich show that 
they located their forts where in the course 
of time other men would locate cities. 'I'he.sc 
men a long time ago decided that they would 
build a fort and trading post near the function 



of the Nechaco and the I'raser, and so Fort 
George came into existence. For more than 
two generations the I'ort has remained a re- 
inote cmtpost of civilization. Some of the 
Omenica miners ]jassed b}- it on their A\ay ti) 
the auriferious gravel.s to the north. Indians 
haA'e brought their peltries there for sale. Ibrt 
it was nothing more than a frontier post — 
possibly a sort of capital of the district, but to 
the most of the world a mere place on the 
map and a name. In two years from now 
transcontinental trains will tluindcr by it, and 
not a Aery lotig time will elapse before it>will 
lie the point where a railway from the far 
.X'orthwcsi of Hriti.sh Coluinbi;i will unite 
with one from the f;ir Southwest to form a 
diagonal line, that will -mean great things for 
the pro\ incc.' Therefure h'ort (icorgc may be 
regarded as an important future business cen- 
tre. Within easy access from it are millions 
of acres of fertile soil. The climate is favor- 



able. A quarter of a century ago and more, 
Dr. G. M. DaWson pointed out that the Ne- 
chaco region and the country for a consider- 
able distance to the north and south of it 
were supplied with abundant, though not ex- 
cessive, rainfall. The summer days arc long 
and the sunshine bright and warm ; so that 
with plenty of moisture, plenty of heat and 
]jlenty of light, vegetation matures rapidly. 
The- winters do not average as cold as they 
are on the prairies, and there is an absence 
of severe winds. The snowfall is not heavy 
and spring comes early. A hundred and fifty 
miles north of the Nechaco the Cassiar pack- 
ers used to turn their horses out to find their 
own living in the winter. 

In Northeastern British Columbia, that is 
north and east of Fort George, there is an 
area of 50,000 square miles, including the fine 
farming lands of the Peace River valley, the 
gold-bearing gravels of thp tributaries of the 
Peace, and a vast mineralized region, where 



such prospecting as has been done has brought 
to light many lode deposits of copper-gold ore 
and galena. When this great region is de- 
veloped, the development must necessarily be 
from Fort George, if from any point in Brit- 
ish Columbia, ll is too soon to project a line 
from the Fort into the Peace country, but. 
not too .soon lo say that this is where one of' 
the British Columbia railways of the near fu- 
ture will be built. 

Meanwhile with the early completion of ■ 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, Fort George 
is certain to come into prominence, l^resum- 
ably it will be a division point, although about 
that we have no information, it cannot fail ■ 
to be a point from which a large tra.'.c will 
be carried, for nothing is more certain that, 
once a railway is built up the Nechaco val- 
Ic)-, there will be an influx of settlers and 
jjiospectors, and that a region, which up to 
now has been a great unoccupied wilderness, 
will be the scene of life and activity.

From balloon to dirigible balloon, from 
dirigible to aero])lane ; such has been the order 
C)f jDrogiess trjwards achieving the concpiest 
of the air. During the [Kist ten years great 
minds have been hard at work striv ing for the 
\uctcjry which it ha.s been reserved fdr .Mr. 
Vvrigiit to win, though in saying this I do not 
for the moment mean to underrate the remark- 
able achievements of such distinguished avi- 
ators as Mr. Santos Dumont or Mr. h'arman ; 
but it will not, I think be disputed that it was 
Mr. Wright who is resiionsible for the dis- 
cu\'er\' of the |,)rincipU', imw scicnt iticalh' es- 
tablished, wdiicli has made flying and the fl\ ing 
m.achine ])(issil)lo. I slmuld sav th.it at the 
i;resein ninmcnt the flv'ing machine is in abiiu; 
the same state ai advancement as the niotur 
car was twelve or fifteen years ago, and that 
in another ten years the sight of a flying ma- 
chine rushing through the air at forty or 
fifty miles an hour will not cause any particular 
surprise to people on the earth. To those who 
have not clearly follo\\( <| the really astound- 
ing developments which h.aw taken place in 
aeronautics during the past ci'ui)le of x'cars. it 
may come as a surprise l.i Icai'n that a large 
number of jjcople .are now ordering aeroplane.-' 
to be built fur tlu-ni. In the L'niled .^tatc.^ ;ind 
on the Continent makers are hard at work 
constructing airships for private individuals. 
"When shall we see these machines in the 
air?" is a question I have been constantly ask- 
ed recently. Perhaps tomorrow, perhaps not 
fr)r }ears nr even longer; the aeroplainst is. 
however, passing rapidly out of the stage of lii^ 
infancy, and in the ne.ar future it is be3-ond 
all (juestion he will demonstrate his ability 
to take Ihght steadily and safely. 

A Glorious Sensation 

There are certain facts couccrmng aeroplan- 
ing which it is safe lo pi-edict. it will be eoni- 
parati\'cly cheap; much cheaper th.in motor- 
ing, and it will be safer; and it \vill certainly 
be a thousand times more cnjn}-able th.an any 
other form of locomotion. 

I have during the past ten years indulged 
in practically every conceivable form of loco- 
motion — I have motored, I have made innum- 
erable balloon voyages, many of them under 
the most e.xciting conditions, and I have 
travelled in a dirigible balkion, but it was 
not imtil I tasted the glories and wild incfmi- 
parable delights of a trip in an aeroplane tiiat 
I came really to understand what flying meant 
to a human mortal. 

Mr. Wright had promised lo take me for 
a trip in his aeroplane, and as I stood some 



few months ago and wjilched the marvellous 
man driving his machine through the air, mak- 
ing it respond instantly to liis slightest touch, 
now soaring rapidly upwards, now circling, 
now gliding down towards the centre with in- 
credible swiftness, J felt a wild excitement as 
I realized that the moment had arrived when 
he might redeem his promise, and take me for 
my hrsl flight in an aeroplane. 

This was at Le Mans, which, curiously 
enough, is within a few miles of the very spot 
where Montgolfier achieved the feat of giv'ing 
to the world the first balloon in 1783 — and its 
tirst passengers were a duck, a sheep, and a 
cock! 

Whilst I was pondering f\n the advance 
that had been made since then towards achiev- 
ing the desire to fly that has always possessed 
mankind, I heard Mr. Wright asking me to 
step in and take my place in his aeroplane, and 
the next moment we had glided down the in- 
clincfl starting rail, and were soaring upw.ard.^. 
1 really cannot say which moniipolized m\- 
attention the most — the wonderful man whom 
1 sat next or the cxt ra(jrdinary experience of 
the fliglit through the air itself, with all its 
varied sensation-^. W e rose 100 feel. ;uul then 
t<K)k a glide down the air at a sharp angle 
until we came within a few feet of the earth ; 
then wc skimmed along for a short distance, 
and presently I saw Mr. Wright pull the left 
lever slightly ; at once the machine rose ra{)idly 
and next came a pull at the right lever; we 
rushed along at thirty miles an hour, execut- 
ing a curvii'.g mo\-emcnl through the air. It 
was the most thrilling sensation I have e\-er 
experienced. There was a sense of joyous 
freedom in the iiKjtioii. which seemed lo lift 
one into the sphere ol the gods; I had a sense 
of exultation, of pure unalloyed i)leasiire never 
experienced before When at length the ma- 
chine glided down and came to a standstill. I 
stepped out, feeling half-dazed at the wonder- 
ful sensations 1 had experienced. I had flown 
— and only he who has ijunc so will ever un- 
derstand the meaning of the word. Uuring the 
\shole of our llight .Mr. Wright was as cool and 
self-possessed as if he liad been sitting in his 
arincliair ;it home; such sangfroid is contagi- 
ous, and 1 felt quite at case beside such a 
skilled i)ilot ; but at the same time, tht science 
of aeroi)laning has not yet been sufficiently 
developed to make it entirely safe. An aero- 
plane in careless or ignorant hands would be a 
deathtrap. 

Mr. Wright has made the world wonder"; 
but my own im])rcssion is that his knowledge 
of the art of aeroplaning is much more atl- 
Vanced than we think and that when the fitting 



moment arrives he will surprise the world by 
;i feat of much greater monienl than a flight 
from .Manchester lo London. 

The (levclupmenl of the aeroplane has made 
cnlhusiaslic aerouaiils regard balloons and 
ballooning as a thing of the past. The balloon 
had its limitations in spite of many modern 
improvements; it remained, and always will 
remain, a plaything of the wind, but it taught 
us a great deal about the mysteries of the air, 
of the ways of these air currents, as puzzling 
and dangerous to the aviator as the currents of 
the sea are to the sailor. 

The acroi)lanist of the future will no doubt 
receive bis early training in a balloon to fa- 
miliarize him with an element which highly 
]5uzzles and often fiigiitens the novice But 
Ijetwecn aeroplaning and ballooning there is .so 
much ditferencc that it is impossible to com- 
pare them. My ballooning experiences have 
all been of the most enjoyable character, many 
of them were instructive and very interesting- 

The concpicsl of the air, the supreme 
triumph of man, lies with the aeroplane, which 
has made human fligln possible, and the 
aetonaut can look back on ballooning as his- 
tory. 

One attains, of e(iur--e, to t;u' grc.-iter 
heights ill ;i balloon than the mo>i daring 
aeronaut would atten!])t iii rcich in an aero- 
|daiic at the ]ireseiit time. The inech.'inism of 
an aero])lanc is delicately adjusted, and as an 
upset would probably follow if it got out of 
order, it would be simply foolhardy to soar 
to any great height in one In any case, the 
acroplanist is not so much concerned with fly- 
ing high as attaining complete control over 
the steering of his machine. I should say that 
when the aeroplane comes generally into use 
the a\-erage height one \\oul(l fly will he 500 
feel, and llie a\-erage sjieed somewhere about 
I'orty miles an hour.

The Names of Warships 



The names of the torijcdo-boat destroyers 
in the current naval progranimc have now 
been given ciut to the contractors. T\\eiity 
boats were ordered to be built from eight 
private firms all over the country, and the 
names chosen for them are as follows : Acorn, 
Alarm, Brisk, Cameleon, Comet, Goldfinch, 
P'ury. Hope, Fame, F}-ra, Martin. Minstrel, 
Nemesis, Ncreide, N3'mplie, Rcdpole, I^ifle- 
man, Ruby, Sheldrake, and Staunch. 

Each of these names has been borne be- 
fore l)y a warship of the F)ritish Navy, and 
mr)re than one will be familiar [n the present 
generation as having been the names of tor- 
l-'cdo-gunboats, sloops, and other small craft 
launched between 1870 and 1892. The first 
name. Acorn, was last given to a sloop built in 
18S4, this vessel being the fourth to be so 
called. When in active service .she was prin- 
cipallv employed in the Facific and on the 
southeast coast of .'\nierica. .She disappeared 
from the .Navy in i<;oo. It is just 100 years 
since the first ship known as the .'Vcorn was 
passed into service Alarm is a still older 
warship name, the first vessel to !)ear it be- 
ing launched in 1758 — the first ,«hip, it is 
said, to be sheathed wdth copper in the British 
Navy. The name has an historic record, five 
sldps having borne it, including a torpedo- 
gunboat, launched in 1892, which served for 
the greater part of her existence as tender to 
the Gal.iiea. giiarflship at Hull. Of the war 
services associated with the name may be 
mentioned the capture of the Sphinx and 
Thetis in 1762 in the West Indies, the capture 
of Martinique and the reduction of Havana, 
Rodney's victory in 1782, the capture of 
Trinidad in iJO/. and the capture of several 
sin.gle ships, iiidiiding the (kilgo, 18, ami the 
Sjianish I'ajaro. Felix, and Cuer\-o. It was in 
ihe -Alarm, of 2C1 guns, that Ca]>taiii Focli led 
ail expedition in 1848 ii]) the vSan Juan de 
.\' icai-a.gua and look the stronghold cjf .Sera- 
pacpii. Brisk is another well known name 
which has been given to six ships since 1774. 
The last of the batch was a third-class crui.scr 
w hose first commander was the present Junior 
v^-^ea .Ford of the .-\dmirall_\-. 

The name Cameleon, which follows, not 
the ordinary si)elling, but that of the naval 
signal b(jok', has been in use in the Na\-y 
since 1777. -A \'ery old name, though not the 
oldest of the present series, is Comet, which 
dates from 1695, It was only in May, 1908, 
that the last and ninth Comet, which had 
been since 1876 a tender to the Portsmouth 
gunnery school, Avas sold to a Dutch ship- 
breaker for £900. Goldfinch is a nineteenth 
cehtuiy name Avhich was last borne by a screw 
gunboat which ended her days in the survey- 



ing service Fler first commanding officer 
was the rear-admiral who is now in charge 
of Canada's naval forces, while Captain Man- 
sell, of his Majesty's yacht Alexandra, was 
his second-in-command. Fury as a man-of- 
Avar name recalls the early days of steam navi- 
gation in the British Navy, the last ship so 
called having been a paddle-wheel sloop of 
515 horse power, built at Sheerncss in 1845. 
One of the most unicpie of British .ship names 
is FIoi)e, wdiich goes back to Elizabethan 
times, wdien it was borne bv' a vessel of 520 
tons which took part in the defeat of the 
.Armada. It is gratifying to find this old and 
honorable name revived, as it has not figured 
in the active list of the Navy for more than 
100 years, though a Hope was receiving ship 
at Pembroke in the seventies of the la.st cen- 
turv. I^arne, the name of an Irish town, has 
only had one shi]), an i8-gun sloop, named 
after it in the Na\y, wdiilst Lyra, the constel- 
lation, has also had but one naval representa- 
tive, in the early days of last century. The 
name Martin goes back to 1651, and has a 
good record of service. The last Martin was 
a sailing brig of 1890 which was used for 
training purposes. In 1812 there was a 20-gun 
ship known as the Minstrel whicji greatly 
riistinguisbed herself at Alicante by the cap- 
ture of ;i Ti-gun battei'y manned by 80 Genoese. 
The battery was taken by surprise by a mid- 
shipman and seven men from the Minstrel, 
and held for a short time, when some 200 
French soldiers attacked it, forcing the little 
British garrison to surrender after all their 
ammunition had been ex])ended and one of 
their number had been killed and si.x wound- 
ed. Namesis and FJereide were both f-'rench 
jirizes taken during the Great AVar. ,-'ind they, 
!ia\-e, especiall}- the latter, vci-y good records ' 
of service under the British flag. Another, 1, 
F"i-ench prize, but cjf 1780, was the Nymphe, 
which was known in recent times as the namej 
of a sloop of 1,140 tons, built in 1888 at Por£g-. 
mouth. Three former ships hnve been called, 
Rcdpole, the last of which was a gunboat on^ 
the China station from 1889 to 1903, and waSj 
struck off the active list in 1904. 

Of the remaining four narnes, all old, Rubyi 
is by far the most important and historic, as 
it goes back', like "Martin, to Commonv/calth 
times. A notable episode in the story of the , 
four Rubys is that concerning Benbow's ac-j 
tjoiiii;i»|ii702, when a ship ^the;;:;name re-j 
maiiieii'true to the British admiral, liei- cap-, 
tain and crew behaving admirably during that| 
disgraceful business. The naine Staunch was 
given to a gunboat in 1867, and Sheldrake was; 
the name of u torpedo-gunboat in 1889, but) 
Killciiian has not fije:urcd in the Navy; .List ' 
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(By Sir Ray Lankcster, K.C.B., F.R.S'., in 
the London Daily Tclcfijraph). 
I am wriling- in early September from In- 
lerlak-cii, whieh is one of the loveliest spots 
in Europe when blessed with a fnll blaze of 
sunlight and only a few high-floating- elouds, 
but becomes absolutely detestable in dull, 
rainy weather, losing its beauty as the fairy 
scenes of a theatre do when viewed b_v dreary 
daylight. It is the case of the little girl of 
whom it is recorded that "When she was good 
she Avas \'cry gooii, and when she was not she 
was horrid." This morning, after foiir days' 
misconduct, Interlaken was very good. The 
tremendous sun-blaze seemed to fill the val- 
leys with a pale blue luminous vapor, cut 
sharply by the shadows of steep hill-sides. 
Here and there the smoke of some burning- 
weeds showed up as hrighlest bhie. i''ar 
away through the gap formed in the long- 
range of nearer mountains, where the Lul- 
scliincr Valley opens into the \-aIe of Inter- 
laken. the Jungfran appeared in full majesty, 
absolutely brilliant and unearthly. So I 
walked towards her up the valley. Zweilut- 
schinen is the name given to the spot where 
the valle_\' divides into two — that to the left 
leading np to Grindelwald, imder the shadow 
of the Black Monk and the W'etterhorn — that 
to the right biiriging one to 1 ,auterbrimnen 
and the Staud-bach waterfall, with the snow- 
fields of the Tcliingcl finally closing the way 
— over which I climbed years ago. The au- 
tumn crocus was already up in many of the 
closely-tTimmed little meadows, whilst the 
sweet scent of the late hay crop spread from 
the newly-cut herbage of others. 

At Zwcihitchinen. where the glacier tor- 
rents unite, and the niillcy stream is nearly as 
cold, as ice. and is boiling" along o\-er huge 
rocks, its banks bordered with pine forest, [ 
came upon a native fishing for trout, lie \\-as 
using a short rod and a weighted line with a 
small "grub" as bait. He dropped his line 
into the water close to the steep bank, where 
some projecting rock or half-sunk boulder 
staved off the violence of the stream. He had 
already caught half a dozen beautiful, red- 
spotted fish, which he carricrl in a wooden 
tank full of water, with a close-fitting lid to 
prevent their jumping out. 1 saw him tak-e a 
seventh. The largest must have weighed two 
pounds. It seems almost incredible that fish 
should inhabit water so cold, so opaque, an«,' 
so torrential, and should find iheir any kind 
of nourishment. They make their way up by 
keeping close to the bank, and are able, even 
in that milky current, to perceive and snatch 
the unfortunate worm or grub which has been 
washed into the flood, and is being hurried 
along at headlong speed. Only the trout has 
the courage, strength, and love of nearly 
freezing water necessary for such a life — no 
other fish ventures into such conditions. Trout 
are actually caught in some mountain pools 
at a height of 8,ooo feet, edged by perpetual 
snow. 



You arc rarely given trout to eat here in 
the hotels. A lake fish, called "ferras," a large 
species of the salmonid genus coregonus, to 
which the skelly, powan and vendayce of Brit- 
ish lakes belong, is the commonest fish of the 
table d'hote, and not very good. A better 
one (frequently given) is the perch-pike or 
zander. It is common in all the larger shal- 
low lakes of Central Europe, and abounds in 
the "broads" which extend from Potsdam t'-* 
Hamburg, though it is unknown in the British 
Isles. It is quite the best of the h'uropean 
fresh water fish for the table, anrl there should 
be no difficulty about inlroducing il into the 
Norfolk Broads. It would be worth an effort 
to do so on the part of tht Board of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries, as the perch-pike, unlike 
other fresh water fishes, would hold its own in 
the market against haddock, brill, and plaice. 
Another interesting fresh water fish which 
grows to a large size in the lake of C.cncva 
(where 1 have seen it netted) is the burbot — 
— called "lole" in iM-ench — a true cod of fresh 
water habit which, tliongh common ilirough- 
out Europe and Northern Asi;i. is in our coun- 
try only taken in a few rivers opening on the 
East Coast. It is a brilliantly colored fish, 
orange-brown, mottled Avith black, and is very 
good eating. 



Passing up the Eauterhrunncn \-alley, I 
came upau some wild i-as|)l)ciTics ;ind (pianti- 
ties of the fine cominim Sa!\-ia of the c(nuitry, 
with its yellow flowers, in shape like those of 
the dead-nettle, but much bigger. They were 
being visited by humble-bees, and I was able 
to see the effective mechanism at work by 
which the bee's body is dusted with the pollen 
of die flower. Two long stamens arch high 
up over the lip of the flower on which tiie 
bee alights, autl are jirotectcd by a keel or 
hood of the coroll.-i. I'.ach stamen' is prox-idcil 
with a broad ])roccss staiidiii*- out low down 
on its arched stalk, and blocking the way to 
the nectar in the cup of the flower. When 
the bee pushes his head against these ob- 
stacles and forces them backwards, the result 
is to swing the long arched stalk, with its 
pollen sacks, in the opposite direction, name- 
ly, forward and downward on to the bee's 
back. It ^vas easy to see this moveniciit inn- 
ing on, and the consequent dusting of the 
bee's back \s-ilh pollen. In sonicwiiat older 
[lowers, Avhich have been relieved of their 
pollen, the style or free stalk-like extremity 
of 'the egg-holding capsule, already as long as 
■tlife lip or Sanding-place of the yellow flower. 
■When a pollen-dusted bee alights on one of 
these maturer flowers the sticky end of the 
new depending style is gently^ rubbed by the 



bee's back and smeared Avith a few pollen- 
grains brought by the bee from a distant 
flower. These rapidly expand into "pollen- 
lid)es," or filaments, and, penetrating the long 
style, reach the egg-germ below. Thus cross- 
fertilization is brought about by the bees 
which come for the nectar of Salvia, the 
stalks and outer parts of the flower of this 
plant produce a very sticky secretion which 
effectually prevents any small insects from 
crawling up and helping themselves to the 
nectar exclusively provided for the attraction 
of the humble-bee, whose services are indis- 
pensable. 



As I walked on a belated Apollo butterfly, 
with its two red spots and a pale swallow-tail, 

fluttered b}' me. Then some children emerged 
from unsuspected lurking-places in the Avood, 
and offered bmiches of edelweiss. This curi- 
ous-looking little ])lant does not grow (as pre- 
tended by reporters of mountaineering disas- 
ters) exclusively in places only to be reached 
by a dangerous climb. I have gathered it in 
meadows on the hillside above Zermatt, and 
it is common enough in accessible spots. The 
flowers are like those of our English ground- 
sel and yellow in color — little "composite" 
knobs each built up of many tul^ular "florets" 
])ackcd side l)y side. Six or seven of these 
little short-stalked knobs of florets are ar- 
ranged in a circlet around a somewhat larger 
central knob, and each of them gives off from 
its stalk one long and two shorter -vvhite, 
hairy leaf-like growths, flat and blade-like in 
shape and spread outwards from the circle, 
so that the whole series resemble the rays 
of a star (or more truly of a star-fish!). They 
look strangel}^ artificial, as though cut out of 
new wdiite flannel (with a greenish tint), and 
have been dignified by the comparison of the 
shape of the Avhite-flannel rays Avith that of 
the teeth of the lion and the claAVs of the 
eagle. They are e-xtraordinary-looking little 
plants, and are similar in their hain^ess and 
pale tint to some of the seaside plants of our 
own coast, Avhich, in ^fact, include species 
closely allied to them ("cud-weeds" of the 
genus Gnaphalium). 



covered with forest, and aAvay above these 
again bare grass-slopes topped by cloud. But' 
as the clouds slowly lift and break avc become 
suddenly aAvare of something impending far 
aboA^e and beyond all this, something .more 
dazzling in its Avhitc brightness than the sun- 
lit clouds, sharply cut in outline and firm, 
yet rounded by a shadow of an exquisite pur- 
ple tint which no cloud cfin assume. The 
steely-blue Alpine sky fits around this marvel 
of pure Avhitcness as it tOAvcrs through the 
opening cloud, and soars out of earth's range. 
What is this glory in the sk}'? It is the Jung- 
fran, the incomparable virgin of the ice-Avorld, 
Avho bares her snowy breast. She sloAvly parts 
her filmy veil, and, as we gaze, uncovers all 
her loveliness. 



alayas, and other great mountain ranges are 
regions Asdiere this "buckling" process has for 
coimtless ages ]iroceeded, sloAvly but surely, 
])robably to a large extent without sudden 
movement, but Avith a lateral jiressure of such 
power as to throw a crust of thousands of 
feet; thickness.: into deep folds a mile or so 
from crest.to -hollow, protruding from the gen- 
eral level both upward and downward iand 
whilst the folds are rolled over on to each 
other. 



The huge cliffs of rocks on cither side (in 
some parts over a thousand feet in sheer 
height from the torrent) come closer to one 
another in the part Avhere we now are than in 
most Alpine valleys, so as almost to give it 
the character of a "gorge." At som.e points the 
highest part of the precipice actually over- 
hangs the perpendicular face by many feet. A 
refreshing cold air comes, up from the icy tor- 
rent, Avhilst the heat of the sun diffuses the 
delicious resinous scent of the pine trees. 
Above the naked rock we see steep hill-sides 



The rock-walls of the Lauterbrunncn val- 
Ic}' shoAV at one place a thickness of many 
hundred feet of strongly-niarked perfectly 
horizontal "strata," the layers deposited im- 
mense ages ago at the bottom of a deep sea. 
Not only have they been raised to this posi- 
tion, and cut into so as to make the profound 
furrow or valley in ^the sides of which we see 
them, but they have been bent and contorted 
in places to an extent which is, at first sight, 
incredible. Close to one great precipice of 
orderl)' horizontal layers, yon see the whole 
series suddenly turned up at right angles, and 
the same strata which were horizontal have 
become perpendicular. But that is not the 
limit, for the upturned strata are seen actually 
to turn right over and again become horizon- 
tal in a reversed order, the strata which were 
lowest becoming highest, and the higliest low- 
est. The rock is rolled up just as a flat disc 
of Genoese pastry, consisting of alternate hiA'- 
ers of jam and sponge cake, is folded on itself 
to form a double thickness. The forces at 
Avork capable of treating the solitl rocks, the 
foundations of the great mountains, in this 
way are gigantic beyond measurement. This 
folding of the earth's crust is caused by the 
fact that the "crust" or skin of the earth has 
ceased to cool, being warmed by the sun, and 
therefore does not shrink, whilst the great 
Avhite-hot mass within (in comparison with 
Avhich the twenty-niile-thick crust is a mere 
film) continuall}' loses heat and shrinks de- 
finitely in volumes as its tempcrattire sinks. 
The crust or jacket of stratified rock deposit- 
ed by the action of the Avaters on the surface 
of the globe has been compelled — at whatever 
cost, so to speak — to fit., itself to the diminish- 
ing "core" nn Avhich . it lies. Slowly but 
steadily, this "settlement" has gone on and is 
going on. The horizontal rock layers, being 
now too great in length and breadth, adjust 
themselves by "bucking" — just as a too large 
ill-fitting dress does — and the Alps, the Him- 



Tiiis crumpling and folding has gone on 
far belca' the stu'face at great depths — that 
is to say, some miles within the film, a mere 
nothing compared with the 8,ooo miles di- 
ameter of the globe itself — though we now 
see the results exposed, like the pastry folded 
by a cook. But time has been taken in' the 
process — a folding movement iuA'-olving a A^cr- 
tical rise of an inch in ten years Avould not be 
noticed by human onlookers, but in 600,000 
years this Avould give you a vertical dis]')lace- 
ment of more than 5,000 feet (nearly a mile I j 
It has been shown that in Switzerland along a 
line of country extending from Basle to 
Milan, strata of 10,000 feet to 20,000 feet in 
thickness, which, if straightened out, Avould 
give a flat area of that thickness, and of 200 
u/iles in length, haA-e been buckled and folded 
so as In nccup)' only a length of 130 miles! 
The former tight-fitting skin of horizontal 
rock-layers has "had to" buckle to that extent 
here (and in the same way in other mountain 
ranges in other parts of the world), as the 
vdinle terrestrial sphere has shrunk, OAving to 
the gradual cooling of the mass, although the 
crust has not lost heat and therefore has not 
shrunk. 



Filled with interest and delight in the evi- 
dences of these things, I reached the railway 
station at Lauterbrunncn, from whence the 
little train is driven far up the mountain even 
into the very heart of the Jungfrau, by an elec- 
tric current generated by a turbine, itself 
driven by the torrent at our feet, the Avaters 
of Avhich have descended from the glaciers far 
abr)ve, to \\-liicli it v.'ill carrj^ us. In a few 
minutes I was gently gliding in the train up 
that slope to the "Wengern Alp" and the 
"Little Sclieidegg" — a slope up Avhich I have 
so often in former j^ears painfully struggled 
on foot for four hours or more. One could to- 
day watch the Avhole scene in ease and com- 
fort during- the two hours' ascent of the train, 
and a marvelous scene it is, as one rises to the 
height of 8,000 feet skirting the glaciers Avhich 
ooze down the rocky sides of the Jungfrau, 
ar.d mounts far aboA-e some of them. At the 
Scheidegg I changed into a smaller train, and 
with some thirty felloAv-passengers Avas car- 



Women Duellists 



The recent duel, "to the death," between 
tAvo Chicago "ladies" has revived reminis- 
cences of many cncountcrsi of a similar char- 
acter — in nearly every case, A^anity or jeal- 
ousy having been the provocative cause. Nor 
is it necessary to search for romantic episodes 
of this kind in the A'ague if not absolutely 
fictitious traditions of Amazonian warfare. 
Although most of the sensational female 
duels are of French origin this Chicago en- 
counter is by no means the first among Am- 
erican society women. Here are two narra- 
tives from among the records of the more 
sensational order of female duels. 

In an old Georgia paper, of August 13, 
1S07, the following story is related: 

"Ivasl \seek a point of honor was decided 
by two ladies near the South Carolina line, 
the cause of the quarrel being the usual one 
— love. The object of the rival affections of 
these ladies was present. on the field, as the 
mutual arbiter in the dreadful encounter, and 
he had the grief of beholding one of the suit- 
ors for his favor fall fatally wounded in the 
eyes. The whole business Avas managed 
with the greatest decorum and inflexibility 
f.sually prasticed on sticli occasions, and the 
conqueror was immediately married to the 
'innocent' second, conformably to the [H'evious 
conditions ot the duel." 

The presence of an "interested party" in 
this case recalls the still more romantic duel 
betAveen the Earl of ShrcAVsbury and the in- 
famous Duke of Buckingham, the seducer of 
the Countess. There is pretty good evidence 
tliat, in the dress of a page, she held the horse 
of her lover on the field and saw her husband 
killed. 

The second female duel in Anierica took 
place at Buffalo, on the 17th of August, 1853. 
.\ local report states that "Catherine Hurley 
and Jane Hall had been arrested, after hav- 
ing met on the toll-bridge on Ohio street, in 
the presence of a vast assemblage, to fight 
a duel with Allen's revolvers." Neither of the 
ladies was "pinked." 

A Famous French Duel 

This took place in the Gardens of Ver- 
sailles, in July of 172 T, and was fought be- 
tween two great court beauties, the Countess 
of IVilignac and the Lady de Nesle. 

It appears from a long narrative of this 
Parisian sensation that at a grand fete, given 
by the Due dc Ivichelieu, tlie Lady de Nesle 
"sprang on the Countess like a tigress and at- 
teinpted to tear a diamond necklace from her. ' 
Failing in this she snatched the roses from her 
rival's bosom (riV;als for the "love" of the Due) 
and flung them iti the face of her hated rival." 
Out of this sprang a duel between these beau- 



tiful furies," and it was fought at six in the 
morning of July 19, near Paris. They firetl 
one shot at eacli other Avithout effect, where- 
upon the seconds (the Marquis de Malbuison 
and the Corate de Penthievre for Polignac and 
M. de Remusac and Vicomte D'AUagne for 
de Nesle) rushed in to prevent bloodshed. But 
this was no ordinary Parisian duel. The la- 
dies' blood Avas up and their hatred cordial, so 
A\'oimded severely. 

At a court ball in i^aris, on the night of 
January 31, 1772, two great ladies — mademoi- 
selle de Gui.crnes and Maflcnioisellc O'.'Xiguil- 
lon — had a furious quarrel for precedency on 
entering the summer-room. Neither would 
give way, and on both being pushed aside, 
they seized a knife each and "had it out" in 
the gardHn, both being severely injured. 

Mademoiselle Moussin (temp. Louis XV.) 
Avas not only a most beautiftd woman .and 
charming vocalist; she was a fonialc Don Juan, 
and so nimble with either s\\orfl or pistol that 
Parisian gallants literally "fnught shy" of her. 
Three did accept challenges, and she "pinked" 
each of them, fatally. She afterwards killed 
her fencing master, and became mistress of the 
Elector of Bavaria, who is said to have tamed 
her. 

Adventuress and Fire-Eater 

Lola Monter (i8i8-i85i) Avas the most 
ni3torious adventuress of her day. and was as 
cle\'er with rapier as tlic sword. This exlra- 
c;r(linary woman was horn <if mixed Irish aiid 
.Spanish parentage in Limerick, and she mount- 
ed the ladder of infamv in leaps and l)()tinds, 
finally becoming the mistress of the eccentric 
Louis I of Bavaria. Him she ruled with great 
firmness for a few years, fighting (as she 
claimed) "the battle of political and religious 
liberty" against the Jesuits. The latter, how- 
ever, won in the end, and she had to decamp, 
Avilh, it is said, a vast anmunt of money and 
jewels. However, she \-ery soon s(|uaiKlered 
all she had, and finally drifted lo .\merica, 
where she dcliA'cred a series of lectures on her 
idvrntures, written for her, it is said, by .Mr. 
C. Chauncey Burr, a well-known jom-nalist in 
those days. Another journalist, engaged on a 
Grass "Valley, California, paper attacked Lola, 
and Lola sent him a challenge — pistols or 
swords. The fellow preferred to war with the 
pen, so Lola "laid low" for him in a public 
street and gave him a eOAV-hiding. 

This extraordinary^ woman was a "dead 
shot," and engaged in many frays, but she Avas 
never challenged to light a formal fluel, which 
she certainly Avould not have refused. She 
died, in great poverty, it is said, in a fisher- 
man's hut on Long Island, N.Y. 



Famous Staircase 



The mosque of Saint Sophia, Avhich is sup- 
posed to surpass Solomon's Temple in gran- 
deur, is outwardly' a very disappointing 
structure indeed. There seems no striving 
after architectural effect. ToAvers and domes, 
blank walls and gates, are thrOAvn here and 
there in disorderly confusion, and the whole 
'rambling structure is painted — yes, painted! — 
a ghastly yellow color, intersected by broad 
l)lack strij)es. The mind floats ruminatiA'cly 
betAvccn the skin of a zebra and the attire of 
a convict. Inside there is a vast change. The 
great simplicity of the building is perhaps its 
chiefest charm. Yet it is a studied simplicity, 
for pure perfection of line and form is -the pre- 
\ailing note all through the huge-church. The 
mosaics upon the Avails and ceilings arc veri- 
table wonders. of color and design, and the 
graceful arches, combined Avith the delicate 
golden yellow of the Avails, make up a vista of 
su[)re!nc grandeur that no mere words can 
ade(iunlel_A" describe. 

But if the exterior of St. Sophia is not 
gratifying to artistic eyes, the same cannot be 
said of some of the other mosques, nor yet of 
the palaces which abound in the various parts 
of Constantinople. One is an enormous mass 
of glittering marble, all the colors of the rain- 
bow shining translucently from the structure. 
Its gates are masterpieces of cunning; its 
gardens are lovely to behold. But the palace 
of Bcyler I'iey, carved and cnscrolled, gilded 
and mosaiced, one weltering mass outAvardly 
of beauty, inwardly a vast mu.scum of mirrors 
and crystal, of marvellous frescoes and price- 
less tapestries, of such carpets as the eyes of 
kings seldom see, of gilded furniture and 
divans, of silk tapestry, is far and away the 
most sumptuous of the many sumptuous 
dwellings of his Imperial Majesty the Sultan 
of Turkey. 

Perhaps the most Avonderftd of the many 
wonders is the Inige crystal staircase — a 
riovelty which forms one of the principal at- 
tractions of still another palace, the Dolma 
Baghtoheh. The commonest utensils of the 
toilet here are made of alabaster: onyx and 
porphyry arc used in lieu of common stone. 
It is all very bewildering, all .very wonderful, 
all very prodigal, but the simple fact is you* feel 
overwhelmed after one look, and satiety takes 
the place of interest. Such reckless expendi- 
ture, such lavish display, tend to make the 
mind sicken.— Capt. F. K. Shaw, in "Travel 
and Exploration." 



ricd higher and higher by the fiithflii, untir- 
ing electric current. After a quarter of ah 
hour's progress avc paused high above the" 
"snout" of the great Eigcr glacier, and de- 
scended by a short path on to it, examining 
the ice, its crevasses and layers, and its "gla- 
cier-grains," and watched and heard an aval- 
anche. The last time I was here it took a 
couple of hours to reach this spot from the 
Scheidegg, and probably neither I nor any of 
my fellow-passeng-crs could today endure the 
necessary fatigue of reaching this spot on 
foot. Then Ave remounted the train, and on 
Ave went into the solid rock of the huge Eiger. 
The train stops in the rock tunnel, and Ave 
get out to look, through an opening cut in its 
side, down the sheer wall of the. mountain on 
to the grassy meado-ws thousands of feet be- 
loAv. Then avc start again, and on we are 
driven, by the current gc^prated away doAvn 
there in Lauterbnmnen, through the spiral 
tunnel, mounting a thousand feet more till 
Ave are landed at an opening cut on the fur- 
ther side of the rocky Eiger, Avhich admits us 
to an actual footing on the great glacier called 
the Eismeer, or Ice-lake. "We lunch in a res- 
taurant cut out as a cavern in the solid rock, 
and survey the Avondrous scene. "W'e are now 
at a height of 10,000 feet, and in the real 
frozen ice-world, hitherto accessible only to 
the young and vigorous. I have been -there in 
my day Avith pain, danger and labor, accom- 
panied by guides and held up by ropes, but 
never till now with perfect ease and tranquil- 
ity and without "turning a hair," or causing 
cither man or beast to labor painfully on my 
behalf. "We had taken three hours only from 
Lauterbrunncn; in former "days we should 
have started in the small hours of the morning • 
■from the Scheidegg, and have climbed through 
many dangers for some six or'seven hours be- 
fore reaching this spot.

I confess that I am not enchanted Avith all 
of the modern appliances for saving time and 
labor — the telegraph, the telephone, the auto- 
mobile, and the aeroplane. But these moun- 
tain railways fill me with gratitude and satis- 
faction. When the Jungfpau railway v.'as fir.st 
projected, some athletic Englishmen Avith 
heavy boots and ice-axes protested against 
the "desecration" of regions till then accessi- 
ble only to them and to me and others of out 
age and strength. They declared that the 
scenery Avould be injured by the raihvay and 
its troops of "tourists." As well might they 
protest against the desecration caused by the 
crawling of the fifty house-flies on the dohie 
of St Paul's. These mountains and glaciers 
are so vast and men with their railroads so j 
small, that the latter are negligible in the | 
presence of the forrner. No disfiguring effect i 
Avhatever is produced by these mountain rail- | 
Avays, the trains have even ceased to emit | 
smoke since they-- Avere Avorked by electricit}'. | 
1 quite agree Avith those who object to "funicu- ] 
lars." The carriages on these are hauled up . 
long, straight gashes in the mountain side, 
AAdiich have a hideous and disfiguring appear- ; 
ance. But I look forAvard Avith pleasure to the ■ 
completion of the Jungfrau raihvay to the ' 
summit, and I hope that the SavIss engineers 
Avill carry it through the mountain, and doAvn - 
along the side of the great Aletsch glacier to 
the Bel Alp and so to Brieg. What a glorious 
route to the Simphon tunnel and Italy! 

I took three hours in the unwearied train 
descending from the Eismeer to Interlaken, 
and Avas back in my hotel in comfortable time 
for dinner, "mightily content with the day's 
journey," as Mr. Pepys would have said. I 
have ahvays been sensitive to the action of 
diminished ])ressure, Avhich produces what is 
called "mountain sickness" in man}' people. 
Many years ago t climbed by the glacier-pass ; 
known as the ^^'eissthor from Macugnaga to 
tliC Riffel .\lp Avitli a stvlographic pen in my 
pocket. The reservoir of the pen contained a 
little air, which expanded as the atmospheric 
pressure diminished, and at 10,000 feet I 
found most of the ink emptied into my pocket. 
Probably one cause 6f the discomfort called 
"moimtain sickness" arises from a* similar cx- 
j.-ansion of gas contained in the digestive 
canal and in the ca\'ities connected Avith the 
eai- and nose. The more suddenly the change 
of pressure is effected the more noticeable is 
the discomfort. But I was rather })lcascd than , 
othcrAvisc to note as I sat in the comfortable 
railway carriage that when we passtvi 8,00b 
feet in elevation the old familiar giddiness and 
tendency to sigh and gasp came upon me as of 
yore, as I gathered was the cx])crience of some 
of my fcUoAV-passengers, and Avhen avc had 
descendccl halfway to Lauterbnmnen I en- 
joyed the sense of restored ease in breathing 
which I Avcll remember Avhcn the Avhole ex- 
perience Avas complicated by the fatigue of a 
long climb, A white-haired American lady, C 
nearer 70 than 60 years of age, was in the 
train with mc ascendmg.,.tQ. the .E^ "I 
have longed all rny "lHej"''3he: sai<3;' " a 
glaysher — to touch it a)id;;waik on it — and noAV 
I am goin^ to do it at last.' '-'-I and my daugh.- 
tcr here have come right away from America 
to go on these cars to tiie glaysher." When 
AVC Averc descending 1 asked the old lady if 
she had been pleased. "[ can hardly speak 
of 'it rightly," she said. "It seems to me as 
though I have been standing up ;, there on 
God's. own throne." I do "not sympathize with 
the'Alpine monopolist who Avould grudge that 
dear ' old lady and others like her the little 
train and tramway by Avhich alone such people 
can penetrate to those soul-stirring scenes. 
The}' are at least as sensitive to the beauty 
of the mountains as are the most nmscular, 
most long-winded, and most sun-blistered of 
our friends — the acrobats of the rope and axe.
